hen coaches and adminis- 
trators finally stopped pop- 
ping champagne corks at 


schools like South Carolina, Temple and 
Virginia Tech last winter, they may have ob- 
served a moment of silence in honor of their 
less-fortunate brethren who hadn't surfed to 
football security on the wave of conference 
realignments. Perhaps they bowed their 
heads, closed their eyes, and remembered 
the castaways of the college football world. 

Chances are the solemnity didn't last 
too long. In a reversal of good, old-fash- 
ioned American rugged individualism, many 
former independents spent the last year 
grabbing for the security of conference affili- 
ation. When “Dependence Day” finally came, 
they whooped it up. 

“This was a big win for us,” said Temple 
assistant athletic director Milt Richards about 
the school’s membership in the newly-formed 
Big East football league. “It's nice to belong to 
something. Do you want to be an orphan or be 
a family member?” 

The roll call at the gridiron orphanage 
may be a little shorter these days, but it still 
can be heard: East Carolina ... Louisville ... 
Akron ... Southern Mississippi ... Northern 
Illinois ... Memphis State ... Tulsa. The list is 
hardly a TV programmer's dream. 

Once part of that proud fraternity of 
“independents,” those and others like them 
have become misfits. Something about them 
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just wasn't quite good enough for this 
league or that conference, and as a result, 
they face an uncertain future of scheduling 
nightmares, television anonymity and seri- 
ous budget problems. 

“We're not discouraged that we're still 
an independent, but we're not satisfied ei- 
ther,” says Dave Hart, athletic director at East 
Carolina, a member of the Colonial League 
for all sports but football. “The disadvan- 
tages outweigh the advantages.” 

The early 1990s will be remembered as 
a time when independents bowed to economic 
pressures and sought the safe haven of affilia- 
tion. Forced to squeeze extra income from “rev- 
enue-producing sports” like football and men’s 
basketball in order to field wrestling, soccer 
and gymnastics teams, schools sought guaran- 
teed paydays in conferences.

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The result? No longer is a school 
content to define its gridiron identity by 
games won or a tradition of legendary play- 
ers. No, it all comes down to how well a col- 
lege aligns itself for economic purposes. 

The activity of the last year may have 
been the opening maneuvers in a bigger 
game. As the decade continues, college 
football could evolve into a handful of 
mega-conferences that hoard television 
monies, bowl payoffs and, inevitably, the 
windfalls from a national championship 
playoff. And it won't be limited to just the in- 
dependents. Conference members are 
searching for opportunities to improve their 
situation as well, as evidenced by Arkansas’ 
switch from the Southwestern to the 
Southeastern Conference. 

“| don't like it,” CBS college analyst 
Mike Francesa says. “You can bid good-bye 
to tradition because schools will move 
across the country for more money.” 

The exception for now is Notre Dame, 
whose national identity secured its own sep- 
arate and lucrative TV contract with NBC, 
and whose annual success generally guar- 
antees a profitable bow! payment. When you 
can get $1.5 million a year for delivering 
droves of nationwide followers — all mes- 
merized by the Irish Mystique — why share 
it with eight or nine other schools? 

That philosophy applies while the 
Irish continue to win, but a return to the

“In a conference, a school is syndi- 
cating the risk and sharing the revenues,” 
Big Ten commissioner Jim Delaney says. 
“It's an insurance policy, because some 
years will be good for a school, and some 
will be bad. But there will always be one or 
two good teams in a conference.” 

It was the Big Ten that started all this 
when it invited Penn State to join its ranks in 
December 1989. The SEC followed in the 
summer of 1990, welcoming new pledges 
South Carolina and Arkansas and further 
complicating the independent picture. The 
SEC also managed to enrage the entire state 
of Texas, which, in the form of the 
Southwest Conference, lost its only claim to 
heterogeneity when the 
Razorbacks burst out of the 
SWC pigpen. 

“It was not a Wall St. 
takeover,” SEC commissioner 
Roy Kramer maintains about 
the raid on Fayetteville. “We 
simply stated that we were in- 
terested in talking with those 
schools interested in us. It 
was all done on the presiden- 
tial level.” 

Regardless of who did 
the talking, a collegiate foot- 
ball shakedown has started, 
and where and when it will 
stop is a mystery. While con- 
ferences try to arrange their 
new configurations into feasi- 
ble and attractive packages, 
the rest of us can take a quick 
look at the scoreboard for this 
round’s winners and losers. 

“The big will get big- 
ger, the rich will get richer 
and, in the long run, it will 
probably hurt the struggling 
programs,” says ABC college 
football analyst Dick Vermeil. 

But just how big, rich and hurt will 
everyone get? Did conferences strengthen 
themselves by adding new representatives, 
and what's ahead for those who stayed put? 
What does all this mean for television? For a 
national playoff? And will even more reshuf- 
fling occur? 

“There are some big questions about 
the future,” Big East commissioner Mike 
Tranghese says. “And there are going to be 
even more questions that we don't know yet. 
There are a lot of concerns about the state of 
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It was the Big Ten th 


collegiate athletics, and people are getting 
tired of problems. They tend to overwhelm 
the good things.” 

For those not completely familiar with 
the results of the last year's conference mu- 
sical chairs competition, a review is in order. 
In the summer of 1990, Penn State was offi- 
cially voted into the Big Ten, erasing its 
identity as the long-time standard-bearer of 
eastern independents. Next, Arkansas, tired 
of its status as the lone non-Texan in the 
SWC, moved to the SEC — as much for its 
basketball team as for the football Hogs. 
South Carolina soon followed the 
Razorbacks, completing the SEC’s new 12- 
team configuration. 

In the fall, Florida State traded its 
football reputation for the Atlantic Coast 
Conference's basketball prestige. Interested 
in enhancing its basketball program as well, 
Miami went north to join the Big East. A few 
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this when it invited Penn State to j 


months later, following more speculating 
and negotiating, a Big East football league 
was established, uniting conference mem- 
bers Miami, Syracuse, Pitt and Boston 
College with eager independents Temple, 
Rutgers, West Virginia and Virginia Tech. 
That squashed rumors of a gigantic Metro 
football conference, which would have in- 
cluded nearly every homeless independent. 

“Our involvement with the possible 
‘super-conference’ and our courting of the 
Big East might have benefitted us,” Hart 
says. “We imparted some knowledge about 
East Carolina and educated some people. 
That may help later.” 

The obvious winners in all of this recy- 
cling are the former independents, who will 
now reap the financial benefits of conference 
life. No longer will Temple or Rutgers have to 
depend on the rare eight-win season that may 
net a TV appearance and a minor bow! invita- 
tion. Now the Owls and Scarlet 
Knights get a percentage of the 
Big East's entire television and 
bowl revenues which, given the 
recent success of schools like 
Miami, Pitt and Syracuse, 
should be substantial. 

The same goes for 
South Carolina and, to a less- 
er extent, Florida State, which 
was doing just fine on the 
gridiron all by itself. But the 
Seminoles now get the secu- 
rity of ACC basketball, with 
its Tobacco Road lore, con- 
stant television exposure and 
NCAA tourney revenues. Ditto 
Miami, which becomes the 
weak link in a made-for-TV 
basketball conference — al- 
though the Hurricanes will 
= now split their substantial 
football TV and bow! rev-

” State's value to the ACC on the 

football field. And the Big East 

needed to form a football amalgamation in 
order to keep Syracuse, BC and Pitt in the fold. 
But what about the SEC and the Big Ten? 

“Arkansas and South Carolina each 
represent less than one percent of the na- 
tion’s television market share,” SWC com- 
missioner Fred Jacoby says. “And as for the 
Big Ten, if you only get one game a week on 
television, and you put Penn State on, then 
you're taking Michigan or Illinois off.” 

Jacoby's view may be a little one- 
sided, since the Lone Star Eight were unde- 
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niable losers in the first shake-up. Despite 
an expanded scheduling relationship with 
the Big Eight, SWC schools remain attrac- 
tive targets for expanding conferences — as 
evidenced by last year’s rumors that Texas 
and Texas A&M might join the PAC-10 or 
the Big Eight, or even the NFL. 

Despite its expansion, the SEC didn't 
make itself that much more attractive to a de- 
mographics-hungry television executive. It did 
strengthen its overall football and basketball 
lineup and, by creating two six-team divisions, 
it established a made-for-TV conference football 
championship. But the markets that surround 
Arkansas and South Carolina contain about 
1.5% of the nation’s TV sets, 
hardly giant inducements to net- 
work or cable advertisers when 
compared to the Big East's huge 
metropolitan markets. 

“| think the new rivalries 
will generate season ticket in- 
terest and a donor basis 
throughout the conference,” 
Tennessee athletic director 
Doug Dickey says. “Arkansas 
will help sell tickets at LSU, 
Mississippi and Mississippi 
State, and South Carolina will 
be very popular in Georgia, 
Tennessee and Kentucky.” 

At last look, most SEC 
schools haven't had much trou- 
ble filling their stadiums in the 
last few years, regardless of 
whom they have played. And in- 
creased competition for the 
league title and the subsequent 
Sugar Bow! berth has created a 
melange of 5-3 league records 
that confuses fans and drains 
interest. The SEC is in danger of 
following the Big Ten’s descent 
into an annual mishmash of 
mediocrity brought on by parity. 

Last year's four-way melee between 
Auburn, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Tennessee may have thrilled southern fol- 
lowers, but it bored the rest of the country. 
Adding two more teams to that mess could 
be catastrophic. And multiplying the chaos 
by two divisions could lead to even more 
apathy. After all, what does a second-place 
finish in the SEC Eastern Division mean to 
someone from Oregon? 

Penn State comes to the Big Ten trad- 
ing its storied tradition for security in the 
rest of its varsity sports. But things are al- 
ready topsy-turvy in the rust belt football 
world, and the addition of another perennial 
top-20 team will make things even messier. 

Jacoby reiterates: “You're not going 
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to get on TV if you don't have outstanding 
records. If you beat everybody up, and two 
teams come into a game 4-4, will it get on 
TV? I'm not sure.” 

Of course, Penn State brings with it the 
country’s largest living alumni following, and 
the entire state of Pennsylvania is enamored of 
the Lions, so market share may outweigh star 
quality in the minds of TV executives. 

But even the television folks don’t know 
all the effects of the shakeout. ABC was able to 
wrest the CFA package away from CBS for the 
upcoming season, but its executives are sweat- 
ing out the FTC investigation into the CFA tele- 
vision monopoly, which could spring everyone

loose. Even if the CFA contract stays intact for 
the time being, it runs out in 1995, and chaos 
could ensue as each conference fights for its 
own TV deal. 

“| think the CFA deal will stay in place 
until 1995, but after that, who knows what 
will happen?” says Loren Matthews, senior 
vice president of programming at ESPN. 
“We are ready to react to what happens. We 
can't influence it.” 

Delaney adds: “| think the television sit- 
uation will be even more fragmented after 1995. 
At one time, you had one bargaining agent, the 
NCAA. Then you had two, the CFA and the 
PAC-10/Big Ten. Now you've got three (adding 
Notre Dame). | don’t know what's next.” 

The next big step could be the forma- 
tion of a national championship playoff. Last 


year's wacky season, which ended with 
Georgia Tech and Colorado splitting the 
number one spot, may have boosted de- 
mand for a definitive means of choosing a 
champion. Several off-field factors may 
mean even more. 

The NFL's ever-expanding season is 
shrinking the available stadiums and televi- 
sion dates for bowl games, and the receding 
economy is forcing corporations to pull out 
from post-season sponsorships. Both could 
spell the end of many bowls. 

And though football and basketball gen- 
erally operate miles apart, last year’s $1 billion 
contract for the NCAA tournament had to start 

some coaches, ADs and presidents 
salivating. The cash payoff on an eight, 
four, or even two-team football playoff 
would be staggering. 

“More and more I'm spend- 
ing time around the high-integrity, 
experienced coach who says, ‘I used 
to be against it, but now it's not so 
bad,’ ” Vermeil says. “And no matter 
how professional an educator is and 
what his intentions are, it comes 
down to money. 

“Some high-integrity people 
are going to end up doing things 
they wouldn't do normally because 
they need the money.” 

And you can be sure that 
money will continue to motivate the 
decisions of presidents and athletic 
administrators throughout the next 
decade. While no one was willing to 
predict the future, experts around 
the country believe that the realign- 
ing is not over. 

The PAC-10 and Big Eight re- 

8 mained untouched by the first wave of 
3 changes, and they may look to ex- 

pand in order to stay safe. A Big 

Eight-SWC merger would be a logi- 
cal next step from their current scheduling 
agreement, particularly if Nebraska bolts for 
the Big Ten or Texas and Texas A&M are lured 
elsewhere. Brigham Young and Colorado 
would fit nicely into an expanded PAC-12, and 
Louisville's resurgent football program and 
tradition of basketball success could someday 
land it in the SEC. 

“| think we could see some more 
movement,” Francesa says. “| don't think it 
will be as drastic as what we've seen, but 
there will be some more consolidation, with 
a bigger conference picking up a choice 
school to help in tradition and TV.”

Now the college football world 
has Ty and David. Or David and Ty. 

Either way, these senior quarterbacks 
have changed the way we look at passing 
fancies. Or fancy passing. 

With Ty Detmer of Brigham Young 
University and David Klingler of the 
University of Houston, you don’t measure 
passing yardage. You measure passing 
mileage. 

Last year, Detmer set or tied 47 NCAA 
records. Klingler set or tied 33. 

They come from the two schools that 
produced the last two Heisman 
Trophy winners, both of them 
quarterbacks. 

Klingler followed Andre 
Ware's Heisman act at 
Houston, placing a distant fifth 
in the 1990 voting. Detmer is 
following his own Heisman 
show, having won the 1990 
award with 1,482 votes. 

In second place, 305 
points behind, was The Rocket, 
receiver/returner/afterburner 
Raghib Ismail of Notre Dame. 
With Ismail having run off to 
the pros, the names of Detmer 
and Klingler must be on the 
tips of most Heisman-voting 
tongues. 

Don't be shocked if 
Detmer joins the dubious short 
list of Heisman winners who 
did not repeat as seniors. 

As one expert but neu- 
tral observer, sophomore quar- 
terback Cale Gundy of 
Oklahoma, said: 

“Don't get me wrong, Ty's a great 
player and a great guy. He deserved it. But | 
think there were lots of other quarterbacks 
who could have done what he did. To me, 
Klingler’s the real deal.” 

What makes it fun is that both Detmer 
and Klingler are a good deal off the field as 
well as on. There are no bad guys here. They 
are a couple of easy-going Texans who don't 
take themselves or all the hubbub around 
them too seriously, at least not publicly. 

Heisman winner Detmer is not dread- 
ing the I-told-you-so reaction sure to follow 
his first subpar game this season. 

“No, sir,” he drawled. “I've already 
had that experience the night after | won it.” 

He threw four interceptions in a hum- 
bling 59-28 loss at Hawaii. 

“Im used to everything,” Detmer said. 
“I'm just looking forward to this season.” 
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Detmer had another rude time ina 
65-14 loss to Texas A&M in the Holiday 
Bowl. He left in the second quarter after suf- 
fering separations of each shoulder. 

Klingler scrambled nimbly around the 
question of Detmer’s late-season stumbles. 

“| saw Ty twice on TV, last year 
against Miami and A&M,” Klingler said. “I 
know how he feels, playing A&M and that 
defense. They get there in a hurry, and they 
have a bad attitude when they show up. It's 
not much fun.” 

The football world is fairly familiar 
with Detmer. Heisman winners spawn 
sports-page biographies. 
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David Klingler followed Andre Ware's Heisman act at Houston, placing a distant fifth in 
the 1990 voting. 


His story is hardening into folklore: 

How Detmer checked out BYU, in- 
stead of vice versa, on a Summer visit with 
his father. 

How the scrawny youngster decided 
on the spot that BYU was for him, and that 
he didn’t need to see another school. 

How BYU coach LaVell Edwards was 
taken aback by seeing a PeeWee Herman 
clone where he expected John Elway. 

How Ty Detmer, quarterback, can't 
throw a decent spiral. 

How Ty Detmer, college student, can’t 
seem to quit playing practical jokes on his 
teammates. 

To Detmer, rereading his life story is 
like having to watch the same cable movie 
again and again and again. 

“That part of it can get a little bit old,” 
Detmer said. 

Some parts of the script, such as the 
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Merry Prankster image, are outdated. 

“| never give too farfetched of an an- 
swer (in interviews),” Detmer said. “And ac- 
tually, last year | didn’t have too much of a 
chance (to play tricks). It was too hectic. 
With all the things, school and football, I'd 
get home and get too tired.” 

Detmer is the first of several record- 
setting BYU quarterbacks to bag the 
Heisman. That BYU pedigree is impressive: 
Gifford Nielsen, Marc Wilson, Jim 
McMahon, Steve Young and Robbie Bosco. 

Only McMahon hit it big in the 
National Football League. At 6-foot-1 and 
maybe 175 pounds, and with a modest arm, 

Detmer is hardly the NFL 
prototype. 

“I've heard it before, 
and I'll hear it again,” Detmer 
said. “I know I’m not Jim 
McMahon. I’m not Steve 
Young. | was a little too 
stumpy for most colleges. 

“Hopefully, somebody 
will see something in me, 

.~| and hopefully somebody will 
f=! like what they see. All | want 
is achance. If | don't make it, 
fine. I'm just going to make 
something happen. Or try to.” 
Detmer is more con- 
cerned with the business at 
hand, and it's not repeating 
as Heisman winner. He wants 
to win the national champi- 
j , onship that eluded BYU last 
5 season. 
In that quest, it's pos- 
= sible that Detmer could have 
a better year with worse 
statistics. 

“We'll have a young team,” he said, 
“but we've got a lot of talent. And we've got a 
good offensive line coming up. But | know | 
can't complete every pass and not throw in- 
terceptions. People look at numbers. We 
may run the ball a little more this year and 
throw less. And if we throw less, I've gotta 
be twice as sharp on the passes we do 
throw.” 

Detmer also uses the editorial “we” 
when referring to the Heisman: 

“| felt like we deserved it last year. | 
said that before, and | haven't changed my 
mind. People ask if we can top last year, but 
you can’t. How can you?” 

The expectations might be over- 
whelming, if not for Bosco. Now a BYU as- 
sistant coach, he is also Detmer’s mentor 
and friend. 

“We are close,” Detmer said. “He's 
been a great example. He's been through it 
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all and seen it all. The one thing he wants 
me to keep concentrating on is to have a 
good year. 

“Robbie told me that every year here 
when a quarterback has a good year, the 
next year he doesn't play as well. | don't 
know why that is.” 

Detmer does know that he is already 
the exception to the rule. 

“My sophomore year, we had a great year,” 
he said. “But last year, we did even better.” 

If Detmer is looking to have a good 
year, Klingler is going him one better. 

“| thought I'd start outa little better 
last year,” said Klingler, a question mark to 
some observers as Ware's successor. 
“Those things take a little time, | guess, but 
I'd like to start out throwing seven or eight 
touchdown passes a game. 

“Last year, | was the most comfort- 
able the last two games, | threw for 18 
touchdowns and two interceptions. | was 
just going through the reads. No nerves. It 
was just like practice. 

“It | can start off there, being that re- 
laxed .... You know, there was a lot of pres- 
sure last year, following Andre Ware and 
keeping the undefeated streak going.” 

The Houston Cougars were ineligible 
to play on TV or in a bowl because of NCAA 
sanctions from Bill Yeomans’ regime. 

Like Detmer, Klingler was more ob- 
sessed with going unbeaten and winning the 
national title than in winning the Heisman. 

“The Heisman is more of a team 
award than any of the other ones, especially 
at quarterback,” Klingler said. “It’s different if 
you're a punt returner, like Rocket. He had 
so much natural ability, he could just make 
things happen. 

“But, for a quarterback, you've got to 
have the defense get the ball back for you, 
the line has to block, and the receivers have 
to catch the ball.” 

Klingler is sensitive to charges that 
Coach John Jenkins ran up the score on hap- 
less victims to attract attention — and votes 
— in the rankings and Heisman balloting. 

“People who say that don't under- 
stand what's going on with the offense,” 
Klingler said. “When Oklahoma was beating 
teams 65-0 a few years ago, they didn't 
abandon their wishbone attack. But that's 
like us running the ball every play or just 
downing it.” 

Granted. But Klingler virtually went the 
distance in an 84-21 demolition of defenseless 
Eastern Washington, a Division I-AA team. 
Klingler hit 48 of 76 passes for 461 yards, one 
interception and a record 11 touchdowns. 
Houston's No.1 offense and defense played 
until halfway through the final quarter. Wasn't

that just a tad excessive? 

“People gave us a hard time about 
throwing 11 touchdown passes,” Klingler 
said. “But that goes back to the offensive 
line. They blocked so well, | had all day to 
throw. “It was obvious that we had great 
speed, and they were just a little school. 
They had some great players, but we could 
have gone deep every play. If we wanted to 
run itup, we could have had 11 touchdowns 
in the first quarter. 

“| thought Coach Jenkins did a great 
job. He ran much more screens and draws 
in that game than we usually do. It was like a 
wishbone team just running up the middle 
and breaking a long run. 

“And we didn't have a backup quar- 
terback. | was the only scholarship quarter- 
back eligible to play. We had a guy who 
transferred and had to sit out a year, and we 
had two redshirt freshmen. “What if we put 
in our second-string line and they got me 
hurt? We wouldn't have had a quarterback 
the rest of the season.” 

In case of emergency, a freshman QB 
could have shed his redshirt. But Klingler 
didn’t want that, for personal reasons. 

“My brother, Jimmy, is one of them,” 
said the 6-3, 205-pound Klingler. “This sys- 
tem’s too complex. It takes time. And that's why 
| wanted to stick around one more year and 
keep the pressure off them for another year.” 

The fear of injury did not prevent him 
from saying no to the NFL until his eligibili- 
ty is up. 

“In football,” Klingler said, “if you 
stay with it long enough, you're gonna get 
some zippers, Some scars.” 

He is more alarmed at comparisons 
with his kid brother. 

“He's 6-4, 225 and we get accused of 
being twins,” David Klingler said. “That kind 
of scares me.” 

In some quarters, the thinking is that 
the waterboy could be plugged into the 
Houston offense — or the BYU offense — 


against Eastern Washington or anybody else 
and still produce dazzling numbers. 

With all due modesty, Klingler 
doesn't buy it. It takes the right fellow to 
drive this radical philosophy. Like Detmer, 
Klingler did not immediately impress out- 
siders as a passing machine. 

Klingler, who grew up in Houston, 
said, “l could always throw the ball, but | 
was a running back and wide receiver up 
until the eighth grade.” 

Then, in high school he played ina 
wishbone attack. “| was out there basically 
to block,” he said. 

The coach who made a high school 
blocker out of Klingler must be related to the 
basketball coach who cut Michael Jordan as 
a 10th grader. 

That anecdote may support skeptics 
who think anybody could pass Houston's of- 
fense into the record books. 

But, as Klingler put it, “It's not like 
you just line up and expect to move the ball. 
lf everybody COULD do it, everybody 
WOULD be doing it. You've got to have the 
talent. We've got four receivers who run 100 
meters in sub-10.2 seconds. 

“And you just can’t expect a quarter- 
back to just come in and throw the ball every 
day like we do. During the season, | throw 
about 250 to 300 passes per day in practice. 
You have to work up fo it. It's all repetition. 
That's why those guys at BYU and Miami are 
$0 good at it. But you definitely have to 
come into it with some athletic ability.” 

BYU and Miami have better reputa- 
tions than Houston as quarterback factories. 
That's partly because Jenkins is just getting 
his program cranked up. And it’s also be- 
cause the NCAA probation has kept Houston 
off the tube and out of the bowls, the two big 
vehicles for recognition. 

“It's no big deal, to tell you the truth,” 
Klingler said. “It wasn't bad to end your sea- 
son and go home and sit on the couch and 
watch the other guys play. And there have 
been teams on bowl probation for 60 years 
—with no sanctions by the NCAA.” 

Houston is not likely to be one of those 
downtrodden teams. And Klingler may get an early 
season televised boost from the same opponent 
that helped launch Detmer: Miami. 

It was Detmer’s stirring play in BYU's 
upset of the Hurricanes that hurled him into 
the Heisman lead. 

After opening the previous week at 
home against Louisiana Tech, Houston plays at 
the Orange Bowl on Sept 12. Maybe Miami can 
do for Klingler what it did for Detmer. 

In one sense, both Ty and David expect to 
pass away this season. Come Heisman time, they 
figure to be very much alive.

ast winter, Steve Spurrier attend- 
[ a banquet, one of many func- 
tions that required his atten- 
dance as head coach of the Florida Gators. 

“A gentleman stood up to introduce 
me,” Spurrier recalled, “and all he talked 
about was a game | played 25 years ago.” 

It wasn't just A game. It was THE 
game, the performance that clinched the 
Heisman Trophy for him in 1966 and turned the 
Spurrier mystique into legend in Gainesville. 

And it’s the reason, nearly a quarter of 
a century later, Gator fans had faith that 
Spurrier was the man — or the myth — 
needed to revive their battered program. 

That game was against Auburn seven 
weeks into the 1966 season. 

Norm Carlson, now an assistant ath- 
letic director at Florida, was sports informa- 
tion director then. It was his job to push 
Spurrier for the Heisman, and no publicist 
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had a more cooperative subject. 

“He just had a knack,” Carlson said. 
“The timeliness of what he accomplished 
had something to do with it. He was kind of 
unconscious.” 

Spurrier was the quarterback, punter

and occasional place-kicker for then coach 
Ray Graves. 

The week before the Auburn game in 
1966, Spurrier had led Florida to a 28-7 de- 
molition of LSU at Baton Rouge. The Gators 
were 6-0. 

“The next week, we played Auburn 
here,” Carlson said. “We had a tremendous 
press corps, the largest we'd ever had. That 
also happened to be the week that the bal- 
lots went out for the Heisman Trophy.” 

Spurrier put on a show for his nation- 
al audience, throwing for 350 yards and av- 
eraging about 47 yards a punt. With two 
minutes to go, the score was tied 27-27. 

“We've got the ball fourth and about 
eight or nine yards to go,” Carlson said, re- 
peating a tale he has told more than twice. 
“We're about 40 yards out. Our regular field 
goal kicker, Wayne Barfield, was extremely 
accurate, but he didn’t have a strong leg. 
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“We called a timeout, and Steve pret- 
ty much told coach Graves we don't have a 
prayer of Wayne kicking one beyond 25 or 
30 yards. So Graves says, ‘OK, you kick 
one.’ 
“Steve hadn't even been trying them 
in practice for about a month. But he kicks a 
40-yard field 
goal and we 
beat ‘em, 30- 
27. It was kind 
of a Frank 
Merriwell fin- 
ish.” 
There is 
kind of a story- 
book slant to 
Spurrier’s 
whole career. 
The week L/FE 
Magazine de- 
cided to drop in 
and do a little 
piece on him, 
he and his 
sweetheart, 
Jerri, ran off to 
Georgia to get 
married. 
“That 
turned what 
had been a neat 
little story into 
a big deal,” 
Carlson said. 
Destiny 
seems to have 
this guy's num- 
ber, which, for 
the record, was 
No.11 during 
his playing 


days. 

The '66 
Gators went on 
to finish the 
regular season 
Coincidentally, 
or due to meta- 
physical reasons beyond our control, the ‘90 
Gators went 9-2 in Spurrier’s first year back 
as head coach. 

It wasn't a completely miraculous 
turnaround. Spurrier inherited a team that 
had gone 7-5. 

But this was a program that had been 
buried by scandal throughout the 80s. Two 
coaches, Charlie Pell and Galen Hall, lost 
their jobs in the midst of NCAA investiga- 
tions that resulted in probations. The pro- 
gram also suffered through a gambling 


Florida defense vs. Alabama. 
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scandal involving two scholarship players 
and three walk-ons who bet — through 
bookies — on other college teams. 

“There was an outstanding group of 
athletes here when our coaching staff arrived 
a year ago,” Spurrier said. “Sure, there were 
some problems here, but they were not big 


problems. Because of the cheating that went 
on in the early '80s — and we don't deny 
that cheating did go on (under Pell) — all 
the problems that came afterward were mag- 
nified.” 

If the problems were magnified, so 
was the sense of relief that blew through the 
program when Spurrier arrived from Duke. 

He had won consecutive Coach-of- 
the-Year honors in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference, concocting an offense that 
would lead the Blue Devils to their best suc- 
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cess in 30 years. 

But it was more than Spurrier's pro- 
fessional expertise at work in Gainesville. 
Next to Spurrier, Norman Vincent Peale 
looks like an inveterate pessimist. 

“Coach Spurrier’s the most positive 
person I've ever been around,” said John 

Humenik, the 
current sports 
information 
director. “He's 
always looking 
at the glass as 
being half full, 
never half 
empty. He's 
done so much 
in one year. 

“Florida 
football is fun 
again. He is a 
very laid back 
guy, very 
open, very ac- 
cessible. 
Practices are 
always open. 

“He 
was proud to 
be here when 
he played. He 
just wanted to 
come back 
and make 
Florida foot- 
ball fun 
again.”

“He's

said John 
Reaves, the 
ex-Florida

How, you may ask, does he do that? 

Reaves, who played and excelled 
under Spurrier's coaching in the United 
States Football League, laughed. “I don’t 
know,” he said. “Some guys have it, and 
some guys don't. He's just a winner.”

en years ago, selecting the best 
collegiate football had to offer 
proved a simplistic task. 

Southern California, Texas, Oklahoma, 
Nebraska, Michigan, Alabama, Georgia and 
Penn State were considered the elite. 

Today, with the exception of 
Michigan, none of the aforementioned pro- 
grams even rate as the best in their respec- 
tive conferences. In the ‘90s, uncertainty is 
the only guarantee for those gazing into their 
preseason crystal balls. 

Miami, under the tutelage of Coach 
Dennis Erickson, earns the top spot in our 
poll based on talent, coaching and a sched- 
ule conducive to an unbeaten season. The 
Hurricanes again boast an abundance of tal- 
ented athletes in the skill positions comple- 
mented by a dominating defensive front.

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STRONG-ARMED KLINGLER 


EXPECTED TO GO FIRST 
UNDERCLASSMEN COULD PLAY MAJOR FACTOR

n Feb. 1 of last year, 62 days 

after David Klingler threw his 

final pass of the 1990 season 
against Arizona State in a game in Japan, he 
made the transformation from “widely-ad- 
mired quarterback” to “the prize.” 

Feb. 1 was the deadline for college 
underclassmen to declare their intentions to 
enter the regular phase of the 1991 National 
Football League draft. 

Klingler, whom some pro scouts ex- 
pected would leave school to chase NFL 
money, declined the riches. He made clear 
his intent to return to the University of 
Houston for another season of quarterback- 
ing the Cougars in Coach John Jenkins’ 
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high-powered offense. 

That decision makes him the odds-on 
favorite to become the No. 1 pick in the next 
draft. In fact, he might've been the top pick 
in the 1991 draft, considering the quarter- 
back-poor New England Patriots possessed 
the premium selection. 

At the very least, Klingler would've 
been an early, first-round pick. Now, given 
the opportunity to polish his skills in just 
his second season as a college starter, he 
should command more admiration and, 
subsequently, considerably more money. 

Klingler isn’t the only underclassman 
who made a wise decision to use existing 
college eligibility. Undoubtedly, safety Ken

Swilling of Georgia Tech would've been se- 
lected in the first round. But Swilling played 
the last half of the season with an injured 
ankle, and his bargaining leverage wouldn't 
have been as strong as it might have been. 

Now, if Swilling is at his best after 
another brilliant season for the Yellow 
Jackets, he could improve his draft position 
appreciably, to say nothing of his contract. 
At the top of his game, Swilling reminds pro 
scouts of Ken Easley, the brilliant UCLA 
safety who went on to star for the Seattle 
Seahawks. 

Two others who thought about turn- 
ing pro, then reconsidered and opted to re- 
turn, are linebackers Robert Jones of East

Carolina and Levon Kirkland of Clemson. If 
the draft were tomorrow, Klingler, Swilling, 
Jones and Kirkland all might go within the 
first seven picks. 

The top seven might also include two 
other underclassmen: Carl Pickens, 
Tennessee's all-around marvel; and Bob 
Whitfield, the Stanford tackle who should be 
the best offensive lineman in college football 
this fall. 

The seventh man on our hypothetical 
list is Notre Dame tight end Derek Brown, 
whom some compare to Kellen Winslow, the 
ex-San Diego All-Pro. 

Drafting underclassmen is now part 
of the NFL way of life, whether the teams do 
it reluctantly or not. Witness Rocket Ismail 
of Notre Dame; running backs Curvin 
Richards of Pitt, Chuck Webb of Tennessee, 
Jon Vaughn of Michigan, and Randy 
Baldwin of Mississippi; as well as Clemson 
cornerback Dexter Davis; Auburn guard Ed 
King; Virginia receiver Herman Moore; and 
Clemson kicker Chris Gardocki, who will all 
be missed from the 1991 All-America team. 

That's why, for the first time, under- 
classmen are included on these lists of pro 
prospects. 

The alarming aspect is that younger 


players, those who were eligible to play two 
more years of college football, entered this 
year's draft. Quarterback Todd Marinovich 
left Southern California after a stormy 
sophomore season; and running back 
Chuck Webb, whose sophomore season was 
stopped by a knee injury, elected to turn pro 
anyway. 

More alarming was that Robert Smith 
of Ohio State, the best freshman running 
back in college football last season, talked 
of leaving the Buckeyes for the NFL. Smith 
thought better of it before the deadline. 

Smith can be expected to watch 
Webb’s fortunes in the NFL to provide a 
gauge for his immediate future. Likewise, 
Pickens’ interest will center around the rook- 
ie year of Ismail, since they have similar tal- 
ents. 

Marinovich may be watched closest 
of all. The consensus among both college 
and pro football people is that the tightly- 
programmed lefty made an unwise decision 
in entering the NFL draft. 

“He isn't close to being ready, me- 
chanically or psychologically,” said an AFC 
personnel director. Jeff George made it big 
when the Indianapolis Colts traded up to 
make him the first pick in the last draft. But 


George brought exceptional weapons to the 
NFL: a strong arm and Dan Marino-like re- 
lease of the ball. 

Running back Jon Vaughn, who left 
Michigan after his sophomore year, is a sim- 
ilar case. After a great start last season, he 
was eclipsed by Wolverine freshman Ricky 
Powers. 

“Vaughn could have impressed us a 
lot more by staying in school and fighting to 
win back his position,” said a scout for an 
NFC team. 

Sometimes, even when an under- 
classman succeeds in the NFL, it still isn’t 
an economic triumph. Take Barry Foster, the 
Arkansas fullback who entered the draft a 
year early in 1990. In the last third of the 
season, Foster beat out Tim Worley, the 
Pittsburgh Steelers’ leading ground gainer 
the previous season. The Steelers now look 
upon Foster as possibly their back of the fu- 
ture. 


Yet Foster may never make out as 
well financially as he might have had he 
elected to use his final season of eligibility. 
The Steelers didn’t draft him until the fifth 
round. Even though he ended up a starter, 
Foster may never make up the economic 
ground which separates a premium pick

from a fifth-rounder. 

Nevertheless, the pros use running 
back talent quickly. It's an ugly fact of foot- 
ball life that running backs don't last long, 
four years on the average. That's the reason 
we may see top underclassmen such as 
Amp Lee of Florida State, Tico Duckett of 
Michigan State, and Glyn Milburn of 
Stanford leave school early. 

There's also a constant demand for 
pass rushers in the pros, meaning kids such 
as Keith Hamilton of Pitt and Alonzo 
Spellman of Ohio State could turn pro pre- 
maturely. However, Hamilton might be wise 
to keep an eye on the career of Marc 


Spindler, another Pittsburgh defensive line 
star who left with eligibility remaining. 
Spindler was forecast as a sure first-round 
pick but was selected by Detroit in the third 
round, and his rookie year was a disappoint- 
ment. 


Disappointment isn't rare. 

For every immediate hit such as 
George, there are surprising fizzles, such as 
Andre Ware. The 1989 Heisman Trophy win- 
ner opted for an early pro career. Detroit 
made him its first-round pick, which was 
inviting since the Lions were committed to 
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Cream 


the run-and-shoot offense. The quarterback 
job was Ware's to win. He couldn't win it. 

Klingler might've returned to school 
on Ware's unhappy experience. Certainly he 
benefited from Ware's decision to pass up 
his senior season. 

On the other hand, Rob Carpenter, the 
former Syracuse wide receiver, had good ex- 
amples in former teammates Rob Moore and 
Tim Kane. Moore entered the NFL via the 
summer supplemental draft. The Jets used a 
first-round choice to take the All-American 
wide receiver, and he made the NFL’ All- 
Rookie team. Kane left early the season be- 
fore and last year became a heavy contribu- 
tor as a Seattle pass receiver. 

Beyond Pickens, this year’s group of 
senior wide receivers is impressive. Michael 
Smith led the Big Eight with 70 catches as a 
sophomore in 1989, and last year he helped 
K-State improve from one victory to five. 
Louisiana State's Todd Kinchen, slowed by a 
knee injury last season, reminds some of 
Steve Largent. Courtney Hawkins is a 
Michigan State receiver in the tradition of 
Andre Rison and Mark Ingram. 

The offensive line is another deep 
area. The pros like monster-sized Greg 
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NP-27 with the doctor recommended medicine that 
stops the itching and burning of athlete’s foot fast. 


Skrepenak of Michigan, John Turnpaugh of 
Baylor, and Ed Blake of Auburn. 

There are at least four senior defen- 
sive linemen destined to go in the early 
rounds. The best are Santana Dotson of 
Baylor, followed by Larry Webster of 
Maryland, Roosevelt Collins of Texas 
Christian University and Shane Collins of 
Arizona State. 

Jones and Kirkland head a talented 
linebacking list which includes Marco 
Coleman of Georgia Tech, Steve Grant of 
West Virginia, and Erick Anderson of 
Michigan. 

This season is awash with promising 
safeties. Besides Swilling, the pros are eye- 
ing Matt Darby of UCLA, Marquez Pope, the 
big hitter from Fresno State, Dale Carter of 
Tennessee, Will White of Florida, Darren 
Perry of Penn State, and Marlon Primous of 
Illinois. 

White and Darryl Williams of Miami 
are the best underclassmen safeties going 
into the season. 

Gardocki, Clemson's two-way kicker, 
passed up his senior year, but there are at 
least four top place-kickers returning. Jason 
Hanson of Washington State, Roman

Derek Brown of Notre Dame. 


Anderson of Houston, Carlos Huerta of 
Miami, and Jason Elam of Hawaii will sort 
out who's best. The team drafting Hanson 
will get a bonus as he might also be the best 
punter in college football. 

As in any season, the rankings of pro 
prospects will probably change radically. 
This year, the health of two senior stars 
could make a major change in the first 
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round. 

The No. 1 rehabilitation project is 
reigning Heisman Trophy winner, Ty Detmer, 
who finished last season with injuries to 
both shoulders. If Detmer recovers and 
proves he has the endurance to make it 
through another tough season at Brigham 
Young, the pros will view him in a far 
brighter light. 

Detmer doesn't have the ideal size of 
an NFL quarterback, but he’s such a good 
passer, and is so resourceful, that pro teams 
will begin to see Warren Moon possibilities 
in him. 

The other recovering star is Siran 


Stacy of Alabama, who might've been the 
top back in this year's draft if he hadn't suf- 
fered a knee injury that finished his season 
before it started. Bobby Humphrey, another 
Alabama star, was stricken by a similar fate 
before his senior season, but recovered so 
well that Denver used a first-round choice to 
take him in the supplemental draft the fol- 
lowing summer. Humphrey subsequently 
became a star for the Broncos. 

lf Stacy makes a similar comeback, 
he could force his way into the top seven. 
He didn't participate in spring practice, so 
the scouts will give him the magnifying- 
glass treatment.Q

SWC Title Faits To Satisfy UT

eter Gardere planted his left foot. 
Then James Patton planted him. 


It was a full-speed passing 
“thump drill,” but it was the type of spring 
practice drill that was supposed to stop be- 
fore the tackle. Gardere had released the 
ball, but Patton, rushing from his defensive 
tackle spot, stumbled and crashed into the 
quarterback's left knee. Gardere’s foot never 
moved. 

“It just rolled him up from behind,” 
says Texas Longhorns coach David 
McWilliams. “It was one of those you look at 
as a coach and say, ‘It's gone.’ 

“Looking at the film, you wonder how 
he got out of it.” 

People who looked at video of the 
1990 Longhorns last summer and then saw 
them in the Cotton Bowl wondered the same 
about the Longhorns. Coming off two 
straight losing seasons and having their first 
game at Penn State and their second at 
home against eventual national co-champi- 
on Colorado, few figured the Longhorns 
would escape a third. 

They would be wrong. Boy, would 
they be wrong. 

On Jan. 1, the much-maligned 
Longhorns were 10-1 and in the Cotton Bowl. 

Like Gardere, who was probably 
more scared than hurt by that spring 
mishap, the Longhorns did it by escaping 
serious injury. They didn't lose a single 
Starter to injury until the ninth game and 
only lost three starters overall. 

They did it by blending together a 
secondary that, in the past, had been feasted 
upon by opposing quarterbacks into one 
that put the opposition on a low-yardage 
diet. They did it by showing the ability to 
come from behind in seven of their 10 wins. 
They did it by getting timely production from 
Gardere and his senior receivers: Keith 
Cash, Kerry Cash and Johnny Walker. They 
did it with the emergence of young stars like 
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running back Butch Hadnot and defensive 
end Shane Dronett and seniors like offensive 
tackle Stan Thomas and safety Stanley 
Richard. 

The result, the “Shock the Nation” 
tour that rocked through the Southwest 
Conference only to wind up in a half-empty 
Cotton Bow! in a 46-3 embarrassment by 


Miami, returned the Longhorns to the suc- 
cess they hadn't enjoyed in seven years, 
which seemed like a millennium to Texas 
fans. 

McWilliams, rumored to be on shaky 
ground heading into the season, found him- 
self with a new five-year, $165,000-a-year 
deal that was supplemented with an endow- 
ment donated by 20 ecstatic and deep-pock- 
eted boosters. 

And, of course, with expectations to match. 

“It's like that every year,” McWilliams 
says. “You fight to get in the position where 
you're winning and then when you win you 
have to worry about not letting down. | like it 
this way. It’s a lot easier.” 

Especially when you've got the play- 
ers McWilliams has coming back. 

Although seven offensive starters are 
gone, three of the four returnees — tackle 
Chuck Johnson, running back Butch Hadnot 
and Gardere — earned All-SWC mention. 


On defense, five of the eight returning 
starters received All-Conference honors, in- 
cluding Dronett, a unanimous All-SWC pick, 
Patton, defensive tackle Tommy Jeter, cor- 
nerbacks Mark Berry and Grady Cavness, 
and safety Lance Gunn. 

Ah, but there are problems. 

The top five receivers, including the 
sure-handed Walker and the Cash touch- 
down twins (they accounted for 10 of the 13 
passing scores), are gone. The returning 
tight ends have a combined three catches. 
Replacements must be found at center, right 
tackle and left guard and for third-team All- 
American kicker Michael Pollak and All- 
SWC punter Alex Waits. 

Off the field, walk-on quarterback 
Brent Beauchamp was arrested for trying to 
pass a forged prescription for anabolic 
steroids. An Austin American-Statesman in- 
vestigation reported that steroid use was 
widespread and that Patton used the urine 
sample of a “clean” teammate to beat a SWC 
steroid test. 

And, finally, the last time McWilliams 
was coming off a winning season, a 7-5 
mark in 1987, the Longhorns responded 
with a 4-7 season. 

That's not a concern, McWilliams says. 

“We lost a lot of guys off that team, 
and we didn’t have people who had played 
behind them,” he says. “This year, with the 
exception of punter and kicker, we have 
someone who played.” 

“It's different,” Gardere says of the 
Longhorns’ attitude, “in that we're not shoot- 
ing for the Cotton Bowl. We're shooting for 
the national championship.” 

As Peter Gardere played in 1990, so 
did the Longhorns. Often slow-starting, 
Gardere did what he had to do, whether it 
was outdueling run-and-shoot quarterback 
David Klingler of Houston or leading the

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Longhorns back from a 14-0 deficit to a 28- 
27 win over Texas A&M. 

Even before he was injured, Gardere 
was held out of spring scrimmages so the 
Longhorn coaches could gauge the develop- 
ment of his backups. 

Steve Clements, a left-handed red- 
shirt freshman, showed the ability to read 
defense that could give Gardere a challenge 
if his play slips. Sturdy, strong-armed class- 
mate Chad Lucas, (6-2, 214), who was part- 
ly recruited as a linebacker, can hum the 
throw-back passes across the field but is 
less polished. Sophomore Jimmy Saxton is 
the quickest of the four and is the best op- 
tion quarterback, but his versatility could 
find him playing tailback. 

Gardere is clearly the starter, and de- 
servedly so. Last season, he completed 56 
percent of his passes for 2,131 yards and 11 
touchdowns and ran his record as a starter 
to 13-2. 

Now he just needs someone to throw 
to. Returning players accounted for only 35 
of the team’s 165 catches last season, and 
15 of those were by running backs, but 
Gardere said he's comfortable with the group 
that includes Mike Davis, Graylin Johnson, 
Justin McLemore, Kenny Neal, Darrick Duke 
and walk-on Cosmo Palmieri. 

“I've played with them,” Gardere said. 
“They have the speed. They may not have 
the height, but they have the talent.” 

How, then, do you replace the Cash 
twins, whose nearly unstoppable ability to 
snare the lob pass on corner patterns almost 
amounted to a sure touchdown? 

“Graylin’s got some ups,” says 
Gardere. 

0.K., but then you have to replace 
Johnny Walker, whose ability to catch any 
ball within arm's reach, and then some, 
made him the “go-to” guy. 

“Duke's probably going to take that 
over,” Gardere says. “He's got the sure 
hands.” 

Neal will probably emerge as the top 
receiver while Davis, if he improves his 
hands, has the speed to give Texas its first real 
deep threat since Tony Jones (1986-89). 

Tight end is another question mark. 
Junior Curtis Thrift, who backed up Kerry 
Cash and Stephen Clark, is the only player 
with experience. Attempts to recruit a junior 
college tight end were unsuccessful, leaving 
converted linebackers Clay Howell and 
Jason Burleson as Thrift's main competition. 

lf they develop, Burleson, who's also 
played quarterback and fullback in his three- 
year Texas career, and Howell give the 
Longhorns an added threat because they 
have enough speed to split out wide. 
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Last season, Gardere was sacked 32 
times, and with Thomas off to the pros, 


Gardere’s protection could get worse. Left tackle 


Chuck Johnson and right guard Jeff Boyd are 
the only returning starters, but both should 
push for All-SWC honors this fall. 

Junior Turk McDonald and senior 
Chad McMillan will battle to replace over- 
achieving walk-on Todd Smith at center. 
Scott Gooch, who has seen plenty of action 
in a reserve role, will take over at left quard. 


Senior walk-on Shay Shafie is first in line to 


Butch Hadnot earned All-SWC mention in '90. 


replace Thomas, but he'll be pushed by 
sophomore Troy Riemer. 


Juniors Bruce Bass and Sam Adams, 


whose careers have been bothered by in- 
juries, will be counted on for depth, as will 
redshirt freshman Trent Elliott. Two incom- 
ing freshmen, Blake Brockermeyer of Fort 
Worth and John Elmore of Sherman, could 
also contribute. 

If Texas is proven anywhere on of- 
fense, it's in the backfield. Sophomore 
Hadnot, who came on in the second half of 
last season and ran for 541 yards and eight 
touchdowns, gives the Longhorns the de- 
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pendable hard-running threat they haven't 
had since Earl Campbell. 

Joining Hadnot in the backfield will 
be junior Adrian Walker, who is also an ex- 
plosive kick returner, sophomore Phil Brown 
and redshirt freshman Shane Childers. 
Redshirt freshman Rodrick Walker missed 
the spring because of a leg injury but is ex- 
pected to be healthy in the fall. 

Defensively, the questions are fewer 
and less pressing. 

Texas must replace three All-SWC 
caliber players — end Oscar Giles, middle 
linebacker Brian Jones and free safety 
Stanley Richard — but the likely heirs are 
all experienced. 

Bo Robinson (three sacks in '90) 
should be as effective as Giles as the pass- 
rushing end and Mical Padgett, (6-2, 240), 
although not as mobile as Jones, is big and 
experienced. 

Junior Van Malone is the type of hit- 
ter the Longhorns want at free safety, but he 
could be pressed by Willie Mack Garza, who 
might end up at cornerback. Richard said 
his development as a first-team All- 
American last fall hinged upon the fact that 
he no longer needed to cover for his less- 
experienced secondary mates, the reverse of 
which could help his replacement this fall. 

“They're not going to have to direct 
traffic as much,” McWilliams says. “Last 
year we had young guys, and Stanley had to 
direct traffic.” 

After holding opponents to 16.5 
points and 301.5 yards a game last year, the 
Longhorns’ defense is poised to direct traffic 
in the SWC with a heavy dose of “Stop” 
signs. 

Dronett, a third-team All-America 
pick who made 73 tackles and had 10 sacks 
and 21 pressures, is expected back at full 
strength after missing the spring with a hand 
injury. Patton and Jeter return at the tackles, 
where they'll be backed up by veteran Todd 
Hunt and James Lane. Lance Wilson, moved 
to end from tackle, could push Robinson for 
the starting job but will probably back up 
Dronett. Winfred Tubbs and Jeff Higgins are 
the backups at end. 

Flanking Padgett at linebacker will be 
strongside linebacker Boone Powell and 
big-play weakside linebacker Anthony Curl, 
who caused four fumbles last season. Depth 
could be a problem, with unproven Dennis 
MeWilliams and Charles Harrison the back- 
ups heading into the fall. 

Long a favorite target of quarterbacks, 
the Longhorn secondary has emerged as 
one of the team’s best units. Senior corner- 
back Mark Berry, a three-year starter, leads a 
unit that limited the vaunted Houston run-

SPRING UPDATE 


Spring practice ended with annual Orange-White game, one that was 
dominated by the defense in a scoreless first half. The defense, in fact, 
scored the first points of the game on a 32-yard interception return by 
cornerback Willie Mack Garza. The Orange, quarterbacked by 
walk-on Chad Lucas and Jimmy Saxton, won 23-14. 


Finding a kicker remained a high priority after spring practice. Jason 
Ziegler, the only scholarship kicker, missed the last half of spring drills 
with mononucleosis. In his place, Craig Dickey was the most 
impressive, although none of the kickers were accurate beyond 35 
yards. 


Third-team All-American defensive end Shane Dronett missed the 
spring after having surgery to reset a bone in his hand broken last 
season. Dronett and tackle James Patton, inspired by a song at a 
concert by country music star Garth Brooks, have decided to call 
themselves “Thunder and Lighting.” Said Patton, “We looked at each 
other and | said, ‘You can be lightning because you're the quick one 
and I'll be thunder because | have the strength inside.” The forecast is 
cloudier in other ways: Patton faced assault charges that were stil 
pending in the spring and was the subject of allegations printed in the 
Austin American-Statesman that he switched urine with a teammate 
before a SWC drug test last year. No action had been taken by the end 
of spring drills regarding either charge. 
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Last year, David McWilliams promised his players they could switch 
to black shoes if they earned a berth in the Cotton Bowl. This year the 
team will wear black shoes for the regular season. No word if they'll 
switch to white if they again reach the Cotton Bowl. 


Quarterback Peter Gardere’s knee injury did not require surgery and 
he’s expected back at full strength this fall, but the battle for his backup 
spot continues. None of the backups were effective in the spring game. 
Steve Clements completed 15 of 42 passes for 218 yards and two 
touchdowns, but was intercepted twice. Chad Lucas was 3 for 8 for 
35 yards and Jimmy Saxton was 3 for 7 with one interception. Saxton 
will likely be used more at kick returner, running back and possibly wide 
receiver. Gardere is also the likely punter, although recruit Duane 
Vacek was a standout prep punter and will be given every chance to 
take the job away. McWilliams said he'd rather not have Gardere 
exposed to injury by punting. 


Winfred Tubbs had an outstanding spring and should push projected 
starter Mical Padgett at middle linebacker. Free safety Van Malone 
also had a strong spring. 


Junior Jason Burleson played tight end during spring drills and ended 
as Curtis Thrift’s backup. Burleson (6-5, 237) was recruited as a 
quarterback. He's also been tried at running back and linebacker. 
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and-shoot to only 299 net yards passing. 

Opposite Berry at the right corner is Grady 
Cavness, who broke up nine passes last fall as a 
redshirt freshman. Pascal Watty, Kevin Smith and 
possibly Garza are the backups. Lance Gunn is 
back at strong safety and will be backed up by Todd 
Ringo. 

With Richard, who wore a star and called him- 
self “The Sheriff,” gone, Berry says the Longhorn sec- 
ondary will take a new approach this year. 

“Last year we had The Sheriff,” Berry says. 
“Now that The Sheriff's gone, we're going to be the 
outlaws. We're going to create some reckless aban- 
donment.” 

Talk about abandonment. The Texas kicking 
game is totally up in the air with the departure of 
Pollak and Waits. 

McWilliams need only think of last year to 
realize that maybe that's not as big a problem as it 
seems. While Waits was a proven talent, finishing 
his career with a 40.2 net yard average and 40 
punts inside the 20-yard line, Pollak wasn’t even 
around last spring. 

But after coming back from a semester 
studying at the American University in Vienna, 
Austria, all the walk-on did was rank third national- 
ly with a 1.82 field goals a game average. 

“Maybe we should have sent our kickers to 
Europe in the spring,” quips McWilliams. 

Instead, Texas will go the domestic route 
and rely on one scholarship kicker, redshirt fresh- 
man Jason Ziegler, and a smattering of walk-ons. 
Ziegler will likely start the season but could be 
pushed by Jason Post or Craig Dickey. 

Gardere is a proven punter, but McWilliams 
would rather spare him the extra duty. That leaves 
Kelly McClanahan, who averaged 55 yards in one 
spring scrimmage, as the likely punter. 

Last season, the Longhorns adopted 6 a.m. 
off-season workouts, running on the football field 
and lifting weights in the old, dungeon-like weight 
room. The team that entered fall practice was leaner 
and in better shape than its immediate predeces- 
sors and willingly embraced its new motto: 
“Whatever It Takes.” 

McWilliams says he'll probably wait until 
the fall to coin a new motto. There are suggestions. 

“| heard some guys talking about, ‘Shock the 
Nation Il,’” Berry says. 

There is one motto McWilliams likes, al- 
though it’s already been used. It’s one that former 
Texas trainer, the late Frank Medina, used in the 
‘60s when McWilliams was a crew-cut center and 
linebacker. 

“He always used to say, ‘Hats off to the past, 
coats off to the future,’” McWilliams says. “I like 
that.”

hen Kevin Smith signed with 

Texas A&M, the Aggies were 

coming off their third 
straight Southwest Conference champi- 
onship. There seemed to be no end in sight 
to the newest Aggie tradition. 

But A&M quickly discovered that 
SWC titles don't grow on trees. 

Now in his senior season, the All- 
SWC defensive back has yet to play ina 
New Year's Day bowl game. He has been in a 
John Hancock Bowl game and the Holiday 
Bow! but has only seen the Cotton Bow! on 
television. 

“It's very important for us to get there 
this year,” Smith said. “You look at all the 
great recruiting years we've had, and we 
haven't been to the Cotton Bowl. You think 
you're going to get there every year, but it 
doesn’t happen like that.” 

Four players on the 1991 A&M roster 
have a SWC championship ring, and only 
quarterback Bucky Richardson has experi- 
enced the thrill of playing on New Year's Day 
in Dallas. 

“Everybody always wants to get back 
to Dallas,” said Richardson, who was voted 
the Most Outstanding Offensive Player in the 
35-10 victory over Notre Dame in 1988. “A 
couple of us have been there, but we all 
know what it takes to get there. We had a 
great off-season preparing for just that, but 
we're taking it one day at a time.” 

The Aggies have been close the last 
two years. They went 6-2 in the SWC in 
1989, losing by a combined four points on 
two controversial calls against Texas Tech 
and Arkansas. A&M was 5-2-1 last season, 
falling to the University of Houston, 36-31, 
when the Cougars scored with 20 seconds 
to go, tying Baylor, 20-20, when Layne 
Talbot missed 46-yard field goal with sec- 
onds to play, and suffering a 28-27 setback 
to the University of Texas when a two-point 
conversion failed in the closing minutes.

“We've been just plays away the last 
two years,” Smith said. “Those kinds of 
things we have to find.” 

Slocum took over a probation-stained 
7-5 team when Jackie Sherrill and A&M parted 
ways. Slocum led the Aggies to records of 8-4 
and 9-3-1 in his first two years and took them 
to.a pair of bowl games. 


“You've got to say when we go out 
there, we're 17-7-1 over the last two years,” 
Slocum said. “Turn around those two one- 
point losses and we're 19-5-1. We're very 
close at being real good. Then you consider 
all that we've gone through, the major tur- 
moil that was in this program when we took 
over, it looks even better. 

“| feel very good about what we're 
doing and where we're going.” 

Although proud of his team’s accom- 
plishments in his first two seasons, Slocum 
is visibly aching for a SWC title all his own. 

“Our goal every year is to try to win 
the championship and go to the Cotton 
Bowl,” said Slocum, who was an Aggie as- 
sistant for 16 years. “No question, it would 
be a heckuva deal if it happened this year. 
We've hit right around it for a couple of 
years in a row now.” 

However, the Aggies have some 
major holes to fill before they can start mak- 


ing reservations for Dallas. 

A&M has lost nine starters on of- 
fense, five on defense, both specialists, its 
deep snapper and three assistant coaches. 

“| think if you looked at our losses 
right now, we've probably had more signifi- 
cant losses this past year,” Slocum said. “If 
you look at the question marks, you say, 
‘Wow, there are a lot of question marks 
you're looking to answer.’ Offensively, espe- 
cially, we've lost a lot of players.” 

Say goodbye to running backs Darren 
Lewis and Robert Wilson. 

Lewis became the fifth player in the 
history of Division | football to rush for more 
than 5,000 career yards. The dazzling half- 
back set 38 school and SWC records in his 
four years. Wilson was perhaps the finest 
blocking fullback in the nation last season 
and still managed to pick up 724 yards of 
his own. He had a year of eligibility remain- 
ing but opted to take his bone-crunching 
blocking ability to the NFL. 

“Those guys were good, now,” Slocum 
said. “You're talking about the fifth all-time 
rusher in the history of the NCAA. You just 
don’t step up and say, ‘Well, we've got another 
guy.’ Darren isa lot better player than that. 
Robert was obviously a very good player and 
was a vital part of our offense also.” 

The Aggies will count on a trio of 
backs to fill Lewis’ big shoes. Seniors Randy 
Simmons and Keith McAfee, and redshirt 
freshman Greg Hill will try to carry on 
A&M's tradition at halfback. True freshmen 
Rodney Thomas and Wilbert Biggens could 
also see action. 

Simmons was as highly touted as 
Lewis when the two came out of high school 
in 1987, but Simmons suffered a knee injury 
in the high school all-star game and has 
struggled to regain his form. The 6-2, 215- 
pounder rushed for 391 yards and scored

McAfee, who had 179 yards on 35 
carries last season, earned some acclaim as 
a sophomore when he rushed for 91 yards 
and scored two touchdowns while filling in 
for an injured Lewis in the Hancock Bowl. 

Hill followed Lewis at Dallas Carter High 
School, having an exceptional prep career. 

“Randy and McAfee, when they have 
played, have played well,” Slocum said. 
“Greg Hill is a young guy whom I've never 
seen on the field. All of them have good 
ability. | think it's an ideal situation to have 
the experience of McAfee and Simmons, and 
then a young guy who has the talent but who 
hasn't played. | feel good about the position 
although we lost a great player in Darren. | 
think we'll be fine.” 

Junior Doug Carter, who has been in- 
jury-plagued since arriving at A&M, will in- 
herit Wilson's position. Sophomore Davis 
Drapela has also had his share of injury 
problems but looks to fit in at fullback. 

The Aggies’ offense will center on 
Richardson, who is already being touted as 
a Heisman Trophy candidate. 

“That's something | love to hear,” 
Richardson said. “I take it as a compliment, 
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“Everybody always wants to get back to Dallas,” said Bucky Richardson, who was voted the Most Outstanding Offensive Player in the 35-10 


but | know | have a long way to go. My main 
priority is going back to the Cotton Bowl.” 

Richardson rebounded from a serious 
knee injury and a year layoff to take over the 
starting quarterback job in the sixth game 
last season. He rushed for 670 yards and 
scored eight touchdowns on 97 carries and 
threw for another 847 by completing 59 of 
116 passes with four touchdowns and eight 
interceptions. 

“Bucky has got to be one of the best 
football players in the country this year,” 
Slocum said. “I've seen a lot of guys, and he 
would have to be in that category for what he 
does for his team.” 

Known primarily as an option quar- 
terback, the 6-2, 221-pounder showed in the 
Holiday Bowl that he has the ability to throw 
with the best. He completed 9 of 11 passes 
for 203 yards and one touchdown in the 65- 
14 victory over Brigham Young, earning of- 
fensive MVP honors. 

“| think, statistically, I've gotten better 
every year, but I'm still not where | need to 
be,” Richardson said. “It's been a learning 
process for me. | just didn’t get the reps in 
high school. | just came in here and said, 
‘I'm going to get better every year; that’s all 


they can ask of you.’ ” 

The Aggies probably won't abandon 
their run-oriented approach this season, es- 
pecially since they don’t have any experi- 
enced receivers returning. 

New receivers coach David Culley 
was greeted with a reconstruction project. 
Sophomore Tony Harrison (five catches, 64 
yards) is the only returning scholarship 
player who played any last season. Redshirt 
freshmen Brian Mitchell and Ryan Matthews 
and true freshmen Rick Daniel, Gene 
Lowery, Chris Sanders and Percy Singleton 
will get their baptism by fire. 

“That's one position where we're 
counting on some of those freshmen,” 
Slocum said. “They'll have to play.” 

The Aggies could also use some help 
in the offensive line where John Ellisor (6-3, 
270) is the only returning starter. 

Mike Arthur, Matt McCall, Mike 
Pappas and Jason Rockhold were four of the 
biggest reasons the Aggies set a school and 
SWC record for rushing yardage (3,829 
yards) and established a new school mark 
for total offense (5,653) a year ago.

SPRING UPDATE 


A&M head coach R.C. Slocum isn't completely doing away with the 
12th Man, but he is altering the concept started by former head coach 
Jackie Sherrill in 1983. Instead of 10 nonscholarship players 
participating on the kickoff team during all home games, there will be 
only one walk-on player competing on the “suicide squad” at every 
contest — home and away. The 12th Man’s kickoff return average has 
ballooned since kickoffs moved from the 40-yard line to the 35, 
prompting the change. 


Quarterback Jeff Granger redshirted in 1990 as a true freshman. But 
he saw plenty of action on the diamond last spring, becoming the 
Aggies’ No. 2 starter. The left-hander stifled team after team. He had 
a four-hitter and struck out 14 Rice batters, following up with a four-hit, 
10-strikeout performance against Texas. The Orangefield native did 
not throw much during spring football practice to prevent injury to his 
arm. That left him off the two-deep chart at the end of spring practice. 
Granger and another redshirt freshman, Steve Emerson, will battle 
Kent Petty during two-a-days for the backup job to Bucky 
Richardson. 


Several players who suffered injuries last fall participated in only 
non-contact work in the spring. Linebacker James Webb (knee), nose 
guard Pat Henry (dislocated elbow), defensive end Kevin Tucker 
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(shoulder/knee), linebacker Louis Rose (wrist) and offensive lineman 
Greg Cook (shoulder) are due back this fall after watching from the 
sidelines during spring drills. However, junior defensive back Eric 
Moore saw his career come to an end because of surgery on both 
shoulders. 


The Aggies are sure to be helped by a trio of transfers who sat out last 
season. Steve Solari, a transfer from Purdue, ended spring drills as 
the starter at outside linebacker. Patrick Bates, who left UCLA, earned 
the top spot at free safety. Although not listed on the two-deep chart, 
Jason Matthews switched from the defensive line to tight end where 
the Brigham Young transfer excelled late in spring practice. 


Cornerback Kevin Smith is tied for the SWC career record with 18 
interceptions. Russell Carter (SMU, 1980-83) and Ronald Fraley 
(TCU, 1951-53) finished with 18 thefts. The NCAA record for career 
interceptions is 29 by Al Brosky (Illinois, 1950-52).

t was a hard and injurious fall from 
the top of the Southwest 
Conference for the Arkansas 

Razorbacks in 1990, so much so that Jack 

Crowe, the surgeon charged with repairing 

the damage, hardly knew where to put the 

first bandage. 

There was bleeding throughout the 
offensive line and massive abrasions within 
the kicking game. And, oh, that defense. In 
no area was the hemorrhaging more severe. 

The damage was every bit as bad as 
the 3-8 record indicated. 

“There are a lot of different areas we 
have to try to affect,” Crowe, the Hogs’ sec- 
ond-year coach, said as spring drills began. 

For that reason, the Razorbacks will 
start a season rated near the bottom of the 
SWC pack for the first time in years. It's 
unfamiliar gound for the Hogs, that's for 
sure. But, Crowe admits, it's not an unrealis- 
tic place for his team to be. 

“| don’t know if we'll be underrated or 
not,” said Crowe, whose club must open 
Aug. 31 against perennial power Miami. “| 
don’t know that anybody's said anything on 
the underrating side that isn’t realistic. What 
we've seen is some realistic statements.” 
Arkansas survived on offense in 1990 be- 
cause of the play of two players: three-year 
starter Quinn Grovey at quarterback and 
four-year starter Derek Russell at split end. 
Grovey passed for 1,886 yards and 18 
touchdowns. Russell caught 43 passes for 
897 yards and eight touchdowns. 

But replacing those departed seniors 
is just the beginning of what figures to be a 
long, hard rebuilding process on offense. 

“We've really got to put the whole 
team together: solidify five people up front, 
pick a quarterback and, as critical as any-

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thing to me, is (finding) a fullback,” Crowe 
said of the offense. “Probably the worst area 
of our football team (in 1991) was short 
yardage and goal line. We would like for our 
fullback to be our primary carrier in those 
situations.” 

Senior Kerwin Price, a converted tail- 
back, and sophomore Chris Kirby battled for 


the job in the spring with no clear winner. 
Incoming freshmen Carlton Calvin (6-2, 220 
pounds) and Oscar Gray (6-3, 240) should 
get every opportunity to win the job this fall. 

It wouldn't be the first time freshmen 
have stepped in and helped Arkansas at full- 
back. JuJu Harshaw and Barry Foster came 
in as true freshmen in 1987 and quickly took 
over at that position. 

But it's been years, if ever, since 
Arkansas has counted on a freshman quarter- 
back, and the Hogs may just do that in 1991. 

Houston Madison's Wilson Scott and 
Doyle Preston of Mount Vernon, Texas will 
get a long look at quarterback when they ar- 
rive in the fall. Junior Gary “Peanut” Adams 
and redshirt freshman Jason Allen will be 
the main competition for the newcomers. 

Adams has spent plenty of time waiting 
for his chance to run the Razorback offense. In 
two years as Grovey's backup, he saw very little 
action. As a freshman, he completed just two

passes for 39 yards and had four carries for 54 
yards and a touchdown. Last year, he completed 
4 of 9 passes for 72 yards while rushing for 26 
yards on 23 carries. 

For a second-team quarterback on a 
team that went 3-8, Adams hardly played at 
all. And when the season ended, the coach- 
es talked with him about moving to defense. 
But he wasn't ready to give up his dream. 

“It's like anything,” said Adams. “You 
have to go out there and show them that you 
can do it. | feel if! go out there and do that, 
then they (the coaches) won't have any sec- 
ond thoughts. 

“I've worked hard. I've stuck it out. | 
want to be a quarterback. That's my dream. 
I'm not going to quit until | get there.” 

Adams, Crowe said, will get every 
chance at winning the job. 

“I'd say it's Peanut's to lose,” Crowe 
said as spring drill began. “I'd rather put it 
another way, because that has a negative 
connotation to it. I'd rather say that we've got 
a pecking order, and he's at the top of it.” 

But Adams suffered a strained foot mid- 
way through spring practice and had to miss the 
final eight workouts. One would figure that injury 
would be Adams’ ticket to the defensive backfield, 
but Crowe wouldn't go that far. 

“I'm really not concerned about it,” 
Crowe said. “We're going to take the best 
guy we've got and put him at quarterback. If 
we don’t feel like Jason (Allen) is the best 
one we've got, we're going to bring Peanut 
back and line him up there. If we feel like 
Jason can handle it, then we may move 
(Adams) before we get back (in the fall).” 

Crowe says it will be fine with him if it 
takes until late in the fall for the Razorbacks to 
settle on a starting quarterback. 

“I'm really not in a hurry to find out 
who the quarterback is,” Crowe said. “| think 
we need to find out the 10 other offensive 
players and then fit the quarterback in there 
based on what the interaction is.”

Crowe, in his years as an assistant 
coach on offense at Auburn, Clemson and 
Arkansas, has always relied on the tailback as 
the center of that interaction. And the Hogs 
should have some talent at tailback in 1991. 

E.D. Jackson returns for his junior 
season, and the Razorbacks appear to have 
solid additions in Tony Jeffrey and Freddie 
Bradley, two of the top junior college run- 
ning backs last year. Jackson led the Hogs 
in rushing last year, but with just 596 yards. 
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Jeffrey rushed for 1,418 yards to lead 
Coffeyville (Kansas) Community College to 
a national title. Bradley, a prototype tailback 
from Moorpark (Calif.) Junior College, 
broke 0.J. Simpson’s junior college records 
for career touchdowns with 55, career points 
with 342 and career all-purpose yardage 
with 4,317. He also set JC records with 48 
career rushing touchdowns, 27 rushing 
touchdowns in one season and 29 total 
touchdowns in one season. 


“Freddie is as good as there is,” said 
Moorpark Coach Jim Bittner. “I've coached 
30 years, and I've seen some good ones. 
He's as good as any I've seen; in fact, he's a 
notch above.” 

Bradley runs a 4.3-40, benches 385 
pounds, squats 500 pounds and deadlifts 
600 pounds. 

“Everybody talks about his 4.3 
speed,” said George Machado, Bradley's 
high school coach and guardian. “But the

Spring practice produced two major rays of hope in the trenches for 
the Razorbacks with the return of Cody Mosier on offense and 
MacKenzie Phillips on defense. Mosier was all set to move into a 
starting position at guard in 1989, but he was involved in an automobile 
accident that summer that caused major damage to his knee and hip. 
He tried to make a comeback last season, but his knee was not up to 
the task. Mosier came back in the spring, now as a tackle, and 
scrimmaged for the first time in two years with surprisingly successful 
results. Phillips quit football last year on the advise of his doctor. He 
has an asthma condition that caused a near-fatal heart attack when he 
was in high school.

out last season after transferring in also showed promise. Those 
players include outside linebacker Jeff Davis (Phoenix Junior 
College), splitend Lee Keith (Oklahoma State) and safety Ivan Pickett 
(Air Force). 


The Arkansas coaching staff saw some changes. Joe Pate was named 
assistant head coach, but was relieved of his defensive coordinator 
title. Joe Kines, who formerly coached at Tampa Bay in the NFL and 
at Alabama in the SEC, is the new coordinator, Arkansas’ fourth in the 
last four years. 


Arkansas had no spring game to end drills. Coach Jack Crowe said the 
Razorbacks needed all 15 days just to practice. 


The Hogs tried to find a quarterback in spring drills, having lost 
three-year starter Quinn Grovey. Arkansas, however, had only two 
scholarship QBs to work with, Gary Adams and Jason Allen. 


Arkansas moved defensive linemen Isaac Davis, Stephan Walls, 
Chris Williams and Ronnie Marlow to offense. The Hogs also moved 
RB Ron Dickerson (362 yards rushing) to free safety, but then moved 
him back to flanker. 
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good thing about Freddie is he's a tough, 
physical kid running inside.” 

That will come in handy if Arkansas’ 
offensive line doesn't improve. Senior center 
Mark Henry missed spring drills with a knee 
injury but figures to be the Hogs’ top line- 
man in the fall. They also could get a lift if 
senior Cody Mosier is able to return from a 
knee injury that has kept him on the side- 
lines for two years. Mosier, a tackle, prac- 
ticed in the spring without incident. 

The Hogs are excited about the talent 
of 6-4, 290-pound Ray Straschinske at 
guard, 6-5, 270-pound Chris Oliver at tack- 
le; and 6-4, 270-pound Tommy Jones at 
guard. And they also liked what they saw 
when they moved 6-3, 320-pound Isaac 
Davis and 6-3, 280-pound Stephen Walls 
from defense to offense. By the first week in 
the spring, Davis was working at first-team 
right guard and Walls at first-team left tack- 
le. But Straschinske, Oliver, Jones, Davis 
and Walls are all sophomores. 

“We are really, really young, and we are 
very rough around the edges,” said Arkansas 
line coach J.B. Grimes. “But this group has a 
chance, if some things fall into place, to be a 
good offensive line. The physical talent is there. 
The depth is not. We're going to have to be real 
lucky and stay healthy.” 

The one place the Hogs have depth 
on offense is at the receiver positions. Tracy 
Caldwell, who caught 25 passes for 429 
yards as a true freshman, returns along with 
sure-handed tight ends Lindy Lindsey and 
Kirk Botkin. Lindsey played much of the 90 
season with a hand injury and still managed 
to catch 14 passes for 138 yards. Botkin fin- 
ished with 12 catches, including three for 
touchdowns. 

Ron Dickerson, who caught 11 pass- 
es last year as a tailback, moved to flanker in 
the spring. Junior Sedric Fillmore, who is 
returning from academic problems; junior 
Lee Keith, a transfer from Oklahoma State; 
and sophomore Orlando Watters, a Prop-48 
casualty, should all figure into the Hogs’ 
plans as well. 

“You could take any position group 
on our football team, and receivers stand a 
little bit above the others,” said Crowe. 

On defense, where Joe Kines has be- 
come the Hogs’ fourth coordinator in the last 
four seasons, the rebuilding task seems 
equally large. Arkansas gave up 32.7 points 
and 402.4 yards per game in 1990 and held 
just one opponent to fewer than 20 points. 
The Razorbacks will continue to run a multi- 
ple 50 defense, but Crowe is hoping, and in- 
sisting, that they run it better. 

“We have to adjust the plan we had 
last year so that we're more effective,” Crowe 
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said. “One-back sets were our downfall. 
We've got to get better. That means being 
sound against the deep passes, and it 
means generating a pass rush.” 

The closest thing the Hogs have to 
depth on defense is at linebacker. Seniors Mick 
Thomas and Ty Mason, Arkansas’ top two tack- 
lers last year, return to man the two inside 
spots. Sophomore Tyrone Chatman and junior 
college transfer Gerry Freese should compete 
for playing time there as well. 

The outside linebackers figure to be 
junior Ray Lee Johnson and returning starter 
Darwin Ireland. Both should be vastly im- 
proved over last year, the first at the college 
level for both of them. 

Johnson missed his freshman year 
because of Prop-48, but he showed in that 
spring that he can be the quick, yet physical, 
end the Hogs are looking for. 

Ireland played last year as a true 
freshman and finished third on the team in 
tackles even though he didn’t move to de- 
fense until late in fall drills. 

The Hogs also moved transfer Jeff 
Davis from safety and sophomore Demetrius 
Smith from receiver to add more speed and 
depth to the outside spots. 

Arkansas doesn't have that type of 
depth on the line. Junior Owen Kelly (6-0, 
250) returns at nose guard, but he should be 
pushed by Darren Coley (6-3, 260), a trans- 
fer from Coffeyville Community College. 
Junior Scott Long and sophomore Henry 
Ford both have experience at the tackle 
spots, but the Hogs are thin beyond that. 

Arkansas would get a big lift there if 
MacKenzie Phillips makes a successful return. 
Phillips, a 6-5, 270-pound senior, has had an 
on-again, off-again career because of a chronic 
asthma condition. He was dominant at times in 


the spring and would be a big help to the Hogs, 
even if he only gets on the field for 30 plays a 
game. The coaches also feel there's a good 
chance that incoming freshman Vernon Wade 
can make an impact. 

The Razorbacks aren't deep in the 
secondary, either. But they do have some ex- 
perience, with three of the team’s 10 seniors 
holding starting jobs. Senior Curtis Banks 
moved from cornerback to safety at the end 
of last season and seems to have found a 
home. Senior Michael James returns at one 
cornerback, and redshirt freshman Carl 
Scott looked in the spring to be the favorite 
to take the other corner position. Senior Kirk 
Collins returns at the other safety spot. 

Junior Rick David, transfer Ivan 
Pickett and junior Shedrick Howard provid- 
ed the depth in the spring. Redshirt fresh- 
man Derrick Dodson, sophomore Del Chunn 
and Prop-48 casualty Alfred Jackson all 
should help in the fall if they can return from 
academic problems. But the Hogs’ search 
for speed in the secondary could also take 
them into their talented pool of true fresh- 
men. Brian Brown, a blue-chipper from 
Grand Prairie, Texas, appears to have the 
best shot at immediate playing time. 

The Razorbacks return the ever- 
steady Todd Wright to handle the place-kick- 
ing chores. As a sophomore, Wright hit all 
24 of his extra-point attempts and was 11 of 
14 on field goal tries. Pete Raether came on 
last season as the punter, averaging 40.4 
yards per kick. But the Hogs’ problems in 
the kicking game went way beyond the kick- 
ers last year, So improved coverage and re- 
turns become priorities this fall. 

So, there you have it, everything the 
Hogs need to recover from the disaster that 
was 1990. To recap, they must improve their 
kick coverage, their kick returns, their pass 
rush, their pass coverage and their short- 
yardage offense. They also must find a new 
quarterback and rebuild the offensive line. 

Crowe, as one might expect, is mak- 
ing no predictions other than that the Hogs 
will be better. But the question burning in 
the hearts of Razorback loyalists is just how 
much better these Hogs will be. After 24 
straight years of finishing at .500 at the 
least, must they prepare to endure a second 
straight losing season? 

Crowe is trying to downplay any ex- 
pectations — high or low. 

“I'd like to see us arrive at some point 
and then take that level and build on it,” 
Crowe said. “I'm not looking for there to be 
any expectations on it other than to improve. 

“The answers are the players,” he added. 
“Ultimately, they will make us as good as we 
can be, and that’s all we can ask for."

T: painful experience for Jamie 

Gill is a gross understatement. 

Physically, Texas Tech's two-year 
starter at quarterback took a beating from 
head to toe during his junior season. 

First, there was a severe knee bruise 
against New Mexico that kept Gill on the 
sideline for two weeks. Two weeks later, 
against Rice, he suffered a dislocated jaw 
early in the first quarter and didn’t play the 
rest of the game. Finally, in the ninth game 
of the season, Gill went down for good when 
he sustained a fractured finger on his throw- 
ing hand against Texas. 

But the Red Raiders’ nose dive from 
nine victories in 1989 to four in 1990 hurt 
worse than any physical injury. 

“Last year was really humiliating,” 
Gill acknowledged. “I've tasted both (win- 
ning and losing), and | can tell you there's 
no comparison. Our objective this year is to 
get back to 9-3 or better. | really believe we 
have a shot at that.” 

Gill’s optimistic forecast isn’t just 
wishful thinking; it's based on numbers, 
names, experience and a defensive change 
that was the talk of the Tech camp during 
spring training. To a man, the Red Raiders 
are looking at the upcoming season with a 
new sense of purpose and a wealth of confi- 
dence. 

“| think we have a chance to be a lot 
of different things, but we're in a strong, 
strong position to control our own destiny,” 
Spike Dykes, Tech's fifth-year head coach, 
said. “I hope I'm right, because that's an en- 
viable position. 

“Ability-wise, we're in the ballpark. 
We can line up and play with almost any 
team on our schedule. The difference is 
chemistry and leadership, and | believe we 
have the proper mix of those ingredients.” 

The difference for the Red Raiders 
could be a healthy Gill, a proven big-play 
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maker who never was around long enough 
to get untracked during his junior season. 
The 6-2, 210-pounder was the Southwest 
Conference's fifth-ranked passer, completing 
63 of 127 for 1,080 yards and seven touch- 
downs with four interceptions. 

“Jamie is such a great leader,” de- 
clared Tracy Saul, Tech's junior free safety 


and a two-time All-SWC selection. “You just 
know he's not going to let anything go 
wrong with this team. It's also exciting to 
know, as a defensive player, the kind of 
points that offense can put up from any 
place at any time in a game.” 

Dykes is just happy to have a healthy 
Gill returning to the lineup. 

“In Jamie Gill we have a veteran per- 
former who is a proven leader and a fierce 
competitor,” Dykes noted. “He has all the 
qualifications to be a great quarterback. He 
went through spring training 15 pounds 
lighter than he was a year ago and with a 
new sense of direction and commitment.” 

Gill's misfortune last fall opened the 
door for redshirt freshman Robert Hall to es- 
tablish himself as Tech’s quarterback of the 
future. The fleet-footed Hall (6-0, 170) re- 
sponded by completing 110 of 217 passes 
for 1,581 yards and seven touchdowns with 
13 interceptions. Thus, Hall and Gill were 


only the third teammates in NCAA Division 
I-A history to each pass for more than 1,000 
yards in the same season. 

A physically fit Gill and a more confi- 
dent, poised Hall give Tech its best one-two 
quarterbacking tandem since the days of 
Rodney Allison and Tommy Duniven. 

“It's a healthy situation, not a contro- 
versial one,” Dick Winder, the team’s offen- 
sive coordinator, said of the Gill-Hall rivalry. 
“Jamie is No.1, but they're both going to 
play.” 

Gill is one of Hall's biggest fans, but 
he's in no mood to share the field general's 
job again. 

“The way | look at it is that it's my job 
to lose,” Gill said. “If the offense isn’t per- 
forming, then something has to be done. But 
until then, it's my job. I'm a senior, and | 
want the chance to do whatever | can to help 
this team end up in Dallas (Cotton Bowl). 

“That's my attitude, and that's the atti- 
tude of all the seniors,” Gill continued. “We 
want to go out like the seniors did two years 
ago. I'll do everything in my power to get 
Texas Tech to the Cotton Bowl.” 

He might want to start with a fiery pep 
talk to the offensive line: a young group of 
unknowns — eight of the top 10 players are 
either sophomores or redshirt freshmen — 
who progressed according to schedule dur- 
ing spring drills but have plenty of room for 
improvement. 

“They've come a million miles since 
the fall,” Gill explained. “They've shown the 
most improvement of any position. Really, 
the line is where it all starts. They know 
they're the key to our success. They know 
there's a lot of weight on their shoulders, but 
they're willing to accept it and do something 
about it.”

SPRING UPDATE 


The Red Raiders’ depth in the offensive backfield and the defensive 
line should be significantly bolstered come August. 


Senior Anthony McDowell, who lettered as a freshman but has been 
academically ineligible for the last two seasons, is expected to return. 
The 6-1, 230-pound McDowell was Tech's preseason starter last 
season before grade problems forced him to the sideline. 


Byron Morris, one of the Red Raiders’ top recruits in 1990, is also 
expected to compete for playing time at fullback. The 6-2, 220-pounder 
was a Proposition 48 casualty last fall. 


The fall arrivals of junior college transfers Harry Dyas (6-5, 280), 
Thomas Cale (6-0, 255) and Steve Hoffman (6-2, 260) will go a long 
way in easing the team’s depth woes at the defensive end and nose 
tackle positions. Other junior college signees who are expected to 
report when preseason practice opens on Aug. 16 are wide receiver 
Derrell Mitchell (6-0, 185) and defensive end Quincy White (6-2, 
230). 


Injuries kept five Raiders out of spring drills: senior linebacker Bryan 
Gerlich, sophomore quarterbacks Chuck Wyatt and Kip McFarlin, 
sophomore defensive end Ronnie Seals and senior nose tackle Fred 
Petty. Petty is a projected starter, while Gerlich and Seals could work 
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their way into the starting lineup. 


Academic casualties in the spring were two-year defensive end starter 
Marcus Washington, 1990 punter Mike deLagerheim and reserve 
defensive end Kenneth Banks. Washington could return to the team 
in the fall. Banks transferred to Texas A&l; deLagerheim’s status is 
unknown. 


Tech's captains this season elected by their teammates during spring 
training are senior split end Rodney Blackshear, senior |-back 
Anthony Lynn, senior inside linebacker Matt Wingo and junior free 
safety Tracy Saul. Lynn was a captain last year. 


There's no missing punter Mark Bounds when he takes the field. The 
senior transfer from West Texas State wears a lime-green shoestring 
in his kicking cleat and green armbands. “There’s power in that 
shoestring,” Bounds said. After charting Bounds during spring training 
- 40 punts for a 44.6-yard average with average hang time of 4.09 
seconds - Tech head coach Spike Dykes didn’t seem to mind what his 
new punter wore. 


“As long as he can kick it a long ways - and he’s done a good job of 
that so far - then he can wear those colored shoestrings or whatever,” 
Dykes said. Tech averaged 37 yards per punt in 1990.

they improved every week. | think they're 
going to be just fine.” 

Fine is too mild a word to describe 
Tech's stable of wide receivers, paced by 
record-setting Rodney Blackshear, a con- 
sensus All-SWC selection who should con- 
tend for All-American honors this season. 

Blackshear, a 6-1, 180-pound senior 
split end, was virtually unstoppable in 1990, 
catching 44 passes for an SWC-best 973 
yards and nine touchdowns. His 22.1 yards- 
per-catch average was the best among the 
nation’s top 20 receivers. 

“Rodney continues to amaze me,” 
Gill said. “He’s the most complete receiver 
I've ever been around. He runs great routes, 
has outstanding athletic ability and sure 
hands, and has great knowledge of defens- 
es. He thinks like a quarterback. 

“His attitude is that he and the ball 
are the only things on the field, and it’s his 
ball. He has the courage to go get it no mat- 
ter where it's thrown.” 

Blackshear also led the conference in 
kickoff returns, running back 25 for a 24.8- 
yard average, including a 98-yard touch- 
down return against Texas A&M. 

By no means is the split end position 
a one-man show, though. Lloyd Hill (6-1, 
180) caught 23 passes for 393 yards as a 
true freshman before a severe ankle injury 


ended his season with five games remain- 
ing. 


At the flanker position, seniors 
Anthony Stinnett (5-11, 175) and Byron 
Hooper (5-8, 170) combined for 31 catches 
and 514 yards. 

“| can’t imagine a group of wide re- 
ceivers any better than ours,” Dykes said 
proudly. “That's a special group.” 

The Raiders are ably set in the back- 
field as well. 

Senior |-back Anthony Lynn missed 
spring training after undergoing arthroscop- 
ic knee surgery but is expected to return 100 
percent. The 6-3, 220-pound Lynn bulled 
for 884 yards and eight touchdowns as a ju- 
nior. 

Sophomore burner Donald Marshall 
(6-1, 190) flashed signs of greatness as a 
true freshman (230 yards on 45 carries) and 
is ready to step in should Lynn falter. 

Senior Louis Sheffield (6-1, 230) and 
junior college transfer Larry Starr (5-9, 213) 
occupy the fullback position. 

Defense was often a disaster for the 
Red Raiders in 1990: Tech allowed 420 
yards and 32.4 points per game and surren- 
dered 40 or more points on five occasions. 

Attempting to offset the onslaught of 
pass-happy SWC teams, such as Houston 
and Texas Christian, with more pressure on 
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enemy quarterbacks, the Red Raiders put 
their traditional 4-3 defense in mothballs 
and broke out their version of the 3-4 align- 
ment. 

As Dykes is fond of saying, the vacci- 
nation took. 

“The new defense has really given our 
kids a chance to compete as far as what they 
can do, and that's run,” he said. “We're going 
to be much more aggressive. The players are 
really excited about what we're doing, and it 


showed during spring practice.” 

The defense, which returns six 
Starters, also received praise from its offen- 
sive counterparts. 

“We've got so many great athletes on 
that side of the ball,” Gill said. “This new 
defense allows them to use their individual 
skills. Believe me, they look great. From 
what they did to us, they're going to cause 
fits for offenses.” 

The stalwarts on the Tech defense are 
senior inside linebacker Matt Wingo and 
Saul. 

The 6-1, 225-pound Wingo led the 
team with 135 tackles in 1990 and gained 
All-Conference recognition. Dykes consid- 
ers him to be among the best in the country. 

Joining Wingo inside is 6-2, 240-pound 
Steve Carr, who switched from tight end. 

Saul (6-0, 180) followed up a sensa- 
tional freshman season (eight interceptions) 
with a stellar sophomore campaign, making 
99 tackles and adding four interceptions to 
his ledger. He also led the SWC in punt re- 
turns for a second straight season. 

Saul’s 12 career interceptions are six 
short of the SWC record. 

His steady play and the rapid 
progress of sophomore cornerback Donny 
Brooks (5-11, 185) fortified a secondary that 


lost both of its starting corners. Brooks’ vi- 
cious hitting and man coverage abilities 
made him the surprise star of the spring. 

Senior Tony Brown (6-0, 180) 
stepped into the second corner post without 
ahitch, and returning strong safety Brian 
Dubiski (6-2, 201, senior) held off a chal- 
lenge from senior David McFarland to keep 
his first-team status. 

No one position received more atten- 
tion in the spring than outside linebacker, 
mainly because of the head-knocking play of 
juniors Mike Liscio and Ben Kirkpatrick. 

Liscio (6-1, 225), a starter at defen- 
sive end last year, dropped 15 pounds and 
improved his 40-yard dash time to 4.7. He 
spent much of his time in the offensive 
backfield and has a chance to improve upon 
the 94 tackles and four sacks he recorded as 
a sophomore. 

Kirkpatrick (5-11, 220) avoided the 
injuries that have limited his playing time 
during the last two years and solidly en- 
trenched himself as a starter. 

Projected starting nose tackle Fred 
Petty, a 6-0, 265-pound senior, missed 
spring ball while recovering from a shoulder 
injury but played well when healthy last sea- 
son. He will be flanked by junior ends John 
Pitts (6-2, 235) and Brad Phelps (6-2, 250), 
who was a starting tackle as a sophomore. 

With the SWC’s top kickoff and punt 
return men in Blackshear and Saul, respec- 
tively, and the return of steady senior kicker 
Lin Elliott (32 of 32 PATs; 14 of 17 field 
goals in 1990), Tech's special teams shape 
up as a true asset. And the addition of 
punter Mark Bounds will only make them 
stronger. 

Bounds, a senior transfer from the 
disbanded West Texas State program, aver- 
aged 47 yards per punt, the top college av- 
erage in the nation in 1990, and earned 
Little All-America honors. 

Undoubtedly, the Red Raiders are 
stronger, deeper and more experienced than 
they were a year ago. And the hunger that 
drove the team to its Cinderella season of 
1989 is back. 

“| lie awake at night thinking about that 
season: the victories, the upsets, beating Texas 
in Austin for the first time in 22 years, the bowl 
victory (49-21 over Duke in the All American 
Bowl) and being ranked nationally,” Gill said. 
“That's what motivates me. 

“Most of the guys on this team were 
around two years ago. They know that when 
you really set your mind on something and 
make the commitment, you can do anything 
you want to.” 

In other words, Gill and the Red Raiders 
haven't got time for the pain in 1991.)

T Ramp, The Fair and The Street make The Game between 


Oklahoma and Texas a unique experience in college football. 


The Ramp is the ramp leading to the Cotton Bow! field. The 
Fair is the State Fair of Texas. The Street is Commerce Street in down- 
town Dallas. 

The players and coaches remember The Ramp. The fans remem- 
ber The Fair. Some of the fans remember The Street. Everyone remem- 
bers The Game. 

Darrell Royal, who participated in four Oklahoma-Texas games as 
an Oklahoma player and 20 “Red River Riots” as the Texas head coach, 
said: “You get a dry throat and a nervous cottonmouth. You can't go to 
the bathroom enough before The Game. You get a little relief before you 
go down The Ramp. But halfway down The Ramp you need to go again. 
You don't calm down until you get out on the field.” 

“| was in awe the first time | came down The Ramp as a player. 
And | was in awe the last time | came down The Ramp as a coach.” 

The Ramp would be just another football stadium ramp except for 
two things: It's the annual Oklahoma-Texas game, and the players walk 
down The Ramp together, side by side, each team roughly in single file, 
each player definitely having an attitude. 

“You walk down onto the field with your opponents, you look at 
‘em, and you bark at ‘em,” said former Oklahoma running back Ear! 
Johnson. 

“That's what we did while they mooed,” said former Oklahoma of- 
fensive tackle Greg Johnson. 

“The barks were always worse than the bite,” said former 
Oklahoma defensive tackle Steve Bryan. “But you holler at your oppo- 
nent. You know who he is. You've seen him on film. And they know you. 
They know your name. Everybody seemed to know each other's name 
down there. Both teams, side by side. Both hollering. A few words ex- 
changed. That starts it off.” 

“They were the cows and we were the dogs,” said Earl Johnson, a 
native Texan. “Every year we were barkin” and they were moo-in”. The 
Ramp was great. It gives you a great feeling. 

“You get to walk right beside the people you're getting ready to 
play. It's the only game that you get to do that. | saw a lot of my home 
boys there on the other side. You just can't describe it.”

going off and all the orange and the red. 
There's nothing like it. | wish | could have 
done it another 10 or 15 times,” said former 
Texas quarterback Robert Brewer, whose fa- 
ther also played for UT, but whose uncle 
played for Oklahoma. 

“It's just a great event because you 
walk down there and into that stadium and it 
just jumps down on you, with all the people 
in there and everything,” said former 
Oklahoma fullback Lydell Carr. 

“You're walking down The Ramp right 
beside the team you're gonna play, and they 
don't have too many good things to say to 
you. But | didn't listen to ‘em. | just ignored 
‘em and walked down The Ramp. It didn't 
get to me, having to walk down beside those 
guys. It just makes you want to jump over 
on ‘em right then.” 

Billy Vessels, a Heisman Trophy winner 
at Oklahoma, put it another way. “When | looked 
at the crowd,” he said, “l wet my pants.” 
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Before one game, Oklahoma 
linebacker Brian “The Boz” Bosworth slowly 


reached boiling while discussing The Ramp: 


“It's the electricity you feel. It's the 
tension. It's the hatred for each school. It's 
something that for myself, personally, when 
| go down the ramp, it’s such a gut feeling 
that my stomach ties up in a knot and | just 
get all upset. It's just one of those things 
where it's a total transformation inside 
somebody's personality when you go down 
that ramp.” 

Got that? 

“Walking down that ramp is some- 
thing that not too many people get a chance 
to do,” said former Oklahoma defensive 
tackle Jeff Tupper. “And it just takes your 
breath away when you walk down there. The 
magnitude of it all is just incomprehensible. 

“And the buildup to the game is in- 
credible. The Texas State Fair is going on, 
and just everything together magnifies the 


intensity in the game. It's just that much 
more of a special feeling when you do walk 
down that ramp as opposed to walking down 
other ramps.” 

The Game has been played at the huge 
State Fair of Texas every year since 1929. 

Held on the second Saturday in October, 
it has been played at the Cotton Bowl every year 
since that stadium opened in 1937. It has been 
a sellout for 45 consecutive years. 

The Cotton Bowl is about 200 miles 
from the campuses in Norman, Okla., and 
Austin, Texas. The annual capacity crowd of 
75,587 (actually 73,000 in stadium seats) is 
evenly divided between Oklahoma and Texas. 

“The thing that makes the game 
unique,” said former Oklahoma coach Bud 
Wilkinson, “is you've got the two schools 
equi-distant from the site of the game. Then 
you have half the tickets going to one school 
and the other half going to the other school. 

“So you have a highly partisan 
crowd, and every time the ball is snapped, 
half the stadium is happy. If you contrast 
that with a bowl game, 50 percent of the 
people there really don't care. If it's a normal 
conference game, you've got 90 percent of 
the people for the home team. 

“So you just don't have the game 
electricity in the air. On every single snap in 
Dallas, half the stadium is joyful.” 

The excitement and anticipation 
among players and coaches, coupled with 


s the carnival atmosphere, may be unequalled 
2 among college football rivalries. 


“It was the big one, there wasn't any 


& doubt about it,” said Hub Bechtol, who was 
2 athree-time All-American at Texas. “Bully 


Gilstrap (Texas assistant coach) always 
broke out in hives.” 

“When you go into that stadium for 
pregame warmup and feel the atmosphere,” 
said former Oklahoma halfback Tommy 
McDonald, “it's like getting a dose of 
smelling salts. 

“Getting off the team bus in that state 
fair atmosphere is special with people 
standing there, slapping you on the back 
and saying, ‘Go get ‘em, Sooner.’ 

“Then you get out on the field and 
take your pre-game warmup. There's just 
sort of a smell in the air, like, “Jeez, criminy, 
this has gotta be probably the most impor- 
tant game I've ever played in my life.” 

“For me, it's the most fun, most excit- 
ing weekend of the year,” said Oklahoma 
sports information director Mike Treps. “The 
OU-Texas game is by far the biggest event 
on the sports calendar.” 

Jones Ramsey, the Texas sports in- 
formation director for 23 years, now living in 
retirement in Ponca City, Okla. said, “It's the 
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greatest rivalry by far in college football.” 

Former Dallas Cowboys coach Tom 
Landry, who played for Texas, said, “! don't 
think you'll find a game with more excite- 
ment in it, just because of the rivalry be- 
tween Oklahoma and Texas and all the 
things that are said before the game and all 
the preparation. The weekend is different 
than any other game you play in. 

“It's kind of like a post- 
season game. There's no doubt 
the fans contribute to that feel- 
ing. That's what creates the feel- 
ing: what they're saying and 
what they feel.” 

Sometimes there is more 
numbness than feelir., on The 
Street — Commerce Street — 
the rowdy night before the 
Oklahoma-Texas game. 

Though Friday night on 
Commerce Street remains eventful, 
it used to be much wilder. 

A hospital attendant, while 
treating an injured Commerce 
Street party-goer in 1967, said: 
“It's madness. Sometimes people 
act like cattle. Come to think of it, | 
don't think cattle act like this.” 

There used to be shoulder-to-shoulder 
fans bumping into each other, spilling each 


others’ open beers, tossing firecrackers into the 


night. Traffic jams were common along 
Commerce Street. In its heyday, The Street at- 
tracted some 30,000 merrymakers and up to 
1,000 law enforcement officers. 

“In the ‘60s it was uncon- 
trollable," said Ron Solomon of 
Sol's Turf Bar and Grill on 
Commerce Street. “It's less now, 
but still on Friday night you'll 
see 600 people in here (the 
place seats 150) and they're 
lined up 30 deep outside. The 
business is good, but we've lost 
mirrors and windows over the 
years, and you get tired of it. 

“T'll bet you when it was re- 
ally going that this was the biggest 
party you ever saw. I've been to al- 
most every country in the world, 
and I've been in three or four beer 
joints in most of them, and there's 
nothing like this.” 

Traffic is no longer allowed 
on The Street the night before The Game. Since 
1968, when Dallas police arrested 653 fans in 
the Commerce Street area, The Street has been 
turned into a one-way walk on each side. Fans 
move east on Commerce, north on Harwood, 
west on Main or Elm, south on Houston, and 
then back east on Commerce. 
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Fans still walk the street and holler, 
but they're no longer on the same side of the 
street walking into each other. Arrests imme- 
diately dropped to 450 in 1969. There were 
248 arrests in 1979, and the total has been 
below 200 in more recent Octobers. The 
block party that used to last into the wee 
hours now usually ends around midnight, 
when city street cleaners begin arriving with

their chilling sprays. 

“It's still something we have to contend 
with,” said Jim Ewell, public information officer 
for the Dallas County Sheriff's Department. 
“Using the tactic of having the sidewalks and 
streets one way has reduced the problems. 
Cars can't stop and kids can't congregate any- 
more. They have to keep moving.

“It used to be that we'd prepare for it 
all year, but after going through the 
Republican Convention (in 1984) we look at 
that Friday night like it's just an oversized 
high school pep rally.” 

Former Oklahoma star McDonald 
said that in the ‘50s, “I couldn't believe the 
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wildness of it. | couldn't believe that people 
went bananas that way. 

“| don't know if it was like a pressure 
cooker and people were releasing pressure 
or what. But they'd carry a Volkswagen into 
the lobby of the hotel and fill balloons with 
water and throw ‘em out hotel windows onto 
people in the streets.” 

“Once people start rolling into Dallas 

= and start getting a few beers 

">| down them, it's back to the same 

¥ | old thing,” Bosworth said. 

“Fights, screaming and yelling.” 
“No game carries with it 
“| the atmosphere, the excitement, 
the energy levei that the 
Oklahoma-Texas game does,” 
said former Oklahoma coach 
Barry Switzer. 
“| really enjoyed the fes- 
| tivities that go with it,” Switzer 
)| said. “Really, if it wouldn't have

“| just think all the color and excite- 
ment — the bus ride, the motorcycle cops 
escorting us to the game, the crowd, the 
color, the people driving through the fair- 
grounds — are exciting things.” 

And then, finally, there is The Game. 
Its importance is obvious to those living in 
Oklahoma and Texas. The entire nation usu- 

ally gets a taste of the rivalry, 
too, as The Game has been na- 
tionally televised in 21 of the last 
38 seasons. 

“When you beat Texas,” 
Switzer said, “| don't care what 
your won-lost record is, it's the 
biggest day of your life. We 
looked at it as though it were the 
national championship.”

y “As far as the fans, alumni, 

weed SUDDOrters, etc. are concerned, 
Texas is the game that is the most 
important. So you've got to win

Royal said, “It's just an old knucks- 
down gut check.” 

Vessels offered a message for future 
Oklahoma-Texas players: “Just remember 
this moment, because when you get to be 50 
years old, you're gonna look back on it as 


| 
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the happiest moment you ever had playing.” 

Hard hitting has reached legendary pro- 
portions in The Game. Maybe that explains why 
only one kickoff has been returned for a touch- 
down in The Game's 85-year history — and that 
came in 1914. 

“Everyone used to 
tell me how different the 
OU-Texas game was, but 
in the first two games of 
my sophomore season | 
rushed for 100 yards 
each time,” said Steve 
Owens, another Heisman 
Trophy winner from 
Oklahoma. “| was think- 
ing there was nothing to 
this 100-yard stuff. 

“Then, the first 
time | carried the ball 
against Texas, someone 
knocked the helmet com- 
pletely off my head. 
That's when | knew how 
different this game was.” 

Some Oklahomans 
aren't Sooner fans and 
some Texans aren't 
Longhorn fans. But al- 
most all of those resi- 
dents care about the 
Oklahoma-Texas football 
result each October. 

Many Oklahomans 
view Texans as arrogant, 
pompous stuffed shirts, or 
tea-sippers. Many Texans 
view Oklahomans as poor, 
ignorant fools, or Okies. 

To compound that 
situation, many of 
Oklahoma's best players 
have come from Texas. 
Seventeen of the 
Sooners’ consensus All- 
Americans crossed the 
Red River to play for 
Oklahoma, including a 
dream backfield of Billy 
Sims, Joe Washington, 
Greg Pruitt and Jim Grisham. 

“For me, playing Texas is like fighting 
my next-door neighbor in my backyard,” 
said one of those consensus All-Americans 
from Texas, former Oklahoma defensive 
back Rickey Dixon of Dallas. “If I'd lose, I'd 
hurt and I'd wake up in the morning and hurt 
again. I'd hurt every day.” 

Former Texas player Bobby Bryant 
said, “I think it's a very clean, hard-hitting, 
intense football game. You've got boys that 
you kind of view as defectors who decided 
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they'd go to the Big Red (Oklahoma). I've 
grown to be very close friends with a lot of 
Sooners, but that day you're strictly ene- 
mies, and it's war.” 

Steve Bryan, a former Sooner who 
grew up in Oklahoma, said: “You have to be

in the game to know the feeling. The 
adrenalin gets flowing and it's not just a reg- 
ular game. It's a grudge battle. Anything 
goes, it seems, and it's just one of those 
games where you have to be mentally and 
physically prepared. If you're not, you can 
really get messed up.” 

Sonny Brown, a former Sooner who 
was raised in Texas, said: “I'm telling you, 
being from south Texas, everybody | grew 
up with is a University of Texas fan, and no- 
body would talk to me for a couple of weeks 
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after | signed with Oklahoma. But now 
they're getting used to it. A lot of them have 
turned into OU fans.” 

Smash-mouth football is usually pre- 
ceded by trash-talk before The Game. 
Bosworth probably owns the career record 
for most outrageous pre- 
game remarks. He once said, 
“I'd kill to beat Texas.” 
Another time he said he did- 
n't like Texas’ primary school 
color of burnt orange “be- 
cause it looks like puke.” 

Strange plays have 
| also become the norm when 

Oklahoma meets Texas. 
| “It's funny,” Bosworth 
} said, “but when you get 
| down there strange things 
happen all the time. Very un- 
characteristic plays happen. 
Players play above their 
means a lot of times. 

“It's just that the 
adrenalin and emotion cause 
excitement and it's usually in 
a real drastic way, like a 
touchdown run when the guy 
breaks 15 tackles.” 

Oklahoma and Texas 
have long been ranked 
among the elite programs in 
college football. The Sooners 
and Longhorns have com- 
bined to win eight of the 41 
national championships, as 
} decided by The Associated 

Press. Oklahoma and Texas 
players have also combined 
to win four Heisman 
Trophies, 7 Outland 
Trophies, four Lombardi 
Awards, two Maxwell 
Awards, two Butkus Awards 
and a Thorpe Award. 

Texas has a 49-32-4 
lead in the series. The 
Longhorns dominated early, 

~onwemws going 29-11-2 in the first 42 
games. They had won eight 
straight games and had gone 17-3-1 since 
1922 when, in 1948, the Sooners started turn- 
ing the tide. Since 1948, Oklahoma has won 21 
games, Texas has won 20 times, and there have 
been two ties. 

Royal, the former Sooner player and 
Longhorn coach, may have put The Game 
in its most accurate perspective. “Anyone 
who doesn't get excited about playing in 
the Texas-Oklahoma football game,” he 
said, “just doesn't understand the situa- 
tion."Q)

ACC: CONFERENCE OF CHAMPIONS

obby Ross is living proof that the 

true measure of a man is not what he 

achieves, but what he overcomes. 

And Ross, 54-year-old coach at 
Georgia Tech, had overcome a lot by the 
time he took his victory ride at the Citrus 
Bowl, where the Yellow Jackets beat 
Nebraska 45-21 and won the UPI national 
championship. 

That day in Orlando represented the 
end of a four- year journey for Ross, filled 
with personal heartache and professional 
disappointment. And there were times when 
even those close to Ross wondered if he 
would survive. 

Along the way Ross and his wife, 
Alice, dealt with the death of a granddaugh- 
ter; the arrest of three players in a brawl in 
which a female student suffered a broken 
nose; a 16-game losing streak in the ACC; 
and during that streak, two humiliating de- 
feats where his team literally quit on him 
—a dagger in any coach's heart. 

And in 1990, when Tech had turned 
the corner competitively, Ross tried to re- 
main focused when his father, Bus, under- 
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went six-bypass heart surgery. Then in 
December, two days before the Yellow 
Jackets left for the Citrus Bowl, Ross's 
mother, already suffering from Alzheimer's 
disease, nearly died from a stroke. 

Despite the turmoil, Ross never wa- 
vered. He remained focused and was a 
major source of stability in an 11-0-1 sea- 
son which gave Tech its first national cham- 
pionship since 1952. 

Ross said he never took time to ana- 
lyze how he held up under the strain. To his 
way of thinking, he had no choice. 

"You hit such extremes, from the very 
top to the very bottom," he said. “After a 
while you say ‘Hold on here. This is life. If 
you're going to be able to maintain your 
sanity, you've got to deal with these things. 
That's what I've been able to do. None of 
them have been easy, even the good ones 
—a lot of distractions, demands. But I'm 
pretty structured, pretty disciplined. It's 
helped me get though it." 

It is the classic Ross: Tough, disci- 
plined, always focused. A man without 
Bobby Ross's traits never would have been 
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around for the championship season of 
1990. 

Consider that three games into the 
1989 season, Ross's record at Tech was 5- 
20 and he had yet to win an ACC game. 

He had won three ACC champi- 
onships at Maryland, but since coming to 
Georgia Tech in 1987, the headlines had 
been all negative: 

¢ A brawl involving three players in 
a local pizza parlor left a Tech coed with a 
broken nose. Ross later re-instated the play- 
ers amid much criticism and charges that he 
was not in charge of the program. 

¢ Other players balked —some of 
them publicly —at the strict and structured 
approach of Ross, a marked contrast to the 
affable Bill Curry. 

¢ During a game at Duke late in 
1987, when Ross left several key players at 
home for violating team rules, the Tech 
coach was brought to tears after his team 
quit on him during a 48-14 loss. 

e And when Georgia Tech started 0-3 
in 1989, his third year in Atlanta, those who had 
trumpeted his arrival wondered privately if he 
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was overmatched. They wondered if Ross's 
pride wouldn't cause him to walk away. 

But Ross kept his eyes on the prize. 
And three games into the 1989 season, de- 
spite all the negatives around him, Bobby 
Ross thought it was not far from his grasp. 

"| might have gotten fired and been 
too dumb to realize what was going on," 
said Ross. "But | was just seeing too many 
good things when | would watch the film. 
We just needed something to get us going." 

That something happened in Tech's 
next game against Maryland, when the 
Jackets scored 21 points in the fourth quar- 
ter to win 28-24 and break the ACC losing 
streak. The following week the Yellow 
Jackets went into Clemson's vaunted Death 
Valley and destroyed the Tigers 30-14. 

"That," said Ross, "was when our 
kids really started believing in themselves." 

More importantly, those two games 
were when Georgia Tech's players started 
believing in Bobby Ross. The results have 
been spectacular. In the 20 games since that 
0-3 start in 1989, Georgia Tech is 18-1-1. 

And as the 1991 season approaches, 
Ross has accomplished something he val- 
ues even more than his national champi- 
onship. He has built Georgia Tech into a 
perennial contender for the ACC title. 

Having built his program, Ross is 
now determined not to let it slip away. In the 
months following Georgia Tech's Citrus 
Bowl victory, Ross took exactly two days off 
to visit his sick mother in Williamsburg, Va. 

The rest of the time was spent re- 
cruiting, monitoring the off-season work of 
his players, and plotting strategy for Georgia 
Tech's meeting with Penn State in the 
Kickoff Classic on August 28. 

A caller to his office in mid-February, 
when many coaches were taking time out to 
recover from recruiting, found Ross watch- 
ing films of NFL games. 

"There might be something there we 
can use," said Ross. 

The caller suggested that Ross was a bit 
obsessive. Ross says he is just enjoying himself. 

"| like football and it's the thing that 
energizes me," said Ross. "I like hanging 
around and talking to the players and seeing 
how they are doing.” 

Physically, it appears the Yellow 
Jackets are doing very well. Fourteen of the 
starting 22 and 31 of the top 44 players from 
the Citrus Bowl game return, including All- 
America safety Ken Swilling, who decided 
not to turn pro. Ross has been able to red- 
shirt most of his last two recruiting classes, 
so depth will not be a problem. 

This season, however, Georgia Tech's 
problems will not be physical. Getting on top is 
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tough, says Ross, but staying there is tougher. 

Ross's approach is simple. Concentrate 
on the positive aspects of the season before and 
don't think about the negatives. In fact, the less 
said about last season the better. There should 
be no pressure on Georgia Tech to repeat as 
ACC champions. 

"It's not that we gotta do it. It should be 
that we want to do it,” said Ross. "We have to 
realize that it is very difficult in college football 
to go undefeated. We have to realize that we 
might not be as lucky as we were last year." 

A year ago Georgia Tech's season 
hinged on four close games 
which ended in three wins and 
atie. A goal-line stand at the 
one-yard line beat Clemson 
21-19. Scott Sisson field goals 
in the closing seconds beat 
Virginia, Virginia Tech and tied 
North Carolina. The memories 
of winning those kind of 
games are the things which 
should carry over into the next 
season. 

“Obviously, our con- 
fidence is soaring,” said 
Ross. "Now what we have to 
do is take that confidence 
and leadership we gained 
from this experience and use 
it in a positive manner and 
not dwell on the other 
things. We can't let it inter- 
fere with our work ethic." 

Invariably, any dis- 
cussion of Bobby Ross 
comes back to Work and its 
cousins, Preparation and 
Persistence. Football games 
are not won with glitz and 
glamour. They are not won 
with speeches or miracle 
strategy. 

“It all boils down to 
the same old thing," said 
Ross. "It's preparation. |'m 
going to immerse myself in 
that. | have to make sure we're prepared and 
then, hopefully, the luck factor will stay with 
us. I'm not coming back talking about na- 
tional championships or ACC champi- 
onships. I'm talking about getting ready to 
beat Penn State." 

In short, for Bobby Ross there is only 
one way to win and that's HIS way. They don't 
call him Boss Ross for nothing. He can be 
stubborn, but only because he knows that his 
way works, if only others will follow and share 
his vision. It took almost three years to get that 
message across to Georgia Tech's players. 

They now understand loud and clear. 
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The emergence of Georgia Tech could 
not come at a better time for the ACC. After 
toiling in obscurity in the ‘70s and fighting 
to establish an identity in the 80s, the ACC 
believes the ‘90s will be the decade when 
the public's perception of the league catches 
up with the reality. 

The reality is that in 1990, the ACC 
sent more teams (5) to bow! games than any 
other conference. A sixth team, North 
Carolina (6-4-1), could have gone to a bow! 
if not for a conflict with final exams. 

Last season, in addition to a 28-8-1 
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Tech "D" vs. Clemson. 


record against non-conference competition 
and a 5-3 record against nationally-ranked 

teams outside the conference, the ACC had 
two of its teams (Virginia and Georgia Tech) 
ranked No. 1. 

A third team. Clemson finished the 
season ranked No. 9 with the nation's best 
defense. The Tigers waxed Big Ten power 
Illinois 30-0 in the Hall of Fame Bowl. 

The reality is that in the 1980s, the 
ACC had the second best bowl record (14-10) 
of any major conference. The league began 
the ‘90s with three wins, a loss and a tie. 

"There can't be any doubt that the 


league is better than it has ever been and I've 
been ina long time,” said Ross. "Not only are 
there more good teams, but after what we've 
done, there can't be any question that we're 
playing at a higher level nationally.” 

And it will soon get even better. After 
some intense schedule juggling, Florida 
State will be eligible for the ACC champi- 
onship in 1992. 

“lam really excited about Florida State 
coming into the league,” said Ross. "It's only 
going to make the conference stronger and, as a 
result, make the rest of us better." 

There are other factors 
which could make the '90s 
most enjoyable for ACC foot- 
ball. The contract which sends 
the ACC champion to the Citrus 
Bowl ends after the 1991 sea- 

1 son. The ACC has had prelimi- 
nary discussions with both the 
Fiesta and Blockbuster Bowls, 

A) looking for the deal that will 
give the league the maximum 
national exposure and financial 
security. 

While 1992 will be a 
watershed year for the ACC, 
1991 will still provide some of 
its best football ever. 

With quarterback Shawn 
Jones returning, Georgia Tech will 

} get the early nod to repeat as ACC 
champion. Virginia will lose 11 
starters, including a large portion 
of its offense in quarterback 
Shawn Moore and wide receiver 
Herman Moore. But Terry Kirby, 
the ACC's leading rusher with 
1,020 yards, returns. 

Clemson will also be a 
strong contender because the 
bulk of its defense returns. 

If you're looking for a 
dark horse, pick North 
Carolina. The Tar Heels were 
6-4-1, including a 13-13 tie 
with Georgia Tech, last season 

after going 2-20 the previous two years. 

Mack Brown suffered for two years with 

young talented players, who have now 
grown up. 

At Maryland, the Terps turned the 
corner last season under Coach Joe Krivak, 
who now has a new contract and its best re- 
cruiting class since Bobby Ross left. If 
Maryland can find a quarterback to replace 
Scott Zolak, it could pull off a few surprises. 

N.C. State was second only to Clemson 
in total defense, but next to last in total offense 
last season. That must change for the Wolfpack 
to get back into the hunt.Q

$ you drive along the highway, 
after having passed mile after 
mile of fields of grain, the huge 
red capital “N” emerges out of the horizon 
like a lighthouse. 
It is bold and imposing. It is a sym- 
bol of power and pride. 
It rises above Memorial Stadium, 
which is probably the one structure that ev- 
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eryone in the state knows how to get to. The 
only colors you will see the fans wearing in 
that stadium is red and white. 

The “N,” of course, stands for NE- 
BRASKA. Or more precisely — Nebraska 
football. 

There is nothing fancy about 
Nebraska football. The Cornhuskers line up 
with offensive linemen the size of mini-vans 


and steamroll their opponents. 

Just as a tractor plows through the 
cornfields, Nebraska marches up and down 
the field. In the 1980s, the Cornhuskers’ 
ground game averaged more than 300 yards 
per game in seven of 10 seasons. During 
that time, Nebraska compiled an awesome 
record of 103-20, which set an NCAA record 
for wins in a decade. 


1991 


But there is a growing sense in the 
college football community that Nebraska 
may be in for a drought. In the last seven 
years, the Cornhuskers have won the Big 
Eight Conference just once. It has been four 
years since they've won a bowl game. 

Nebraska seems to have fallen into a 
pattern of racking up overwhelming early 
season victories against subpar competition 
and then falling apart at the end of the sea- 
son. In the last five years, the Cornhuskers 
are 38-2 in the first two-thirds of the season 
and 11-9 in the final third. Last season was 
no exception. 

Nebraska got off to an 8-0 start and 
outscored the opposition 350-53. The 
Cornhuskers were ranked as high as second 
in one national poll after beating up the 
Kansas States and lowa States of the Big 
Eight. But they were outscored 126-74 in 
their last four games and lost three of those. 

“Their early season success might 
have clouded their weaknesses,” said a rival 
Big Eight coach. 

The Cornhuskers were exposed in 
game No. 9. They led Colorado 12-0 at 
home going into the fourth quarter. The 
Buffaloes, with a stiff wind at their back, ral- 
lied for 27 unanswered points, and the 
Cornhuskers were never the same. 

They were walloped by Oklahoma, 


45-10, in the season finale. Not even a four- 
week break before a bow! game could set the 
Huskers straight. They lost 45-21 to co-na- 
tional champion Georgia Tech in the Citrus 
Bowl. 

Even Nebraska coach Tom Osborne is 
hard-pressed to explain last year’s collapse. 

“For eight games we were an awfully 
good football team,” said Osborne. “For 
three weeks we weren't. It was a puzzle to me 
and continues to be. | don’t know why we 


“Bushnell Binoculars. 
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had the fall off.” 

The first and most obvious explana- 
tion for the Cornhuskers’ late-season woes 
is its soft schedule. Nebraska's non-confer- 
ence schedule last season included a decent 
Baylor team and marginal opponents 
Minnesota, Oregon State and Northern 
Illinois. 

In comparison, Colorado took on 
Tennessee, Illinois, Texas, and Washington. 
Oklahoma played UCLA and Pittsburgh on 
back-to-back weekends early in the season. 

“Part of the problem is that they 
would probably be a better football team if 
they had a stronger schedule,” said an NFL 
scout for one NFL team. “Those guys aren't 
forced to improve to their maximum so they 
only improve so much each week. | think 
they'd be better off at the end if they pushed 
themselves. The guys who are backups 
aren't developing as fast as the backups at a 
place like Penn State or Southern Cal where 
every game is a test. 

“Remember, they play in a three-team 
conference. You've got Nebraska, Oklahoma 
and now Colorado so you've got to go out- 
side for better competition. There aren't any 
weak sisters in the Big Ten or Pac-10.” 

Osborne isn't as convinced that play- 
ing a more difficult non-conference sched- 
ule would make his team stronger in the 
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long run. But he is open to discussing the 
possibilities. 

Bob Devaney, the athletic director at 
Nebraska and the man who coached the 
Cornhuskers to back-to-back national 
championships in 1970 and 1971, doesn't 
see the need to bring in tougher foes. 
Nebraska has sold out 175 consecutive 
home games in 73,650-seat Memorial 
Stadium. It is the 
longest such streak 
in major college 
football. 

“The idea of 
our non-conference 
schedule is not to 
see how many 
tough games we 
can schedule,” said 
Devaney. “We fill 
our stadium either 
way.” 

In recent 
years, Devaney has 
handed over the 
bulk of the football 
scheduling to 
Osborne. Osborne 
picks the teams, 
Devaney makes the 
deals. Nebraska will 
play back-to-back 
early season games 
this year against 
Washington and 
Arizona State. 

There are, 
however, some 
problems that need 
to be addressed 
right now. What's 
happened to those 
big Nebraska line- 
men? 

Remember 
Dave Rimington? 
Dean Steinkuhler? 
Where's the beef? 

“| had never 
faced a Nebraska 
team before, but | 
remember when we 
were out on the field 
before the [Citrus Bowl] game, | remember 
thinking they weren't as big at offensive 
guard as | expected,” said Georgia Tech 
coach Bobby Ross. “But, they were more 
athletic at tight end. They had five tight ends 
that were about 6-5, 230. But, | didn't see 
the overpowering linemen.” 

Nebraska's starting offensive line last 
season averaged 269 pounds. That's big by 
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Even Nebraska coach Tom Osborne is hard-pressed to explain last year’s collapse. 


most standards, but not for a school that is 
accustomed to producing 6-3, 280- 
pounders, such as Steinkuhler, who is 6-3, 
287 and plays for the Houston Oilers. 

“We were not as strong up front on 
either side of the ball as we have been in the 
past,” said Osborne. “I think some of it was 
recruiting. We didn't get some of the players 
we would have liked. Sometimes, that's how 
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things fall. We were not as big and strong 
and it wasn't because of a change in philos- 
ophy.” 

There is a less flattering explanation 
for Nebraska's lack of size lately. Some be- 
lieve it's not the players that Nebraska has 
gotten, but what those players have gotten 
that accounts for the size fluctuation. 

Nebraska instituted a drug testing 


policy in 1984. If the Cornhuskers come up 

with a few more monster offensive linemen 

in the next few years, then it would be more 
logical to concur with Osborne's explanation 
that the Huskers merely had a few poor re- 
cruiting classes. 

But if Nebraska ceases to be a farm- 
ing ground for overpowering offensive line- 
men ... well, officials at the Drug 

Enforcement Agency 
say illegal steroid use 
is the nation’s second 
biggest drug problem 
after recreational 
drugs. 

“We all under- 
stand the problem of 
steroids,” said 
Devaney. “We institut- 
ed our policy because 
it's something we 
didn't want to have 
happen here.” 

That Nebraska 
is even in the position 
of having its football 

4 excellence questioned 
is a back-handed com- 
pliment. It took years 
of driven dedication to 
establish a football 
power in the middle of 
the nation’s farmland. 

It's easy to un- 
derstand why Southern 
Cal or Miami have be- 
come football! power- 
houses. What recruit 

| wouldn't be intrigued 
by splendid weather 
and beautiful beaches? 

Nebraska 
doesn't have that kind 
of appeal. Like the 
corn and wheat that is 
grown in the acres of 
farmland in the heart- 
land, Nebraska football 
has been built from the 
ground up. 

No college team 
in America has a better 
walk-on program than 

Nebraska. There isn’t a teenage boy in the 

state who doesn't dream of growing up to be 

a Cornhusker. Each season, as many as 120 

walk-ons will try to earn a roster spot. 

If there is one college program that 
epitomizes the cliche that football is a reli- 
gion — it's Nebraska. On Saturdays, stores 
close, the streets are empty, and everyone is 
watching Nebraska football.

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“Every year, when the so-called re- 
cruiting experts rate the nation’s classes, 
we're not normally real high,” said Osborne. 
“But we have a pretty good walk-on program 
going. We have tradition. We have the facili- 
ties. And we have tremendous support in 
state.” 

Sure, Nebraska has had some success 
recruiting in California. But it can’t challenge 
the Pac-10 schools for the elite players on the 
coast. The Chicago area has supplied Nebraska 
with some players but Notre Dame and the Big 
Ten schools have first dibs on the talent around 
the Windy City. 

“| don't think they get the top players 
out of high school that some other teams 
get,” said Tom Boisture, director of player 
personnel for the Giants. “What they get is 
good players and they do a helluva job of 
coaching them. As far as plain talent goes, 
no, they're probably not in the same class as 
a Notre Dame.” 

That's not to say Nebraska hasn't had 
its share of talent. Many believe Heisman 
Trophy winner Johnny Rodgers was the 
most exciting college player of all time. 

The starting backfield in the '80s for 
the Super Bowl champion San Francisco 
49ers — Roger Craig and Tom Rathman — 
are both Nebraska products. One of the most 
explosive college teams of all-time was the 
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1983 squad that featured running back Mike 
Rozier and wide receiver Irving Fryar. 

That team has become the standard 
for which recent Nebraska teams — at least 
on the offensive side of the ball — have 
since been measured. Even the 
Cornhuskers’ most bitter rivals will admit 
that the '83 Nebraska team is a tough act to 
follow. 

“It's hard to recruit the Mike Roziers 
and Roger Craigs year in and year out,” said 
Oklahoma coach Gary Gibbs. “I don’t think 
there's been a drastic drop in their skill peo- 
ple. If there has been a drop-off, it’s in the 
offensive line, but it’s not a noticeable differ- 
ence.” 

Last year’s Nebraska's defense may 
be the one by which future defenses are 
compared. Mike Croel graded out as the 
best outside linebacker in the NFL scouting 
combine in Indianapolis. Lineman Kenny 
Walker and defensive backs Reggie Cooper 
and Bruce Pickens were high choices. 

For those who believe that such talent 
pools are cyclical, this season's team, with 
eight returning starters on offense, has the 
potential to provide fireworks. Tight end 
William Washington and running back Derek 
Brown may be as good as Nebraska has ever 
had. : 

“| don’t think they've been as strong 
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offensively as they've been in the past,” said 
Boisture. “But year in and year out, they 
have a good enough football team to be ca- 
pable of being in the Top 10.” 

The problem is, being in the Top 10 
is agiven at Nebraska. The only goal is 
No.1. That hasn’t happened in Osborne's 18- 
year tenure and he will be the first to ac- 
knowledge that new NCAA rules could be 
tougher on Nebraska than some other 
schools. 

Beginning this year, three fewer col- 
lege recruiters will be allowed contacts with 
the high school players. And the period for 
on-campus recruiting visits also has been 
shortened. 

Ever try predicting the weather in 
Lincoln on a given autumn day when the 
star running back from California just so 
happens to have his visit scheduled? (He 
could find himself shivering while remem- 
bering how nice the visit to Arizona State 
was.) 

“We do not have good weather in the 
recruiting season and the fact that we don't 
have a large population base makes it that 
much more difficult,” said Osborne. “The 
new rules aren't going to keep us from work- 
ing at it. We're not going to give up. And | 
feel very confident that we can win a national 
championship here."

The probation cloud that's been hanging over the Southwest 
Conference is gone. The skies are so clear over Texas that some see a na- 
tional championship on the horizon. 

Texas, which last won a national title in 1970, is back in college 
football's spotlight and is the team to beat in the SWC. 

The Longhorns, coming off back-to-back losing seasons, posted a 
10-2 record last year, including an unbeaten league ledger. 

Texas had an outside shot at winning the national championship 
heading into a Cotton Bowl game with Miami. 

The Longhorns, after four strong recruiting classes, will be well 
armed trying to repeat as SWC champs. UT, once the league's marquee 
program, hasn't repeated since 1973. 

UT won the conference title only once last decade as Southern 
Methodist, Houston, Texas A&M and Arkansas took turns as the Cotton 
Bowl hosts. 

However, winning in the league seemed to go hand-in-hand with 
probation. 

SMU, the SWC champ in 1981, '82 and '84, is still recovering 


from the NCAA‘ only so-called “Death Penalty,” which shut down the pro- 


gram for a year. The Mustangs voluntarily kept the program down another 
year, and the Ponies are still years away from being a contender. 

Houston, the 1984 winner, comes off television and bow! proba- 
tion this year and will battle Texas for the league championship. 

The Cougars, behind record-setting quarterback David Klingler, 
went 10-1 last year but saw their quest for a national championship end in 
a loss at Texas. 

Texas A&M, the league winner from 1985-87, missed the bowl 
scene one year because of probation but bounced right back with a Sun 


Bowl appearance in 1989. The Aggies finished a 9-3-1 season last year 
with a 65-14 victory over Brigham Young in the Holiday Bowl. 

A&M, despite returning only two offensive starters, is a title threat 
because of its awesome defense and its stockpile of great talent. 

Arkansas, which will begin play in the Southeastern Conference 
next year, had a frustrating season in 1990. Coming off back-to-back 
championships, they upset the SWC family by bolting for the SEC. 

The Razorbacks, picked by many to win the title last year, finished 
eighth, beating only SMU. Hampered by poor recruiting classes before 
Ken Hatfield left for Clemson, the Hogs will just try to find respectability in 
their final SWC tour. 

At first, SWC followers worried about Arkansas’ departure. There 
was talk of adding Tulsa or Tulane, or merging with the Big Eight. 

Things quieted around the SWC after UT returned to the Top 10 
along with Houston and A&M smashed BYU on national television. 

A prospect of a great race between Houston, Texas, A&M, and 
possibly others overshadows Arkansas’ final march through the SWC.

Several other schools may join in the chase for Dallas. 

Baylor, under SWC Dean of Coaches Grant Teaff, will field its best 
team since winning in 1980. 

TCU, which faded after a 5-1 start last year, and Texas Tech, ex- 
pected to rebound from a 4-7 effort, add spice to the 1991 race along with 
Rice, which is coming off its best season in a decade. 

UT, with its blend of offensive and defensive starters will, however, 
be hard to dethrone. 

Quarterback Peter Gardere (159 of 282 passing for 2,131 yards) is 
back along with UT's top three rushers from a year ago: Butch Hadnot 
(541 yards), Adrian Walker (449) and Phil Brown (508). 

Defensively, UT features a trio of All-American candidates in end 
Shane Dronett, tackle James Patton and safety Lance Gunn. Texas also re- 
turns five other defensive starters from a team that ranked 18th nationally, 
allowing only 301.5 yards per game. 

Houston's offense, led by Heisman Trophy candidate Klingler, gets 
the hype, but the Cougar defense might win it the championship. 

The Cougars have nine returning lettermen in the defensive line and 
return their leading tacklers at linebacker in Eric Blount and Ryan McCoy. UH 
also has five sec- 
ondary starters back 
including standouts 
Jerry Parks and 
Kenny Perry.

The SWC jury is also out on UH's junior college All-American of- 
fensive linemen recruited to protect Klingler. 

Texas A&l's offense will be geared around quarterback Bucky 
Richardson and running backs Greg Hill, a redshirt freshman, and Randy 
Simmons, a fifth-year senior. Hill could make people forget departed 
Darren Lewis, while Simmons may be ready to live up to the expectations 
placed on him out of high school. 

A&M has the best linebackers and defensive backs in the SWC. 
The linebackers are led by Anthony Williams and Quentin Coryatt. In the 
secondary, Kevin Smith (18 interceptions) will set the SWC record with 
his next theft. 

A&M also has the schedule in its favor with Texas, Houston and 
Arkansas at home. 

Baylor would earn plenty of first-place votes if the Bears had an es- 
tablished tailback for the veer. 

J.J. Joe makes things happen at quarterback and fullback Robert

UT made its 34th bow! appearance last year, but the 
Longhorns are only 16-16-2. 

The SWC is 66-77-9 in bow! games with Texas Tech (4-13-1), 


TCU (4-9-1) and Arkansas (9-14-3) tipping the scales the wrong way. 


SUPER RAIDERS 

The SWC is famous for its great runners. Earl Campbell, Doak 
Walker, Eric Dickerson and Roosevelt Leaks quickly come to mind. 
Yet, it's Texas Tech that had two players set coveted rushing records. 
Tech's Timmy Brown (1983-86) holds the single-game rushing 
record in the Super Bow! with 204 yards for the Redskins against the 
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Broncos in 1988. Meanwhile, Tech’s James Gray rushed for 280 
yards against Duke in the 1989 All-American Bowl, setting the rush- 
ing record for a bowl game.

In three previous 
meetings, UH quarterbacks were 61 of 127 for 
761 yards with only two TDs and four intercep- 
tions. A&M also registered 21 sacks for 146 
yards. 


FIGHTING NUMBERS 
Houston has won 19 games in the last 
two years, despite a lack of numbers. Three 
years ago, UH had only 58 players on scholar- 
ship. Last year, the Cougars had approximately 
80 players on scholarship. The NCAA limit is 
95. NCAA sanctions for recruiting violations 
under former UH coach Bill Yeoman forced the Cougars to give 10 
less scholarships for two straight years. 


JUST IN TIME 

When Texas lost its home opener to Colorado last year, it gave 
the Longhorns a 2-7 home record in David McWilliams’ last nine 
games. Those two wins had come against Rice and TCU. Critics 
pointed out that Fred Akers had won 45 home games before he lost 
his seventh game and that UT legend Darrell Royal lost only seven 
home games in his last 11 years. Of course, after the Colorado loss 
UT didn't lose again until the Cotton Bowl. 


BACK TO THE BASICS 

On Sept. 2, 1989, SMU football returned to campus for the 
first time in 41 years when the Mustangs hosted Rice in the season 
opener at Ownby Stadium (23,783). The last time SMU had played at 
Ownby was in 1948 when Doak Walker led the Mustangs over Texas 
Tech, 41-6. SMU moved from Ownby to the Cotton Bowl for 31 years 
and then to Texas Stadium.Q 
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Bears Expect To Eno HIBERNATION

hen Santana Dotson and 
Robin Jones arrived on the 
Baylor campus four years 


ago as blue chip defensive prospects, they 
had visions of championship rings and 
Cotton Bowl trips dancing in their heads. 

After all, Baylor was coming off back- 
to-back 9-3 seasons and had attended three 
bowl games in the previous four years. 
Jones and Dotson expected to keep the train 
rolling on the same track. 

Alas, the best-laid plans of Jones and 
Dotson went awry. What followed was a 
four-year record of 23-20-1 and four holiday 
seasons at home. The closest they've come 
to the Cotton Bowl was watching the televi- 
sion in anguish. 

“Frankly, I'm tired of staying home,” 
said Dotson (6-5, 258), a two-time All- 
Southwest Conference pick and Outland 
Trophy nominee. 

“Coming in here as the class of 
1987, we were supposed to be one of 
Baylor's best ever,” said Jones (6-3, 266), 
who also earned All-SWC honors last year. 
“But we just haven't panned out like we 
should have in producing championships. 
We haven't done what we're capable of 
doing.” 

Frustrated with another disappointing 
season, a 6-4-1 finish that ended with a 23- 
13 loss to Texas, Dotson even talked of for- 
saking his final year and entering the NFL 
draft. But in his final assessment, the Bears 
were worth one more shot. 

“| would never have come back if | 
didn’t think we had a good shot,” he said. 
“Anything short of being in Dallas will be 
short of everybody's goal. Our goal is not 
just to be ina bowl game. Our goal is to be 
in the Cotton Bowl.” 

Like every team in the SWC, Baylor 
has always talked about the Cotton Bowl. It 
is the pot of gold at the end of the rainbow. 
But this year, it has become more of an ob- 
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session for a team that has not gone to 
Dallas since the 1980 season. 

“Now is the time,” Jones said. “This 
is going to be our year.” 

Even the Bears’ off-season program 
was Called the “The 12 Days of New Year.” 
For three weeks — each day represented a 
different opponent — the Bears worked out 


at 6:20 a.m. The 12th day, naturally, repre- 
sented the Cotton Bowl. 

“| have always thought you had to 
achieve certain things before you could le- 
gitimately and realistically put the Cotton 
Bowl as a goal,” said head coach Grant 
Teaff, who begins his 20th season with a 
113-96-6 record. “But we shucked that last 
year and came miraculously close in an ex- 
traordinarily unusual year. 

“So when they started talking about it 
this year, | was totally for that mindset. Like 
everybody else, we've got a lot to do to pre- 
pare for that. But if you're going to get there, 
you've got to start planning early.” 

As they have been the last few years, 
Baylor's hopes rest with a talented defense 
that has led the league the last three sea- 
sons. Despite losing such talented players 
as James Francis, Robert Blackmon, Ray 
Crockett and Mike Welch over the last three 
years, the defense just keeps on clicking. 
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“It just goes to show you that players 
can always be replaced,” said middle 
linebacker Lee Bruderer, who had to fill the 
shoes of Gary Joe Kinne last year. “You al- 
ways have five or six players who can step 
up and play. Our defense didn't just rely on 
one or two players to make all the plays. Our 
defense was good as a whole.” 

Without a doubt, the defense will start 
with its front four. Returning from last year's 
group are Marcus Lowe (6-2, 282), Jones 
and Dotson, who has been moved (again) 
from end to tackle. 

“You've got an awfully good nucleus 
for a front four with Santana and Robin,” 
said Teaff. “I think Robin has a chance to be 
an All-American at end. And Santana has 
been outstanding at defensive tackle. He's a 
dominant interior player.” 

Lowe, who transferred from 
Oklahoma three years ago, still has promis- 
es to fili. 

“Marcus Lowe has as much talent as 
any defensive lineman we've had,” Teaff 
said. “And | think he's beginning to realize 
what his capabilities are. If he comes along 
and plays to his full capabilities, and 
Santana plays the way he's capable, we will 
not have had two any better.” 

The only problem is finding a fourth 
Starter at the other end and some depth in 
case of injuries. Top candidates at end are 
senior Teddy Patton and junior Albert 
Fontenot, a former Prop 48 casualty who 
played last year at Navarro Junior College. 

“We are counting on Albert 
Fontenot,” Teaff said. “He doesn't really 
know what's going on right now, but he's 
going to get better the longer he's out there.” 

Other help in the line should come 
from sophomores Lamone Alexander and 
Scotty Lewis, junior Tracey Miller and senior 
David Mims (5-9, 176), is a dangerous runner with 


690 yards and a 5.1-yard average over the last 
two seasons.

Matthew Pearson. Teaff also is anxious to 
see junior college transfer Earnest 
Crownover and incoming freshmen Steve 
Strahan from Houston Aldine and Charles 
Horton from Dallas Carter. 

“We have the potential to be the best 
line since I've been here,” Dotson said, “and 
| think that’s saying a lot.” 

Backing them up will be a lineback- 
ing corps that returns its top four from last 
year. From a group that was suspect at best 
when the 1990 season started, the Bears 
found a solid foursome in juniors LéShai 
Maston and Bruderer and seniors Curtis 
Hafford and Brian Hand. 

Hafford, who led the team with 83 
tackles last year, has beefed up to 235 
pounds and can play any of the three spots. 

“We're going to be just as intense 
and just as devastating,” Bruderer said. “If 
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anything, we'll pick it up a few notches, if 
that's possible.” 

Like the line, the Bears must find 
some depth at linebacker from a group that 
includes sophomores Tony Tubbs and Gary 
Mabry and junior college transfer Shawn 
Cravens. But if they don't work out, Teaff 
also signed four high school prospects in a 
recruiting class that ranks as his best ever. 

With Francis and Kinne missing, the 
linebacking corps was the main concern a 
year ago. A similar situation is present this 
year in the secondary, which lost Welch and 
starting cornerbacks Malcolm Frank and 
Charles Bell. 

“| think you have to realistically say 
that's a big concern for us as far as the 
starters go,” Teaff said. “All three were All- 
Conference performers who had played 
three years for us. You just don't replace that 


kind of experience.” 

However, there will not be a big drop- 
off in the talent level because the Bears will 
have Keith Caldwell and Michael McFarland 
at the safeties and Clifford Ellison and 
Frankie Smith at the corners. McFarland, the 
only returning starter, had an impressive 
sophomore season with 43 tackles, five in- 
terceptions and nine pass breakups. 

Caldwell, a high school All-American in 
track, is coming off an ankle injury that gave 
McFarland a chance to emerge at strong safety. 
Smith got a shot last fall at fullback, but he is 
back on defense after missing most of the sea- 
son with a hand injury. 

“We've got some good athletes com- 
ing back,” defensive coordinator Pete 
Fredenburg said. “But they just haven't been 
exposed to it that much on Saturdays. That's 
the thing we're concerned about.”

SPRING UPDATE 


Tailback Creig Stephens was the biggest surprise in an otherwise 
quiet spring for the Bears. Stephens missed the 1989 season as a Prop 
48 casualty from Pasadena Dobie and then reported badly out of shape 
last fall. But just when the coaches were starting to write him off as a 
bust, Stephens came into his own. “This was really the first time he's 
been in decent shape,” Coach Teaff said. “He just had to learn to be 
physically and mentally tough.” Stephens’ emergence could offset the 
possible loss of TB Louis Fite, an All-American from Waco High. By 
late spring, he still had not passed his college entrance exams and was 
considered doubtful. 


Redshirt freshman FB Bradford Lewis, a scout teamer last fall, was 
another player who made a big spring push. But he suffered a knee 
injury early in the second week and had to undergo surgery to repair 
the medial collateral ligament in his left knee. “He was one of the real 
bright spots for us,” offensive coordinator Chuck Reedy said. “We 
know now that he can play.” 


Lewis’ injury was the only serious casualty of the spring. But several 
other players, including OG John Turnpaugh, XB Melvin Bonner, QB 
Steve Needham, DT Marcus Lowe, LB Lee Bruderer and SS Tim 
Spencer, missed varied amounts of time for nagging, minor injuries. 
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Possibly the best news of the spring was the completion of the $8.5 
million north end zone complex. A fund-raising project was started back 
in 1986, but the impressive three-story building at Floyd Casey Stadium 
was not finished until mid-April. The facility features an expansive 
10,000 square-foot weight room and luxury box seating on the third 
floor. 


In the comings and goings department, sophomore LB Charles 
Jenkins transferred to Texas A&l; redshirt freshman QB Joe 
Menchaca was suspended from the team for disciplinary reasons and 
is expected to transfer; and junior OT Will Ross left school and does 
not plan to return. OT Matt Gantt and FB David Loeb missed the spring 
on disciplinary suspensions, but Teaff said both would be back in the 
fall. Gantt will have to beat out either Adam Arroyo or Craig Bellamy 
to regain a starting position he held for every game of the '90 season. 


FB Robert Strait is not changing positions, but he is changing 
numbers. The sophomore from Cuero has ditched the No. 23 he 
donned the last two years for No. 20, which cornerback Malcolm Frank 
wore the last four years. Strait said his old high school number holds 
“sentimental meaning” since he had four relatives who wore it during 
high school or college.

If he doesn’t start, senior Trooper 
Taylor should be one of the best nickel 
backs in the league and a threat returning 
kicks and punts. With 49 kickoff returns for 
979 yards, Taylor is just three returns and 
60 yards shy of the school's career records. 

Other secondary prospects include 
cornerbacks Fred Robertson and Farias 
Walker and safeties Chris Lewis and Chad 
Hunter, who transferred from Nebraska last 
fall with quarterback Marvin Callies. 

After finishing first in the conference 
in total defense for the third consecutive 
year, allowing just 298.6 yards per game, 
the Bears have their sights set even higher. 

“Of course we want to stay No. 1 in the 
conference,” Jones said, “but we want more 
than that. We want to be in the top five or even 
No, 1 in the country. | don’t think anybody can 
touch us. We have people who know what it 
takes to be in a battle. There's no reason for us 
not to be in the Cotton Bowl.” 

Last year, a new veer offense led by 
coordinator Chuck Reedy was something of 
a mystery. Not even Teaff and Reedy knew 
for sure what to expect from a package that 
included no experience at fullback and a 
pass-oriented quarterback operating a run- 
dominated offense. 

But by midseason, with one redshirt 
freshman (Robert Strait) emerging at full- 
back and another (J.J. Joe) replacing an in- 
jured Brad Goebel at quarterback, the ques- 
tions were answered. 

In five games, a Joe-led offense aver- 
aged 424.2 yards and reeled off a 3-1-1 
record. He completed 43 of 73 passes for 
714 yards and five touchdowns with only 
two interceptions and added 197 yards and 
one TD rushing. 

With Joe out of the lineup — he suf- 
fered a thumb injury in practice and missed 
the last three games — the Bears averaged 
just 254.8 yards and were 3-3. 

“If you execute it right, (the offense) 
will work,” Joe said. “We saw that last year. 
When we were executing it the way we're 
supposed to, nobody could hold us.” 

Joe, not considered the best practice 
player, was challenged in the spring by ju- 
nior Steve Needham and Callies. Needham 
started five games last season, but his num- 
bers (31 of 73, 323 yards) did not compare 
with Joe's. 

“J.J. doesn’t show much in practice,” 
Teaff said. “He just seems to show up on 
Saturday and do the job when the lights 
come on.” 

Baylor's veer begins with the fullback, 
and Strait (6-1, 230), a high school All- 
American from Cuero, is turning into one of 
the league's best. He rushed for 462 yards 
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and a team-high nine TDs on 118 carries. 

“| don’t know if you would call me the 
catalyst,” said Strait, who originally fought 
the move from tailback, “but if | can estab- 
lish the inside game, that’s ideal for the veer. 
That's where it all starts.” 


Eldwin Raphel and Carmichael Moore 
gave the Bears a potent 1-2 punch at tail- 
back last year, combining for 1,078 yards 
and seven TDs. But now the job is left to ju- 
nior David Mims (5-9, 176), a dangerous 
runner with 690 yards and a 5.1-yard aver- 
age over the last two seasons. 

“The thing we don't have that we had 
a year ago is proven tailbacks,” Teaff said, 
“but | think Mims is going to be an out- 
standing back. He certainly made a big con- 
tribution last year.” 

The only depth behind Mims is third- 
year sophomore Creig Stephens and senior 
Anthony Ray, a former All-American running 
back who has gone through four knee surg- 
eries and a stint last year on the defensive 
side. In the fall, the list of challengers is ex- 
pected to grow with the additions of Louis 
Fite from Waco and Clarence McCullough 
from Lamar Consolidated. 

One of the priorities of spring training 
was improving a passing attack that aver- 
aged only 101 yards per game. 

Other than the quarterbacks, the onus 
will fall on a receiving corps led by tight 
ends Mike McKenzie and Alonzo Pierce, 
split ends Lee Miles and Reggie Miller and 
x-backs Steve Stutsman and Melvin Bonner. 

A pleasant surprise last year, Bonner 
is the team’s leading returning receiver with 
11 catches for 277 yards (25.2-yard aver- 
age) and four TDs. Miles, an NCAA track 
qualifier in the long jump and 400-meter 
relay, had 11 receptions for 221 yards. 

“If we can stay healthy, the two-deep 
at receiver is fine,” Teaff said. “But if we had 
an injury or two, it could rear its head as a 
real weak spot. Since that was an area we 
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didn't recruit, we don’t have anybody waiting 
in the wings.” 

The Bears’ interior line of center Scott 
Baehren (6-2, 271) and guards Monte Jones 
(6-1, 291) and John Turnpaugh (6-2, 295) 
could be the best in the league. All three 
earned some All-Conference honors last 
season, while Jones and Turnpaugh are 
four-year starters. 

Projected as the starting tackles are 
senior Adam Arroyo (6-4, 275) and sopho- 
more Craig Bellamy (6-3, 250), but senior 
Matt Gantt (6-3, 267) started every game 
last season and is expected to return after 
missing the spring semester. 

The key in the line will be developing 
younger players like Will Davidson, Len 
Pawelek, Marty Dunbar and Mike Oatis, who 
moved from tight end to tackle. That quartet 
of redshirt freshmen could be starting in ‘92. 

“| think we'll be a lot better offensive- 
ly,” Teaff said. “We've got some dimensions 
that we just didn’t have last year, and | think 
we have a better idea of the things we want 
to do,” 

Following a disappointing freshman 
season, kicker Jeff Ireland rebounded to hit 
28 of 39 field goals and 46 of 50 extra 
points the last two years. Kent Brentham av- 
eraged just 37.3 yards punting last year and 
could be pushed by redshirt freshman Kyle 
Miller from Callisburg. 

Although the Cotton Bow! has domi- 
nated their thoughts, the Bears are hardly 
looking past a schedule that includes a Sept. 
14 date at Boulder, Colo., against defending 
national co-champion Colorado. After open- 
ing last season with road losses at Nebraska 
and Arizona State, Baylor could use an early 
feather in its cap. 

“The good thing is we'll be able to 
put up a measuring stick on this team real 
early,” Teaff said. “It's a great challenge to go 
up there and play the defending national 
champion. Obviously that will show us what 
we are capable of doing.” 

“If we go out and beat Colorado,” 
Bruderer said, “I think we'll get the respect 
and confidence we need. And we're going 
there to win. We're not going up there just to 
hang with them or keep it close.” 

To get past its recent era of medi- 
ocrity — 6-5, 6-5, 5-6, 6-4-1 — Baylor will 
have to win a few big games. Of its six wins 
last season, none came against a team that 
finished with a winning record. 

“| think we took a step in the right di- 
rection with our off-season program,” Joe 
said. “Now it's a matter of winning a big 
game. When we do that, | think we can get 
over the hump. Once we win a big one, we'll 
know we're just as good as anybody else.”

THis TRADITION A Hit WITH AGGIES

exas A&M has this thing about 
T icciters The Aggies revel in 
them, have them coming out of 
their buzz-cut-so-you-can-see-them ears. 
There's the bonfire, the 12th Man, all that 
standing and kissing in the stands, to name 
a few. 
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And then there're the linebackers. 

Texas A&M has stacked up great 
linebackers like logs on the annual pre- 
Texas bonfire, which any Aggie will tell you 
is the biggest and best of its kind. The 
Aggies feel the same way about their 


linebacker tradition, and not without reason. 


During the '80s, a line of great 
linebackers kept Texas A&M at or near the 
top of the Southwest Conference in defense. 
Johnny Holland. Larry Kelm. John Roper. 
Aaron Wallace. William Thomas. They were 
the names that kept offensive coordinators 
up nights and put the opposition, quarter- 


backs in particular, down for the count. 

“If you're going to have good defen- 
sive teams, you're going to have good 
linebackers,” A&M head coach R.C. Slocum 
said. “It kind of perpetuates itself. Kids want 
to come in and play in our kind of scheme, 
and they come in and just keep it going. It 
goes all the way back 
to the early 70s with 
guys like Ed Simonini, 

Garth Ten Napel, and 
Robert Jackson. We 
kept it going through 
the ’80s.” 

Though the 
Aggies have come a 
long way, their reputa- 
tion may not have kept 
pace with their play. 

Penn State is still 
known as Linebacker 
U., atitle some Aggies 
believe they deserve. 

“Personally, | 
feel that we've taken 
over that No. 1 spot, 
and next year should 
solidify that,” senior in- 
side linebacker 
Anthony Williams said. 

“| think we're above the 
rest because of the 
style of defense we 


play.” 

Anybody who 
watched the 1990 Sea 
World Holiday Bow! 
would be hard-pressed 
to argue with Williams. 
Williams, Thomas and 
company terrorized 
Brigham Young quar- 
terback Ty Detmer, sacking the Heisman 
Trophy winner a couple of times and driving 
him from the game with separations of both 
shoulders early in the second half of a 65- 
14 Aggie rout. Detmer, by the way, had 
thrown for 576 yards in losing a shootout 
against Penn State in the previous Holiday 
Bowl. 

“That was sort of a coming-out party 
for us,” Williams said. 

Defensive coordinator Bob Davie 
thinks this year’s group of linebackers is 
good enough to emerge from the long shad- 
ow cast by first Holland and Kelm, and then 
by Roper and Wallace. Williams and Quentin 
Coryatt return in the middle, with Marcus 
Buckley, James Webb, and Purdue transfer 
Steve Solari ready to take their places on the 
outside. 

“| think this group can be as good as 
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any we've had,” said Davie, who coached 
linebackers before taking over as defensive 
coordinator when Slocum moved up to re- 
place Jackie Sherrill in 1989. “I think we've 
got a heck of a group. It’s a bigger group 
than what we've had.” 

A&M coaches have never been hung

up on size where linebackers were con- 
cerned. Speed thrills Aggie coaches, who 
have made a living with fast guys in the 
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200- to 210-pound range. 

“We have taken guys that maybe 
other people would not have given an op- 
portunity to play linebacker, guys that aren't 
225 or 230 pounds, and made them 
linebackers,” Davie said. “We're not dead- 
set on a player looking a certain way or 

being a certain 
size. We want 
our best ath- 
letes, the guys 
that are going 
to make a dif- 
ference in the 
game, to be at 
linebacker.” 
Most of 
the linebackers 
A&M sent to 
the National 
Football 
League during 
the last decade 
were small for 
their position. 
Holland, Roper 
and Wallace 
never weighed 
over 220 
pounds at 
A&M, but they 
all could get to 
the football ina 
hurry. 
“We 
look for guys 
that have the 
ability to run 
number one,” 
Slocum said. 
“They don't 
have to have a 
lot of size if they can move.” 

This willingness to look at the little 
guy means more players get a look as po- 
tential Aggie linebackers. It has enabled 
A&M coaches to take defensive backs, heck, 
even quarterbacks, and make them into 
linebackers. Holland, now with the Green 
Bay Packers, was a high school quarterback 
who wound up on the inside at A&M. But 
the more natural move is to pass rusher on 
the outside, the way Thomas did it. Thomas 
played quarterback in high school and spent 
two years as an Aggie safety before switch- 
ing to linebacker. He was an all-conference 
linebacker as a junior and senior. 

“If there's one thing we're most proud 
of here, it's that we have a good eye for 
linebackers,” Davie said. “I'm proud that we 
have taken guys that may have been average 
defensive backs or may have been average 
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running backs and made them into great 
linebackers. 

“William Thomas would have been 
an average defensive back. He would have 
been another guy back there, but he was a 
great linebacker. Johnny Holland wouldn't 
be playing in the NFL if he had remained at 
defensive back.” 

While the linebackers have come and 
gone on to the NFL, the Aggie philosophy 
remains. All 3-4 defenses rely on lineback- 
ers, but none more than the Aggie defense, 
which is an attacking, blitzing, here-we- 
come, try-to-stop-us defense. 

“The offenses we're defending against 
have changed, but our philosophy hasn't 
changed over the years,” Slocum said. 
“We're not going to ask our linebackers to 
sit and do a lot of reading. Instead of trying 
to wait and react to everything the offense 
does, we're going to make the determination 
ourselves. We're going to come after you 
and see how you react to us.” 

Usually, that means blitzing the 
linebackers, sometimes one, often two, and 
occasionally all four. The Aggies have been 
known to blitz 70 or 80 percent of the time 
against passing teams, which is heaven for 
linebackers and hell for quarterbacks. Just 
ask Detmer or Andre Ware, another Heisman 
Trophy winner who was one of the Aggies’ 
favorite targets during his record-setting 
days at the University of Houston. 

“We were a go-get-'em team,” said 
Roper, who's now with the Chicago Bears. 
“We loved to blitz and hit people, and the 
coaches gave us a chance to do what we 
loved. They kept the game happy. 

“We didn't sit back, That was one of 
Coach Slocum’s big things. We got after 
them from the beginning and stayed after 
them the whole game. | can remember times 
when me and Wallace were coming at the 
same time, and the quarterback would look 
at us before he looked at his receivers. He 
knew we were coming, but we usually got 
there.” 

Roper and Wallace became known as 
the Blitz Brothers. They were the biggest of 
the big-play specialists on a defense that 
former A&M defensive back Chet Brooks 
dubbed “The Wrecking Crew.” The 1988 
linebacker crew, which included Roper and 
Wallace on the outside and a three-man ro- 
tation of Dana Batiste, Adam Bob, and Basil 
Jackson, was picked by some as the best in 
the country. 

“That group stands out the most dur- 
ing my seven years,” Davie said. “In 1987 
we had graduated all four linebackers (each 
went in the NFL draft, of course), and those 
young guys really came on. They came out 
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of nowhere, and nobody expected them to 
be anything near what they were.” 

A&M coaches don't expect all their 
linebackers to play the same way, The secret 
of their success is letting players do it their 
way, as long as they make the plays. 

“We try to use a guy's talent and not 
make them robots,” Slocum said. “Some 
coaches have a set plan of exactly what your 
stance is and what your steps are, and you 
end up with a bunch of robots out there. 
We've always taken pride in being just the 
opposite of that. We may have two guys 
playing side-by-side in different stances, 
because we take into account the individual 
differences between the guys.” 

The linebackers are the ones who get 
most of the recognition on the Aggie de- 
fense, and there is a lot of it. “Our fans have 
helped us immensely,” Davie said. “I think 
it's one of the few places where the fans le- 
gitimately get excited for the defense.” 

While the linebackers are making the 
big plays and the big headlines, the rest of 
the defense has a role to fill. The three down 
linemen have to occupy their blockers to 
give the linebackers room to roam, and the 
secondary is usually stuck in one-on-one 
coverage until the blitz can get to the quar- 
terback. 

“It's a team-concept thing,” Davie 
said. “| think a lot of credit for our lineback- 
ers goes to our defensive line. They're asked 
to play a role here, to keep the offensive 
linemen off those linebackers, to allow the 
linebackers to make plays. Our defensive 
linemen may not make the plays the 
linebackers make, but that's team defense.” 

It's also fun defense if you're the one 
making the plays. Williams, who could be 
A&M's next great linebacker, lights up just 
talking about it. 

“| like our defense because the other 
team is wondering what we're going to do to 
them,” Williams said. “We blitz from every- 
where, and we change things up. We're as 
close to being a professional team as you 
can get on the collegiate level, as far as de- 


fense. That's what makes it so much fun.” 
The Aggies haven't always signed 
blue chip linebackers out of high school, but 
they always manage to come up with play- 
r 


“Kids that grow up now, for the whole 
time they've been playing junior high and 
high school football, they've always heard 
about A&M linebackers,” Slocum said. “If 
they played linebacker, then our guys were 
the ones they watched play. Players can see 
themselves filling the role of one of the 
linebackers we had here before.” 

When Slocum came to Texas A&M in 
1972, the biggest threat to Aggie linebackers 
was the triple-option running game. But with 
Houston's run-and-shoot at the forefront, the 
Southwest Conference has changed from a 
running league to a passing league. Three 
yards and a cloud of dust is out. Three-step 
drops and multiple receivers are in. 

A&M has fared better against the 
Houston offense than any team in the SWC. 
The Aggies often go with one down lineman, 
five linebackers, and five defensive backs 
against the run-and-shoot, and it works be- 
cause A&M linebackers can blitz with the 
best of them. The Aggies had 35 quarterback 
sacks and 57 quarterback pressures (trans- 
lation: knock-downs) during the regular sea- 
son. They had five sacks for minus-72 yards 
against BYU in the Holiday Bowl. 

Facing pass-happy teams only makes 
A&M coaches heed the need for speed. 

“Our league has evolved into a pass- 
ing league with teams throwing the ball 
more,” Davie said. “To keep up with the 
trend in football, we've incorporated the blitz 
a lot more into our package. We look for 
guys who can get to the quarterback.” 

Opposing quarterbacks may doubt it, 
but Aggie linebackers do more than blitz. 
The two inside linebackers are the key to 
stopping the running game, and they have to 
be conscious of the draw as offenses try to 
slow down the blitz. Don’t tell Wallace, now 
with the Los Angeles Raiders, that A&M 
linebackers are one-dimensional pass rush- 


“They allowed us to be complete 
linebackers,” Wallace said. “We didn’t just 
blitz. We dropped into coverage, too.” 

The way to great defense at A&M is 
clear. The linebackers will lead them. 

“Just hearing about the accomplish- 
ments of those guys and looking at the 
Statistics, you can't help but be over- 
whelmed,” Williams said. “You don't want to 
be just another statistic; you want to be the 
statistic. That's what those guys are, and 
those are the goals we're reaching for and 
the tradition we're trying to continue."

NortuinG Less THan 12-0

ohn Jenkins wore a red wind- 

breaker and watched videotape 

until his eyes turned bloodshot, 
with only the missing cloth smock and 
handful of test tubes distinguishing him 
from the mad scientist. 

The University of Houston's rookie 
coach kept throwing the football and pass- 
ing every excuse presented him to keep the 
Cougars traveling at space age speed in the 
Southwest Conference. 

Consider the obstacles Houston 
faced last season. 

Coach Jack Pardee, after an amazing 
resurrection job in three years, left for the 
Houston Oilers and took three assistants 
with him. 

Quarterback Andre Ware, the 
Heisman Trophy winner, skipped out of 
school a year early to enter the NFL Draft. 
Linebacker Lamar Lathon, granted an extra 
year of eligibility because of injury, did the 
same. 

The Cougars high-flying, run-and- 
shoot scoring machine would surely crash 
and burn. 

Instead, Houston improved from 9-2 
to 10-1, despite its defense being torn apart 
by injuries. 

“Last year wasn't a fluke,” insisted 
Jenkins. “It was the second-best record in 
college football. If we're beaten (this year), it 
will be a supreme effort by the other side.” 

Cocky? Maybe. 

It's all part of the Jenkins persona. 
Most coaches would be happy to hear 
someone predict a 9-2 season. Not Jenkins. 
He believes players look at the schedule and 
start picking out which two games they are 
going to lose. 

He viewed last season's record in 
terms of only one goal. 

“Ten-and-one, you're talking about a 


David Klingler broke 17 NCAA passing records 
and 16 total offense records. 
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step away from the national championship,” 
Jenkins said. 

Listen to quarterback David Klingler, 
an extremely modest fellow except when it 
comes to team accomplishments. 

“Ten-and-one was great, but that’s not 
what we're shooting for,” Klingler said. 

This is the final season of Houston's 


three-year NCAA probation. There are no 
sanctions. The two years of no bowl games 
and one year of no television are behind the 
Cougars. 

But the prospect of playing in a bow! 
fails to excite the Cougars the way you 
would expect. They last appeared in a bowl 
game in 1988, losing the Aloha Bowl to 
Washington State, and last made it to the 
Cotton Bowl following the 1984 season, 
when they tied for the Southwest Conference 
championship and then fell to Boston 
College and Doug Flutie on New Year's Day. 

“The Cotton Bowl?” said Klingler. 
“That just comes with going undefeated.” 

“Our ambition and goals don't 
change,” said Jenkins. “What a great reward 
the Coca-Cola Bowl was last year.” 

Houston ended its 1990 regular sea- 
son by outscoring Arizona State 62-45 at the 
Tokyo Dome in Japan. Regardless of how 
well the Cougars play this season, they 
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won't make it that far again. 

The national championship, because 
of the bowl ban, seemed unrealistic at times 
last year. Houston's stock also suffered from 
its weak non-conference schedule: Nevada- 
Las Vegas, Arizona State and Eastern 
Washington, a I-AA school. Hammering out- 
manned Eastern Washington 84-21 created 
more criticism of the Cougars than praise. 

Houston, which averaged 46 points a 
game, climbed to No. 3 in the polls before 


being brought back to earth by Texas, 45-24. 


This year the polls should take care 
of the themselves because the Cougars face 
a much tougher schedule. They play at 
Miami Sept. 12 in a Thursday night game 
for ESPN, and they also travel to Illinois and 
play Louisiana Tech at home in non-confer- 
ence games. All three of these foes appeared 
in bow! games last season. 

“It's a schedule where if you do well, 
great things will happen,” said Jenkins. 

Miami embarrassed Texas, 46-3, in 
the Cotton Bowl. It should be an intriguing 
pass-for-pass match-up, featuring speed vs. 
speed. 

Klingler, of course, is the key. The 6- 
foot-3 senior, whom Jenkins calls “a coach 
on the field,” threw for 5,140 yards and 54 
touchdowns last year, completing 58 per- 
cent. He broke 17 NCAA passing records 
and 16 total offense records. Not bad for a 
guy who ran a wishbone offense in high 
school and threw about eight passes a 


e. 

“| don't think 70 touchdowns is out of 
the question,” he said. “I'm expecting (to 
throw) about six or seven a game. That's 
only 42 points. This offense puts so much 
pressure on (its own) defense, you've got to 
score 40 points.” 

Of course, Jenkins, like a mechanic 
tinkering with an old car, has a few tires he 
wants to test. 

“There will be some new looks,” he

promised. “There’s some new material I'll be 
implementing as I've done every year.” 
Klingler dealt with the attention of 
succeeding Ware and his Heisman with 
aplomb rather than resentment last year. He 
considered the inevitable comparisons to 
Ware a compliment instead of an albatross. 
“People said there's so much pres- 
sure on this guy to emulate Andre,” said 
Jenkins. “He not only emulated Andre, he 
exceeded him.” 
Now Klingler must exceed himself. 
“In that first (spring) practice, | could 
see the little things — his footwork, his re- 
lease, reading the keys — had improved 
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since last year,” said Jenkins. “The trigger 
man is always going to be the key (to this 
offense), and we've got the best one in the 
country.” 

Klingler, like his coach, is a perfec- 
tionist. Regardless of the number of touch- 
down passes or yards he threw for ina 
game, later he would usually chastise him- 
self for tossing an interception or two. 
Klingler had 20 last year. 

“| don’t think I'll throw as many inter- 
ceptions,” he said. 

Rumors began circling in January 
that Klingler, like Ware, would leave school a 
year early and that the New England Patriots, 
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with the first choice in the NFL draft, would 
pick him. None of these rumors were true. 
Klingler considered his options 
briefly and then wrote down three reasons 
why he should enter the draft and 23 rea- 
sons why he should stay at Houston. 
“People tell me, ‘l wouldn't have done 
that,’ he said. “I think they would have.” 
Money wasn't a major concern. Even 
if it was, Klingler will logically be worth 
more in next year's draft than he would be in 
this year’s. He could be the No. 1 pick. 
Klingler won't have as much help as 
he did last year, since Houston lost irre- 
pressible running back Chuck

SPRING UPDATE 


Houston started the spring with a “Help Wanted” sign at Superback. 
Keith Whitely staked his claim to the position with an impressive 
performance. “Whitely’s made a major move,” said Coach John 
Jenkins. The 5-10, 210-pound junior originally enrolled at Lamar and 
walked on at Houston when the Cardinals dropped their program after 
the 1989 season. He appeared in only one game last year, but took 
advantage of the opening at Superback this spring. 


Whitely could still receive plenty of competition in the fall from TiAndre 
Sanders, who missed spring ball when he dropped below 12 hours, 
Torrin Polk, who missed much of the spring with a knee injury, and 
Tommy Guy, a Prop 48 last fall. 


The offensive line still appeared somewhat unsettled. Of the two JC 
transfers, guard Jeff Tait made the transition more smoothly than 
Charlie Williams at tackle. Steve Matejka, moved over from defense, 
could challenge Williams when he gains more experience. John 
Morris and Greg Whitty emerged nearly even for the center position, 
with the 350-pound Whitty still needing to lose some weight to start. 


The player who probably improved the most this spring needed it the 
least, quarterback David Klingler. “The guy's been awesome,” said 
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Jenkins. 


A lighter Jason Youngblood looked to be a force at defensive tackle. 
Youngblood, a three-year starter, dropped 10-15 pounds from his 285 
of last fall. Defensive coordinator Ben Hurt called linebackers Eric 
Blount, Ryan McCoy and Nigel Ventress the best Houston has had 
as a group, though the three may not play together much if the Cougars 
rely on a 4-2-nickel package. 


The key to the defense may be where Tyrone Davis plays. Davis, a 
starter at cornerback last year before injuring a knee, could play 
anywhere in the secondary. “He'll definitely start,” said Hurt. 


The secondary probably won't be settled until the fall, depending on 
where newcomers Lorenzo Dickson and Willie Crawford, and 
returnees Daniel Johnson and Darren Woods fit in. Dickson was 
scheduled to start at strong safety last fall, but had to return to junior 
college to complete some work. Johnson, a true freshman, earned the 
starting strong safety job at midseason, but failed to make his grades 
and missed the spring. Walk-on cornerback Stanley Holmes stepped 
up in class in the spring.

Weatherspoon, classy receiver Manny 
Hazard and four starters on the offensive 
line. Weatherspoon, who rambled for 1,097 
yards rushing and seven touchdowns, will 
be the toughest to replace. 

“The super back (the name for the 
lone setback in the run-and-shoot) has to be 
answered,” acknowledged Jenkins. 
“Whether it's a one-man show or a rotation 
system, | don’t know yet.” 

TiAndre Sanders and Keith Whitely 
will compete for the job along with Torrin 
Polk, a transfer from LSU. 

Even without Hazard, there are plenty 
of talented targets for Klingler. Tracy Good, 
who had 67 catches last year, lines up at one 
inside receiver opposite Freddie Gilbert, a 
transfer from UCLA whom Jenkins com- 
pares favorably with Hazard. 

“He's that kind of guy,” said Jenkins. 
“He could be one of the nation’s best.” 

Speedster John Brown, Ill and 
Marcus Grant man the outside receiver posi- 
tions. Brown, a junior college import, started 
slowly last year, not catching a pass until the 
fifth game of the season. Once he grasped 
the concept of the offense, he became a 
deep threat, catching six passes for 174 
yards in the final game of the season, three 
for touchdowns. 

“That's a pretty good indication of 
how complicated our system is,” said 
Jenkins. 

Grant caught 36 passes including six 
touchdowns last season, and Verlond 
Brown, who will alternate between inside 
and outside receiver, caught 27 with four 
touchdowns. 

The offensive line, with right guard 
Mike Gisler the only returning starter, is per- 
ilously thin in depth, not width. 

“I've been around so long, | guess 
everybody considers me a leader,” said 
Gisler, a 6-4, 285-pound senior. 

Darrell Clapp, a 6-4, 305-pound 
third-year sophomore, gained experience 
last season and is ready to take over at right 
tackle. The rest of the line will be mostly 
untested. 

John Morris (6-5, 265) and Greg 
Whitty (6-4, 350) are competing for center. 
Whitty could win the position if he loses 
some weight. Charlie Williams (6-4, 280) and 
Jeff Tait (6-4, 290) a pair of JC transfers who 
enrolled in the spring, are expected to be the 
left tackle and left guard. Brad Whigham (6-3, 
285) was ready to challenge for a job at left 
tackle when a knee injury sidelined him the 
first week of spring practice. He should be 
back for the fall. Joe Wheeler (6-6, 307) also 
suffered a knee injury in the spring and may 
be out for the year. 
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Jenkins borrowed Steve Matejka, who 
started at defensive tackle last year as a true 
freshman, for the offensive line. 

“He'd outgrown himself for the defen- 
sive line,” said Jenkins. “He reported in at 
260 (last year), and he's about 280-285, and 
he's going to keep growing. He'll be a great 
offensive lineman. He just needs reps.” 

“The line may not be as dominating 
as last year,” said Gisler. “We have to get to 
know how each other's thinking.” 

Last year's line faced the added bur- 
den of knowing there was no scholarship 
quarterback behind Klingler. One overzeal- 
ous linebacker could have thrown Houston's 
season into the dumper had Klingler been 
hurt. 

This year there is ample help. Donald 
Douglas, who started half a dozen games as 
a true freshman at Florida, is eligible after 
spending last year sitting out and learning 
the run-and-shoot. Jimmy Klingler, David's 
brother, and Chandler Evans, both of whom 
redshirted last year as freshmen, are also 
ready to go. Jenkins plans to rotate the trio. 

“Ill try to make short work of all the 
games,” said David Klingler, who received 
little rest last season, playing the entire time 
n Fe but three games. “I'd love to play just a 

alf.” 

“Last year David was all we had,” 
said Gisler. “The pressure’s still on. We can't 
let him get hurt. We're blocking for a poten- 
tial Heisman Trophy winner. That's pres- 
sure.” 

The Houston defense, devastated by 
injuries, did more than bend in 1990. It 
broke several times, allowing over 27 points 
a game. The combination of injuries and 
lack of depth forced the Cougars to play six 
true freshmen regularly on defense. 

“Let's face it, it was a rebuilding year 
on defense,” said the ever-optimistic 
Jenkins. “What was a weakness last year 
should be a strength.” 

Jenkins shuffled his coaching staff 
after defensive coordinator Larry Coyer left 
in March for Ohio State. He elevated veteran 
Ben Hurt to defensive coordinator, brought 
in Melvin Robertson, an old friend of Hurt's 
and a former Houston assistant, to coach the 
linebackers and moved Pat Donohoe from 
linebackers to defensive ends. 

The Cougars played a 4-3 defense 
last year, same as under former coordinator 
Jim Eddy, who followed Jack Pardee to the 
Houston Oilers, but it resembled more of a 
3-4 at times with a stand-up defensive end. 
Hurt wants to return to Eddy’s more tradi- 
tional 4-3 and has the weapons to do it. 

“We're going back to the way we were 
in 89,” said junior linebacker Eric Blount, 
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pleased with the change. “Last year was a 
new defense, and everybody wasn't on the 
same page. We played more zone than 
usual, and that caused most of the confu- 
sion.” 

Jason Youngblood (6-4, 285) and 
James Bevil (6-2, 245) are experienced de- 
fensive tackles with Linton Weatherspoon 
(6-2, 245), Chuck's brother, prepared to fill 
in at either spot. Glenn Cadrez (6-3, 235), 
recruited out of junior college as a 
linebacker, won a job at defensive end last 
year, then lost it when he underwent knee 
surgery at midseason. Kevin LaBay (6-4, 
265), who missed spring ball, could push 
Allen Aldridge (6-2, 240), another of last 
year’s freshman regulars, at the other end. 
Aldridge also doubles as Houston's deep 
snapper. 

Linebacking should be the strength of 
this defense. Ryan McCoy (6-3, 230) walked 
onto campus last year and started all season 
as an 18-year-old at middle linebacker. 
Blount (6-2, 225), a two-year starter, returns 
on the weakside with Nigel Ventress (6-1, 
230) a transfer from LSU, given first shot at 
the strongside. Blount led the team in tack- 
les last year with 123. 

Jenkins said so many teams are 
using a one-back offense and throwing the 
ball that he plans to play mostly a 4-2 with 
five defensive backs. 

John Brown, part of the kiddie corps, 
is solid at one cornerback with Jerry Parks, 
after playing much of last year at strong 
safety, back home at cornerback. Parks led 
the team in interceptions with eight. 

Tyrone Davis started at cornerback 
last year until a knee injury opened the door 
for Brown. Davis is back and could play 
anywhere from weakside linebacker to free 
safety. Kenny Perry started games at strong 
and weak safety last year before being 
stopped by foot surgery. He'll definitely be in 
the lineup. It's just a matter of where he's 
needed most. Daniel Johnson, who took 
over at strong safety the last six games, 
missed spring practice because of academic 
eee He is expected to be back in the 
all. 

The kicking game is in good feet. 
Place-kicker Roman Anderson made all 58 
of his extra point attempts and 19 of 25 field 
goals, missing only two inside the 40. 
Charles Langston averaged 39.3 yards a 
punt and improved throughout the season. 

With an offense that should be as po- 
tent as last year and a stronger defense, 
Anderson figures to be much busier than 
Langston. 

And the Cougars should be back ina 
bowl game.Q

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PREVIEWING CLASS 5A 
TEXAS HIGH SCHOOL FOOTBALL

exas high school football coaches will 
tell you that nothing beats the excite- 
ment of the playoffs. 

But last year, that excitement was 
overshadowed by an unpopular debate: 
Which playoff system will Class 5A adopt? 

For years, the playoffs were simple. The 
district champion advanced, and everyone else 
stayed home. In five weeks, five state champi- 
ons in five classes were crowned. 

But starting in 1982, the district run- 
ners-up were included in the playoff format. 
It wasn’t popular with the traditionalists but 
became an immediate hit when carried out. 

Beaumont West Brook, a district run- 
ner-up, won the state title in 1982. No one 
questioned that West Brook was indeed the 
state winner, surviving six weeks of action. 
The two teams per district plan seemed ideal. 

And it was, at least until last year. 

In a two-year experimental plan, in 
Class 5A only, a third team from each dis- 
trict was included. The school with the 
smallest average daily enrollment in the top 
three finishers, regardless of finish in the 
district, would compete in a 32-team Small 
School Division. 

The district's other two teams ad- 
vanced in the 64-team Big School Division. 

The split divisions in Class 5A were 
not popular with a lot of coaches and fans. 

The playoffs included several teams 
at or below .500. 

Some coaches who found themselves 
in the Small School bracket didn't like the 
fact they couldn't compete in the Big School 
bracket. 

The results didn’t help things. 

Aldine, ranked No. 1 in the nation 
throughout the year, unbeaten and virtually 
untested, won the Small School title. 
Marshall, 14-2, won the Big School title. 

Aldine’s enrollment is 2,600 and 
Marshall's 1,900. It didn’t add up. 

Marshall coach Dennis Parker, who 
has since left the high school ranks for 
North Texas, said it was a dream season for 
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his Mavericks and a nightmare for the 
University Interscholastic League, the gov- 
erning body for athletics in Texas. 

Aldine coach Bill Smith didn’t like the 


fact his team had no choice but to compete 
in the Small School Division. 

If Smith did have his way, the playoffs 
would include just two teams from every 
district. His second choice would be to send 
three teams, with the district winner getting 
a bye, and his third choice would be to send 
four teams. 

However, no matter which choice one 
accepts, Smith wants just one state champi- 
on. No more Big School vs. Small School 
debate. 

It appears there are as many playoff 
plans as there were playoff teams last year. 

Some coaches like the three teams; 
some want a sixth class added; others favor 
four teams; a few would like to see a return

to the one school per district. Some coaches 
have slight variations on each plan. 

Some want one champ, others want two. 

“(Let’s) have a ceiling cap on the Small 
School set-up,” said Coach Charles Pena of 
San Antonio Fox Tech. “Our district has six 
schools under 2,000 (students). The district 
champ had 1,380, yet every school they faced in 
the playoffs had 2,000 or more.” 

Coaches of smaller schools generally 
favor the formation of an extra class or two 
divisions within 5A. Even some of the Big 
School coaches from large enrollment 
schools agree. 

“Take the top four teams in each 5A 
district,” said Coach Les Koenning of 
Cypress Creek, which was in the Big School 
bracket last year. “The two teams with the 
largest enrollment make up the 6A bracket 
and the two smaller schools the 5A bracket.” 

Added Stan Roper of Houston 
Bellaire: “(Add) as many teams as possible. 
I'd like to coach in the playoffs before | die.” 

Others say that would ruin Texas’ best 
product. 

“We went as the third-place team,” 
said Coach Que Brittain of Flower Mound 
Marcus in Lewisville. “Yet, I’m still against 
what was done last year. Too many things 
wrong with it to list here.” 

Veteran Bob McQueen, theTemple 
coach (201-53-6), who won state in 1979, 
favors a return to the one-team-per-district 
plan. 

But all coaches and fans agree that 
on any given Friday night in Texas during 
the playoffs, something special will probably 
happen. 

The 1991 season, regardless of the 
playoff format, promises to be exciting. 

Odessa Permian, the 1989 champ, 
which was not allowed to defend its title be- 
cause of a rule violation, will be back vying 
for a state championship. 

Mission's Koy Detmer, younger 
brother of Heisman Trophy winner Ty 
Detmer, will be back setting records. 
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Huntsville, Dallas Carter, Midland 
Lee, Marshall, Aldine, Converse Judson and 
Willowridge all appear strong.

NATIONAL RECRUITING

ATLANTIC COAST 

North Carolina signed Jason 
Stanicek, who was said to be the top quar- 
terback in the Midwest this year. 

Virginia landed a home-grown prod- 
uct in Aaron Sparrow. Sparrow, like 
Stanicek, was a highly-regarded prospect. 

But as happy as the Tar Heels and 
Cavaliers have to be with their quarterback 
recruits, Stanicek and Sparrow are clearly 
the No.2 and No.3 quarterbacks entering the 
ACC this fall. 

Donnie Davis of Burlington, N.C., 
who set a national passing record with 
4,456 yards in 1990 while leading 
Cummings High to a state Class 3A champi- 
onship, has to be considered the top 
prospect entering the conference after mak- 
ing every high school All-American team 
out there. 

Georgia Tech went out looking for an 
eventual replacement for Shawn Jones, who 
will be a junior this season, and found one 
in the 6-2, 190-pound Davis. 

Davis, who went 55-2 with 
Cummings in his high school career, com- 


pleted 68.3 percent (282 of 413) of his 
passes. Included were 45 touchdowns and 
just 10 interceptions. 

Still, Davis’ sterling numbers weren't 
enough to offset the overall strength and 
depth of the classes at North Carolina and 
Virginia. 


BIG EIGHT 

When Bill McCartney arrived at 
Colorado in 1982, the cupboards, as they 
say, were nearly empty. But one of the things 
Chuck Fairbanks left behind was a tidbit of 
advice: Recruit in California. 

McCartney did that and, a few years 
later, with a roster stocked with California 
talent, the Buffaloes played for a national 
championship on Jan.1, 1990, and won one 
on Jan. 1, 1991. More than a third of their 
past three recruiting classes were players 
from California (25), but now that the pro- 
gram has been established, McCartney and 
his staff are able to recruit pretty much 
wherever they wish. 

In collecting the best class of recruits 
in the Big Eight once again, the Buffaloes at- 
tracted standouts from Florida, Texas, 
Arizona, Utah, Montana, New Mexico and 
Michigan. 
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And, of course, California and 
Colorado. 

“What we have here is a bonanza for 
Colorado,” McCartney said on signing day. 
“This is easily the best class we've ever re- 
cruited.” 

The notables include Darius Holland, 
a 6-4, 250-pound defensive tackle who is 
athletic enough to have returned punts in 
high school. The Buffaloes also landed three 
top running backs, all from a different corner 
of the country: Lamont Warren from Los 
Angeles, Kendall Bussey from Marrero, La., 
and Thomas Barber from Miami, Fla. 

Oklahoma and Nebraska also did fair- 
ly well, aS usual, and Kansas surprised 
some people. 

Nebraska survived a down year in- 
state by looking elsewhere. They got 
linebacker DeWayne Harris out of Bessemer, 
Ala., and wide receiver Abdul Muhammad 
from Carson, Calif. 

The Jayhawks got the top two players 
in Kansas in linebacker Dick Holt from 
Wichita and defensive lineman Mark Allison 
from Minneapolis and also lured in some 
players from California, Illinois and Florida. 


BIG TEN 

Let's see, with eight Parade magazine 
All-Americans and seven other players rated 
among the top 25 in the Midwest, it's easy to 
see why Michigan was regarded as the big 
winner in the Big Ten. The Wolverines 
brought in a class ranked anywhere from 
No.1 to No.3 in the country on signing day, 
filling their needs with several players con- 


sidered to be among the best available at 
those positions. 

No one in the conference even came 
close to signing the number of quality play- 
ers that the Wolverines did. 

“It's a good class for us in filling our 
needs on the line, at outside linebacker, run- 
ning back and quarterback,” Coach Gary 
Moeller said in a bit of an understatement. 

What makes the class even more im- 
pressive is that the Wolverines stole one of 
the top two or three players out of several 
other states — defensive back Deollo 
Anderson, offensive lineman Paul Barry and 
defensive lineman Trent Zenkewicz, for in- 
stance, are all from Ohio. 

That, naturally, means that Ohio State 
had to be nursing a few bumps and bruises 
on signing day. The Buckeyes not only lost 
those three players to Michigan but also lost 
two other top in-state players, running back 
KiJana Carter and offensive lineman Scott 
Stratton, to Penn State. 

Illinois had no such problem. The 
Fighting Illini landed defensive end John 
Horn, who was rated as the top prospect in 
the “Best in the Midwest” poll, and at least 
one top player at every position. 

Michigan State also put together a 
strong class, with linebacker Dale Person 
and offensive lineman Bob Denton leading 
the way. 


PAC-10 

For some reason, it had never hap- 
pened this way before. Washington reached 
the Rose Bowl in 1977, 1980 and 1981, and 
they chased a national championship in 
1984. But the Huskies were never able to 
parlay their success into the type of recruit- 
ing haul they enjoyed this year. 

The Huskies got nearly every top 
player they wanted, signing almost all of the 
top players in-state and raiding California 
for major talent. They beat USC and UCLA 
ona number of key players. 

“A lot of years, I'd say that I'll trade 
my class with those schools hands down,” 
Coach Don James said on signing day. “| 
don’t think I'd say that this year.” 

With good reason. The Huskies 
signed what many considered to be the top 
tailback on the West Coast (Napoleon 
Kaufman), the top quarterback (Damon

ou Holtz can still throw a good 
tantrum in practice when he sees 


something he doesn't like. 

He still seems to take as much pride 
in his punch lines as he does in his offen- 
sive and defensive lines. 

Rest assured, this fall the Notre Dame 
head football coach will enlighten the world 
as to just how dangerous his team’s season- 
opening opponent, Indiana, can be. Holtz 
will no doubt also provide a complete run- 
down of the Hoosiers’ actual and imaginary 
strengths. 

But inside, Holtz is a different person. 
You can see it in his smile. 

“Just to be able to come out here and 
think about nothing but football is refresh- 
ing,” said Holtz, who is entering his sixth 
season as the Irish head coach. 

There were times during the 1990 
season when Holtz must have felt like the 
leading man in a soap opera. 

Steve Huffman, an ex-player whom 
Holtz called “a quitter” in his book, The 
Fighting Spirit, set the tone for a turmoil- 
filled 9-3 season that ended with a 10-9 loss 
to Colorado in the Orange Bowl. 

Huffman’s allegations of widespread 
steroid use at Notre Dame found their way 
into Sports I/lustrated. “| may be a quit- 
ter,” Huffman concluded in the first-person 
account that made him $5,000 richer, “but | 
didn’t quit Notre Dame, and | didn’t quit 
football. | quit Lou Holtz.” One thing is for 
sure, the controversy and rumors, the most 
persistent of which was Holtz’s imminent de- 
parture from Notre Dame, didn’t quit either. 

“| wonder how good we could have 
been without all the distractions,” Holtz said 
prior to the Orange Bowl. 

On March 27, Holtz closed the door 
on the last of it. He hopes. 


Rick Mirer, the 6-3, 212-pound junior from Goshen, 


Ind., had the best statistical Nod in 1990 of any 
Irish quarterback in the past 25 years. 
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A slow-moving NCAA investigation 
into the Minnesota athletic program, of 
which Holtz was a part prior to coming to 
Notre Dame, exonerated Holtz in the Notre 
Dame administration's eyes. 

“There's no doubt it affected me,” 
Holtz said of the Minnesota probe. “And I'm 
a focused individual.

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“It's been three or four years; it both- 
ers you. But when | looked in the mirror the 
past three years, | felt as comfortable as | do 
today.” 

He feels pretty comfortable these 
days when he looks out on the football field, 
even with the loss of 13 starters, 10 of 
whom were drafted by the NFL in April. 

“| enjoy this group of people,” Holtz 
said. “I love their attitude. They're fun to 
watch practice. 

“We're not a good football team yet, and 
we're very young. But we have a chance to be 
good. | wish | could give you a reason.” 

One reason would seem to be that se- 
nior tight end Derek Brown didn't decide to 
launch his pro career a year early as did All- 
American flanker/return specialist Raghib 
“Rocket” Ismail. 

Brown did give it some thought. But he 
decided he wasn't ready for the NFL just yet. 

“| wondered a few times if | was in the 


right situation,” Brown said. “It crossed my 
mind. I’m only human.” 

Added Holtz, “The only time | talked 
to him about it, | said ‘| hear rumors. But, 
then again, | read them about me in the 
paper.’ And | told him, ‘Don't believe those 
rumors that I'm leaving.’ And he said the 
same thing to me. 

“That was as far as it got.” 

In the spring, the 6-7, 243-pounder 
from Merritt Island, Fla., was the man Holtz 
tabbed as Notre Dame's Most Improved 
Player. And that is quite a statement, consid- 
ering that Brown was regarded by many to 
be the top tight end in the country in 1990. 

At the same time, he was somewhat 
of an enigma. Brown enters the 1991 season 
having averaged just a little more than one 
reception per game for his career. That 
statistic brings up a question: Why wasn't he 
used more? 

“| don't wish to knock him, nor do | 
feel the need to defend the coaching deci- 
sions we made,” Holtz said. “But Derek 
Brown, like everybody else, has a blind spot 
catching the ball. 

“He wasn't consistent catching the 
ball, and he dropped a few at critical times 
during games,” Holtz said. “But Derek 
Brown, until just recently, has never really 
learned how to find the hole in the defense, 
to slide, to react to man coverage, etcetera. 

“You can't just say, ‘We're going to 
get the ball to the tight end.’ Sometimes the 
coverage is such that the pattern will not 
break you open. 

“You have to have a feel. And a lot of 
it comes from experience. He's starting to 
come there. And his blocking has improved 
1,000 percent.” 

Another player whose improvement is 
measured in superlatives is flanker Clint 
Johnson. 

The sophomore's teammates have 
dubbed him “Cosmic.” But he knows it’s

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only a matter of time before someone calls 
him “The Next Rocket.” 

He does have Rocket-type speed (4.3 
in the 40). And Johnson and Ismail are both 
5-10, 175 pounds and electric. 

“I'm not here to follow in his foot- 
steps,” said the converted option quarter- 
back. “| talked to Rocket a lot, and he helped 
me. But I’m out here to be my own player 
and do whatever the coaches want.” 

Holtz considers Johnson a pleas- 
ant surprise, not a game-breaker. 
Johnson will get strong competition 
from junior Adrian Jarrell and perhaps 
from incoming freshman Mike Miller. 
The 5-7, 155-pounder from Texas has 
already been stuck with the flattering but 
unwanted label, “The Next Rocket.” 

Senior Tony Smith, the leading 
returning receiver (15 receptions) along 
with Brown, is back at split end. 
Sophomore Lake Dawson and junior 
William Pollard figure to see plenty of 
action at that spot as well. 

A stronger, sturdier Rick Mirer 
will once again run the offense. The 6-3, 
212-pound junior from Goshen, Ind., 
had the best statistical year in 1990 of 
any Irish quarterback in the past 25 
years. 

But that didn’t give Holtz all that 
much peace of mind. 

Holtz’s focus in the spring was on 
finding a capable backup for Mirer. And 
he is not certain he was successful. 

“| think one of the problems we 
had last year was when Rick Mirer be- 
came indispensable,” Holtz said. “When 
that happened, we lost the versatility of 
him running the option, running the 
‘bone,’ scrambling with the ball. 

“In the middle of the year, we 
didn’t worry about him getting hurt, be- 
cause we didn't know how good he 
was.” 

Holtz hopes to find out early in 
the season how good sophomores B.J. 
Hawkins and Kevin McDougal are. As 
freshmen, they saw a combined 12:16 of 
playing time. 

Both have loads of potential, but 
both had trouble getting the ball in the 
end zone in the spring. And Hawkins 
suffered a dislocated right elbow and a bro- 
ken wrist the last week of spring drills. 

Holtz’s hope is that Jake Kelchner can 
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get himself reinstated academically. The 6-3, 


212-pounder was dismissed from school 
prior to last season. 

“If Jake returns, | think it could really 
help our situation because | thought he and 
Rick Mirer were pretty close last spring,” 
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Holtz said. 

“But whoever it is, we have to get him 
on the field in critical situations early in the 
year. We are not going to go through what 
we did last year if we can avoid it.” 

Notre Dame certainly won't avoid 
running the ball, especially with the way 
sophomore fullback Jerome Bettis came on 
in the spring. That allowed Holtz to experi- 
ment with fullback Rodney Culver, Notre

Dame's leading rusher in 1990 (710 yards 
on 150 carries), at tailback. 

“Rodney Culver is what we call a 
tweener, part tailback and part fullback,” 
Holtz said. “And we plan to use him at both 
spots.” 

Culver ended the spring as the No. 1 
tailback, which is quite an accomplishment 
in light of the talent backlog at the position. 
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Junior Dorsey Levens continued his 
comeback from a knee injury suffered last 
summer. Levens had ended the spring of 
1990 as the No. 1 tailback but was not a big 
factor during the season due to the lingering 
aftereffects of the injury and subsequent 
surgery. 

Junior Reggie Brooks, who played 
tailback as a freshman, moves back over 
from the defensive backfield. But the most 
intriguing tailback prospect is sophomore 
Willie Clark. 

Clark began the 1990 season on 
offense but moved over to play free safety 
in midseason. He started in the Orange 
Bowl and made 11 tackles. 

Whenever you take a freshman 
who started at free safety and played well 
and you move him to tailback: A) You're 
stupid; B) You're insane; C) This guy has 
the chance to be an outstanding tailback. | 
would like to think the answer is C,’” said 
| Holtz. 

There are more answers than 
question marks on the offensive line with 
senior Lindsay Knapp and junior Todd 
Norman the front runners at tackle, 
sophomore Aaron Taylor and senior 
Mirko Jurkovic running No. 1 at guard, 
and senior tackle Gene McGuire moving 
back to his familiar center spot. 

Holtz’s biggest concerns this year, 
like last year, lie with the defense. But 
they've moved from the secondary to out- 
side linebacker. 

Senior Devon McDonald is the 
lone player with significant experience at 
that spot. But Holtz likes what he sees in 
sophomores Anthony Peterson and Oliver 
Gibson and converted tight end 
Karmeeleyah McGill. 

Jim Flanigan, a fiery sophomore, 
and junior Demetrius DuBose give Holtz 
two solid starters at inside linebacker. 
However, Holtz is concerned about the 
depth of the position. 

Consequently, expect to see some 
freshmen surface at both inside and out- 
side linebacker. 

Last year, it was the secondary that 
was freshman-heavy. And despite having 
a senior All-American in Todd Lyght, it 
played too often like a freshmen squad. 

The Irish gave up 267 yards a game 
through the air, while opposing quarterbacks 
completed better than 63 percent of their 
passes. 

“Our secondary is probably the most 
improved area on our team,” Holtz said. “We 
have eight defensive backs that | feel confi- 
dent with. 

“We don't have the great athlete like

The only hitting fifth-year senior Tony Brooks did in the spring was 
hitting his books. But the 6-2, 223-pound tailback from Tulsa, Okla., 
was expected to rejoin the team in the fall. The question is where. 


Coach Lou Holtz has a glut of talent at tailback, including Brooks’ 
younger brother, Reggie. Fullback is a possibility, though sophomore 
Jerome Bettis has that spot nailed down. 


“Tony Brooks has played very well at tailback,” Holtz said of the elder 
Brooks, who has rushed for 1,380 yards and a 5.0 yards-per-carry 
average in his college career. “But he could be at another position. | 
think he would make a great linebacker. We're just going to look at 
where he gives us the best opportunity to win.” 


Backup quarterback Jake Kelchner missed last season after being 
dismissed from school for academic reasons. He eventually enrolled 
at Holy Cross Junior College in South Bend, but not before he mulled 
over the idea of transferring. “When It happened, | knew | could get 
back if | really, really put my heart to it,” said the 6-3, 212-pounder 
fromBerwick, Pa., who needed a strong summer in the classroom to 
be reinstated. “But first | had to think about whether it was worth it and 
whether it'd be better to go elsewhere and start over. When | thought 
about it, this is where | always wanted to be.”

Lou Holtz will probably be watching tackle Justin Hall’s back closely 
this fall. But he won't have to worry about the senior’s heart. Four hours 
after undergoing back surgery for a disc problem in April, Hall was at 
spring practice cheering on his teammates. 


Senior Kenny Spears, once regarded as a “can't miss” prospect at 
fullback, will not play football again due to kidney problems. Spears 
ended up with 18 career yards on three carries. 


Senior defensive tackle Marc deManigold’s future is in doubt due to 
nerve ailment in his upper arm. 


Notre Dame football ticket prices were raised from $23 to $25. Notre 
Dame has had 19 players drafted the past two seasons. 


Notre Dame's 1991 schedule is the same as last year’s, except for two 
changes. The Irish open against Indiana, which replaces Miami (Fla.), 
and they've added a 12th game, finishing the season at Hawaii. The 
rest of the schedule, rated as the toughest ever last year by the NCAA, 
is the same, except for some of the sites. The other teams on the ’91 
schedule are Michigan, Michigan State, Purdue, Stanford, Pittsburgh, 
Air Force, Southern California, Navy, Tennessee and Penn State. 
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Todd Lyght. And we're still vulnerable to the 
bomb. But we're better back there.” 

Among the projected starters is se- 
nior strong safety Greg Davis, whose 
prowess this season should erase some un- 
welcome notoriety from last season. 

Davis was one of the Irish players 
who threw a block for Ismail during his daz- 
Zling fourth-quarter punt return in the 
Orange Bowl. Unfortunately for Davis, the 
official called it a clip. And the Irish go- 
ahead touchdown was called back. 

“The memory of that play will be hard 
to handle for a while,” Davis said. “It hap- 
pened. There's nothing | can do about it. At 
the time, | felt it was the thing that had to be 
done. | don’t sit there wishing | could take 
the thing back. It's just something I’ve had to 
deal with, something | hope will make me a 
better person.” 

Up front, senior George Williams, ju- 
nior Junior Bryant and sophomore Bryant 
Young give the Irish a formidable defensive 
line. 

“| think Bryant Young has the chance 
to be a great football player,” Holtz said. “I 
feel as positive about Bryant Young going 
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into his sophomore year as any player I've 
ever coached going into his sophomore 
year.” 

Junior Eric Jones, who missed spring 
practice due to a lacerated spleen, gives the 
Irish some flexibility when they go to a four- 
man front. And if Troy Ridgley can get his 
academics squared away, he'll add another 
dimension. 

All of this should make life more en- 
joyable for second-year defensive coordina- 
tor Gary Darnell. 

Darnell replaced the popular Barry 
Alvarez, who moved on to take the head 
coaching position at Wisconsin. And when 
the Notre Dame defense didn’t put up 
Alvarez-type numbers, Darnell put up with 
constant criticism. 

“| said this last year, | have tremen- 
dous confidence in Gary Darnell,” Holtz 
said. “He's an outstanding person and an 
outstanding football coach.” 

Holtz likes to coach his place-kickers 
himself or, more accurately, get on them. 

“But the only thing | tell Craig 
Hentrich is, ‘Stay for four years.’ ” Holtz re- 
marked. 
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Hentrich, a junior, was 16-for-20 on 
field goals in 90. And he was even more im- 
pressive as a punter. 

After setting a season record with 


44.6 yards per punt as a freshman, Hentrich 


topped it with a 44.8-yard average last sea- 
son. 

“Craig Hentrich is just a heck of a 
competitor,” Holtz said. “He’s a tremendous 
pro prospect, and he's a good enough ath- 
lete that he could play for us at other posi- 
tions.” 

Perhaps when Holtz’s poor-mouthing 
of his own team hits midseason form, he 
may bring that in as part of a worst-case 
scenario. 

But for now, Holtz remains upbeat. 

“I'm having fun,” he said. “I enjoy 
this group of people. We awakened on 
January 1 the past three years with a chance 
to win the national championship. As far as 
that happening again this year, chances are 
against it. 

“But we had a good spring. Our seniors 
will play the best football of their careers. We 
have some exceptional sophomores.

n August 31, 1988, during his 

morning prayer time, University 

of Colorado head football coach 
Bill McCartney felt compelled to begin writing 
a personal journal. He had no idea of the life- 
shaking events he would chronicle during the 
next year and a half — defeat and victory, 
shame and joy, death and new life. 

Nor did he foresee the ultimate tri- 
umph awaiting him a year after he laid the 
journal aside. 

McCartney's future appeared as 
bright as the Colorado sun that August 
morning. After six seasons at the CU helm, 
he had turned the once-beleaguered 
Buffaloes into a respected team. 

When McCartney was hired in 1982, 
he inherited a floundering squad that hadn't 
won the Big Eight Conference title in 21 
years. For players and fans, an afternoon at 
Boulder's Folsom Field had been as enjoy- 
able as an afternoon at Folsom Prison. 

The Buffs didn’t fare much better dur- 
ing McCartney's first three seasons, strug- 
gling to a 7-25-1 record. But instead of say- 
ing “CU later,” McCartney simply became 
more determined. 

In 1985, McCartney led his team to a 
7-5 record and its first bowl appearance in 
almost a decade. The Buffs were named the 
NCAAs most improved team, and 
McCartney was selected Big Eight Coach- 
of-the-Year. 

The following year, CU beat Nebraska 
for the first time in 19 years and finished 
with a 6-1 conference record. In 1987, the 
Buffs posted their best record in nearly a 
decade: 7-4. 

But as the ‘88 season began, a 
shroud of tragedy settled over Boulder. 

McCartney learned that his 19-year- 
old, unmarried daughter, Kristy, was preg- 
nant. The father was CU's quarterback Sal 
Aunese (who was no longer dating Kristy). 

Despite pressure from friends and 
some of Aunese’s teammates to have an 
abortion, Kristy decided to keep her baby. 
McCartney supported his daughter through- 
out her pregnancy and coached his team to 
even greater heights: an 8-4 record, another 
bowl appearance, and its first national Top 
20 ranking in more than a decade. 

The McCartney family had weathered 
a severe storm, but disaster struck again. 
Aunese was dying of stomach cancer. A few 
days later (in March of '89), Kristy gave birth

to Aunese’'s son, Timothy Chase. 

Thus, McCartney faced the task of 
preparing the team for a grueling season, 
helping his daughter as an unwed mother, 
and caring for his dying quarterback. 
McCartney hired the best doctors for Aunese 
and spent all the time he could with him. 

The struggle was compounded by a 
Denver tabloid’s story that portrayed Kristy 
as a partier and McCartney as losing his 
team's respect. 

About a month before the beginning of 
the ‘89 season, McCartney visited Aunese in 
the hospital and prayed with him. Aunese be- 
came a Christian. Two months later, he died. 

“| look back on that moment with Sal 
as a privilege,” McCartney says. “It’s a privi- 
lege to share the gospel with people, even if 
they don't listen. But in Sal’s case, | saw his 
heart changed. It’s very humbling to think 
that after all that happened, the Lord would 
let me hear Sal pray the sinners prayer. | 
count it a great joy.” 

At Aunese’s funeral, McCartney told 
the throng of more than 2,000, “We'd been 
praying for a physical miracle, but God gave 
Sal a far greater gift. He restored Sal spiritu- 
ally, which has everlasting ramifications.” 

Later, McCartney turned his attention 
to his daughter: “Kristy McCartney, you've 
been a trooper. You could have had an abor- 
tion or gone away and had the baby some- 
place else to avoid the shame. But you 
didn't. You're gonna raise that little guy, and 
all of us are going to have the opportunity to 
watch him. Kristy, | admire you. | respect 
you. | love you so much.” 

Aunese's death could have demoral- 
ized the team, but the Buffs rallied around 
their coach, dedicated the season to their

late quarterback, and stampeded through an 
undefeated regular season, the best in the 
school's 100-year history. 

CU whipped five Top 25 teams and 
toppled Oklahoma and Nebraska. Even the 
Orange Bowl loss to Notre Dame couldn't 
take the luster off the Buffs’ shining season. 

McCartney put aside his journal, but 
not his winning ways. In 1990, the Buffs 
fought their way through a bruising sched- 
ule, which included Tennessee, Illinois, 
Texas and Washington, and emerged with a 
second straight Big Eight title and a spot in 
the Orange Bowl. 

In arematch with Notre Dame, CU bat- 
tled its way to a one-point victory, an 11-1-1 
overall record, and the national championship 
(at least in the eyes of the Associated Press). 

“The 1990 season was much different 
from '89," McCartney says. “The '89 season, 
until the Orange Bowl, was smooth sailing. 
This past year we trailed in several games 
and had to come back. We faced controver- 
sy, such as the infamous fifth down at 
Missouri. And some of our players were 
more celebrated, putting a lot of pressure on 
them. But we demonstrated the mental 
toughness that champions display.” 

Today, McCartney's voice fills with 
emotion as he reflects over the past few 
years: “I strongly believe that almighty God 
orchestrates everything in my life. So, every- 
thing | go through is a walk with Christ. My 
faith has been strengthened tremendously. 
Silver is purified through fire, and so are 
you and |. In the tough times, the Lord is 
able to do His best work with us.” 

McCartney is a competitor. “I want to 
win every time | compete,” he says. 
However, he seems intent on making integri- 
ty, not winning, his cornerstone in Boulder. 

His players are benched or cut if they 
break team rules. Case in point: Heisman con- 
tender Eric Bienemy was held out of last season's 
key opening game against Tennessee. 

Bill McCartney's name is synony- 
mous with football, yet the game is not his 
No. 1 priority. “Does almighty God care who 
wins football games?” he asks. “No, | don’t 
think he does. But does He care who honors 
Him? He does. You can hang your hat on 
that. My mission in life is to conform to the 
image of Jesus Christ."

Huard), the top two defensive linemen 
(Stephen Hoffmann and Trevor Highfield), 
the top tight end (Mark Bruener), the top de- 
fensive back (Reggie Reser) and several 
highly-touted offensive linemen. 

USC and UCLA also put together 
strong classes. The Trojans got the quarter- 
backs they needed in Rob Johnson and Kyle 
Wachholtz and two highly regarded tailbacks 
in Dwight McFadden and JC transfer Estrus 
Crayton. 

The Bruins signed the No.1 lineback- 
er in the West, Jamir Miller, in addition to 
defensive back Teddy Lawrence and running 
back James Milliner, the state Player-of-the- 
Year in Virginia. 

Arizona State, recruiting amid 
swirling rumors that the 1991 season would 
be Coach Larry Marmie's last and the con- 
troversy surrounding the Martin Luther 
King, Jr. holiday controversy, had to be par- 
ticularly happy on signing day. The Devils 
signed their best class in years, led by two

SOUTHEASTERN 

There were some rather lopsided 
recruiting races this year. In the Big Ten, 
Michigan cleaned up. In the Pac-10, it was 
Washington. 

But in the Southeastern Conference, 
there was no clear-cut winner. Georgia had 
an excellent class. But so did Tennessee, 
Alabama, Auburn and Florida. 

Georgia signed one of the top quar- 
terbacks in the country in Eric Zeier and also 
got nearly every top lineman in the state. 

Tennessee and the rest of the confer- 
ence had to play a little catch-up. And no 
one did that better than the Volunteers. 
Coach Johnny Majors landed two of the top 
defensive linemen in the South, Antonio 
Robinson and Leslie Ratliffe, in the last 
weekend before signing day. The Vols also 
got a top-notch quarterback in Heath Shuler. 

Alabama pulled off a major coup in 
stealing tight end Dameian Jeffries away 
from rival Auburn and also got a top 


prospect in defensive back Willie Gaston. 

The Tigers weren't hurting too much, 
however. Auburn did sign two top running 
backs in James Bostic and Roymon 
Malcolm. 

The top jewel in the Florida class is 
linebacker Kevin Carter, whom the Gators 
yanked out from under Bobby Bowden's 
nose in Tallahassee.

oe Paterno was at Giants Stadium recently to accept the 

Lambert Meadowlands Trophy, awarded to the top team 

in the East, when a reporter, who apparently was unfa- 
miliar with certain Penn State policies, asked the veteran coach to 
comment on his recruiting class. 

“Recruits,” replied Paterno. “We don't talk about recruits,” 

In 26 years, Paterno has yet to talk about a high school play- 
er who committed to Penn State until fall football begins. The 
school's sports information department doesn't even release a list of 
recruits on national signing day. 

In fact, one of the only ways to learn who Penn State is re- 
cruiting is to stake out the remote campus in central Pennsylvania. 
Nothing like a four-hour drive on Route 80 just to learn who might 
be the Nittany Lions’ next great linebacker. 

“There is such a maturation process that has to take place 
when a kid goes from high school to college,” said a Penn State as- 
sistant coach. “You put extra pressure on a kid by building up ex- 
pectations. Joe never thought that was fair.” 

Paterno, of course, did not alter his philosophy this year, 
even though there was greater demand for comment on what some 
experts believe was the nation’s best recruiting class. Penn State, 
which begins play in the Big 10 in 1993, signed such standouts as 
New Jersey running back Stephen Pitts and Pennsylvania lineback- 
er Todd Atkins. 

Some think a significant reason for Penn State's success was 
due to Paterno becoming more involved in the recruiting process in 
the hopes of laying the foundation for a team that could win the 
Rose Bowl. Others say Paterno has always gotten personally in- 
volved in wooing his most sought-after recruits. 


“Paterno has always been a great closer,” said one recruiting 
expert. “When he comes into a recruit's home, he's as good a closer 
as there is at selling his school.” 

This year, Paterno tried sell Penn State to players as far away 
as California, and he made strong inroads in Big 10 country by 
signing such standouts as lineman Scott Stratton and running back 
KiJana Carter of Ohio. The mere appearance of Paterno at a recruit’s 
home or school can be enough to persuade the player to sign with 
Penn State. 

“He's a big legend around here,” said Atkins, of Laurel, Pa. 
“When | was growing up, | went to a Penn State game once and met 
him. He was real down-to-earth. He just seems like another guy 
you'd meet walking down the street.” 

In an age when many high school stars hold press confer- 
ences to announce the college of their choice, Paterno’s low-key 
philosophy has turned out to be an added recruiting tool. Penn 
State’s entire recruiting approach is as unpretentious as Paterno 
himself. 

“You stay in the dorms when you visit Penn State,” said 
Stratton. “At other schools they put you up in a nice, big, fancy 
hotel room. It's all show. Penn State isn’t glamour. Just look at their 
uniforms. They're humble, but they know they're good.”

Biggens wanted Thomas to join him 
in College Station, and he was ready to give 
him yet another sales pitch, if need be. 

He never did get through to Thomas. 
But, in the end, he didn’t need to. Thomas 
signed with A&M, as did Biggens. As did 
several other top players in Texas. 

Not only did the Aggies sign the top 
two running backs in the state, they also 
signed the top quarterback in Tommy 
Preston, the top kicker and punter, and got 
the No.1 prospect, regardless of position, in 
defensive end Sam Adams. 

“| wish we could have gotten two or 
three Sam Adamses,” said Coach R.C. 
Slocum. “He was our No.1 choice and heads 
a recruiting class that | believe says a lot 
about the quality of our program.” 

Not to mention a thing or two about 
the Aggies’ prospects for the future. 

Baylor surprised a few folks by sign- 
ing two of the top five running backs in the 
state in Louis Fite and Clarence 
McCullough. 

The real headliners in what Coach 
Grant Teaff called his best recruiting class in 
his 19 years at Baylor were on defense, 
though. Defensive tackle Charles Horton 


from Dallas leads that group, along with 
linebackers Donnie Laurence, Jr. and 
LaCurtis Jones. Horton was in on 119 tack- 
les, had five sacks and also blocked five 
field goals for Carter High, a perennial Texas 
powerhouse. 


INDEPENDENTS 

As well as Michigan recruited, the Penn 
State class appears destined to qualify as the 
Big Ten's top haul when the Nittany Lions offi- 
cially join the league in three years. 

The same can be said in the ACC, 
when Florida State hops aboard, and in the 
Big East, for that matter, when it becomes a 
legitimate football conference with the addi- 
tion of Miami. 

The recruiting classes of those three 
schools will help to tilt the field and the con- 
ference races in future years, but they're all 
still independents for 1991. 

Florida State, which ranked right at the 
top with Notre Dame in 1990, had another ex- 
ceptional year, considered by most to be in the 
top three with Penn State and Michigan. 

Coach Bobby Bowden signed four of 
the top players in Florida in defensive back 
Derrick Brooks, wideout Phil Riley, offensive

bottom,” Bowden said on signing day. “The 
measuring stick about how you feel is not, 
‘Gee, we didn’t get this or we didn't get that,’ 
but would you swap with Notre Dame or 
Penn State? The answer is no. 

“We had linemen as our priority, but 
it's amazing. We ended up with the best skill 
people we've ever had.” 

Smith, who rushed for 2,409 yards and 
31 touchdowns as a senior at Lake Howell 
High, was said to be the top prospect in the en- 
tire country, if there can be such a thing. His 
great speed (4.4 in the 40-yard dash) and 
strength (745-pound squat) helped him rush 
for 6,733 yards and 88 touchdowns in his prep 
career. On top of all that, Smith maintained a 
3.0 grade-point average. 

Notre Dame reportedly had some 
trouble with tighter academic standards but 
still managed to land some true blue chip 
talent. Wide receiver Mike Miller is perhaps 
the top player in the ND class, along with 
defensive back Tracy Graham and linebacker

More than anything else, Spurrier 
and his Mr. Rogers image helped rebuild the 
reputation of a badly tarnished program. 

Senior defensive tackle Brad 
Culpepper, a lifelong expert on Spurrier, 
said, “This is the first time in a long time we 
have nothing hanging over us. | feel like we 
were a Clean team anyway. I've been here 
since ‘87, and nothing corrupt has ever hap- 
pened. Everything has been by the book. 

“It makes me mad when we get la- 
beled a problem team. But his public image 
iS SO good, people are gonna think, ‘They're 
obviously running a clean program now.’ 
Well, we have been running a clean pro- 
gram. 

“But people want to see a clean cut 
guy running the program, and that's definite- 
ly Coach Spurrier.” 

Culpepper’s father, Bruce, was a se- 
nior co-captain at Florida when Spurrier was 
a freshman. 

“Ever since | was a little tyke, | was 
going to reunions of old Gator players,” said 
Culpepper, whose father is a Tallahassee at- 
torney. “I’ve pretty much known Coach 
Spurrier all my life. He seemed like just an- 
other guy at first, just another of those old 
players. 

“He was nothing special, until | start- 
ed to play football. Then | realized what he 
had accomplished. He recruited me out of 
high school for Duke. | looked at them, even 
though | didn’t make an official visit. But | 
liked what he had to say, as a person and as 
a coach. 

“And | was thrilled to death when | 
heard he was coming here, because | knew 
he would win.” 

Through the '80s, the Gators have 
been known for their ornery defense. 
Spurrier never sacrificed that side of the ball 
while installing his record-bashing offense. 

Spurrier triples as head coach, offen- 
sive coordinator and quarterbacks coach. 

“They got a bargain when they got 
Coach Spurrier,” cracked Reaves, who was 
selling commercial real estate when he ap- 
plied for Spurrier’s staff. “He didn't need me. 
He just gave me a break to get into college 
football.” 

Nowadays, a head coach in college 
or pro football is more like the chairman of 
the board. Few act as their own coordinators 
and fewer still act as a position coach. 

Spurrier has had no trouble juggling 
those three footballs. 

“| don't know of another coach in the 
Southeastern Conference who calls the 
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plays,” he said. “But that's pretty much what 
I'm gonna do. | think | got the head coaching 
jobs at Duke and the University of Florida 
because of what the offense has accom- 
plished on my teams. 

“| think it would be very foolish of me 
to hire a coach to call the plays. | really be- 
lieve play-calling is very important in foot- 
ball. Some coaches don't. | really do. 

“| would not enjoy being just a semi- 
athletic director, doing fund raising and 
going to meetings. Hey, | enjoy recruiting 
and all that other stuff. 

“But | think my strengths are an abili- 
ty to coach offense and just get everybody 
else playing together as a team. That's the 
totally fun part of it for me.” 

The totally amazing part of his debut 
at Florida last year was the offense’s instant 
turnaround. 

“He came in with a new offense and 
they just dominated people,” said defensive 
standout Culpepper. “And they did it with the 
same people we had the year before. 

“(Quarterback) Shane Matthews was 
here before, but he didn’t play as much. We 
had the same offensive line, the same run- 
ning backs, the same receivers. Teams that 
we could only score seven points on the 
year before, like Georgia, we were scoring 
43, 


“That's a direct reflection of his 
coaching.” 

As publicist Humenik pointed out, 
“The defense stayed right where it's been. 
We were fifth in the nation for the third 
straight year. Basically, we shattered every 
offensive record in school history. 

“We set 14 single-season team offen- 
sive records. We were the second or third 
most productive offense in SEC history — it 
depends on the category. And we were in the 
Top 10 in the NCAA in most categories.” 

Spurrier had no trouble pinpointing 
last year's turning point. 

“The key for us was the second game 
of the season when we won at Alabama (17- 
13),” Spurrier said. “They're a big, strong, 
powerful team. They ended up with the best 
defense in the conference, even better than 
us, That was the first game Florida won on 
TV and the first time we'd beaten a good 
team in two or three years.” 

Spurrier didn't say it, but that game 
did more than anything to set the tone for 
his new regime. The Gators broke out to a 
narrow early lead. In the past, they would 
have tried to sit on it with their defense. And, 
as it turns out, they would have not had 
enough points to win. 

Not these Gators. They come to play, 
which in Spurrier’s book means they come 
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to pass. 

“His philosophy is kind of an all-out 
assault,” Reaves said, “like a fullcourt press 
in basketball. It's relentless pressure. And he 
strives for perfection. Of course, you never 
achieve it, but it's one of his goals.” 

Spurrier is not too modest to take 
pride in the offensive show of a year ago. 

“Our margin of victory was the largest 
in school history, 19.6 points per game,” he 
said. 

And that comes despite two bad beat- 
ings, by Tennessee (45-3) and archrival 
Florida State in the finale (45-30). 

“That's hard to explain,” Spurrier 
said, “because our defense was fifth in the 
nation. The Alabama game was the only 
Close victory we had.” 

Florida’s margin of victory is less 
mysterious. 

“As offensive coordinator, | obviously 
want to have the best offense we can have,” 
Spurrier said. “Most head coaches just want 
to win the most games. The idea creeps into 
their minds, ‘Don't beat yourself. Don't beat 
yourself.’ 

“So you start running the ball three 
times and punting. Instead, we start throw- 
ing the ball. That can backfire on you, but, 
hopefully, your quarterbacks are well- 
schooled in not making the big, stupid play 
to get you beat.” 

To run.a top offense, you must have a 
top quarterback. Matthews, a fourth-year ju- 
nior, is just that. 

“If he improves like he did last year,” 
Spurrier said, “he may be the best quarter- 
back in the nation.” 

And the Gators, off probation at last, 
may improve their No.11 ranking and make 
a run at being the best team. 

“The sky's the limit,” Culpepper said. 

Come what may, Spurrier, a young- 
looking 46, doesn't figure to change. 

As former publicist Carlson put it, 
“He basically is the same person now as he 
was when he came as a freshman, other than 
the normal changes of maturity and experi- 
ence. 

“As a freshman, he was a very re- 
laxed, poised, low-key person who always 
seemed to be in control of whatever situa- 
tion he was in. 

“He never got too far out of the mid- 
dle of the road. He never got too worked up 
when things went well. He never got too 
down when things went bad. 

“He was just a real solid person, and 
he still is.” 

As it turned out, the Gators didn’t 
need a new miracle worker. The old one has 
done just fine.Q

You hear them complain about Houston quarterback David 
Klingler not having an experienced backup. You also hear them com- 
plain about UH running up the score to pad Klingler’s stats. 

Every team should have such problems. 

The Southwest Conference, once a league ruled by runners, is 
now a Klinger-led glamour place for quarterbacks. 

Klingler, who nixed an early departure to the pros, completed 
374 of 643 passes last year for 5,140 yards with 54 TDs and 20 inter- 
ceptions. His backup, Tim McCauley, threw only 16 passes. 

Klingler threw 11 TDs in an 84-21 victory over Eastern 
Washington. In three games, he threw seven TDs and was only frus- 
trated once, against league-champ Texas. 

Texas won that game because of its own quarterback, Peter 
Gardere, who went down with a knee injury early in spring training. 
Luckily for the Longhorns, Gardere only needed rest, something he 
didn't afford defenses last year. 

Gardere wasn't that spectacular last year, completing 159 of 
282 passes for 2,131 yards with 11 TDs and just seven interceptions. 
The yardage was the second best in UT history, and his interception 
rate of 2.5 percent was a school record. 

However, it’s Gardere’s ability not to make mistakes that earned 
him second-team All-Conference honors. Everyone said, “All he does 
is win,” 

TCU built a 5-1 record behind the electrifying Leon Clay be- 
fore a hairline fracture of the thumb on his throwing hand ended 
Clay's season. Clay was ranked No. 5 in NCAA total offense (252.6 
yards per game) before the freak injury. 

Clay was 119 of 223 for 1,565 yards with 16 TDs and only 
seven interceptions. 

Senior Matt Vogler was an adequate replacement for Clay. 
Vogler hit 136 of 281 passes for 1,646 yards with seven TDs. He 
didn't, however, have Clay's magic, and threw 16 interceptions. 

A&M made Lance Pavlas its starting quarterback last year, try- 
ing to diversify what had been a run-oriented attack. But Pavlas 
couldn't supply the spunk of the option-oriented Richardson. 
Richardson took over the controls at the midpoint and led the Aggies 
to a 9-3-1 season and a 65-14 victory over Brigham Young in the 
Holiday Bowl. 

Richardson was the Offensive MVP in the win over BYU, hit- 
ting 9 of 11 passes for 203 yards. For the year, Richardson completed 
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FOR QB’s 


59 of 116 for 847 yards and carried 97 times for 670 yards (6.8), ac- 
counting for 12 TDs. 

Texas Tech's Jamie Gill, a hero in a 9-3 season two years ago, 
finished only four of seven starts last year and was sorely missed as 
Tech slipped to 4-7. 

Well, Gill is back and his replacement, Robert Hall, is no 
longer a frazzled freshman. Gill threw for 1,080 yards last year and 
Hall 1,581 more as Tech averaged 29 points and 377 yards per game, 
but the SWC-leading 38 turnovers were killers. 

Some people laughed when Baylor signed J.J. Joe two years 
ago, saying he was too short. He's listed at 6-0, but is probably closer 
to 5-10 or 5-9. Now, few care; they only know he can run and throw. 

Joe, who started the season as a third-stringer, came off the 
bench to spearhead an upset of Texas Tech. Five weeks later, Joe was 
Sha nenolng for SWC Newcomer-of-the-Year honors when he broke 

is hand. 

Joe completed 43 of 73 passes for 714 yards with five TDs 
and two interceptions. He added 197 yards rushing on 64 carries, 
giving Baylor the speed it needed to return to the veer. 

SMU's Mike Romo already ranks 11th in all-time SWC pass- 
ing yardage with 5,361 yards in just 21 games. Romo, who has 
thrown 33 passes in two years, missed spring training after undergo- 
ing knee surgery. 

Rice's chance to keep improving hinges on junior Greg Willig 
and redshirt freshman Randall Schultz. Willig caddied for Donald 
Hollas for two years, leading the Owls to a victory over Baylor as a 
freshman. 

Quinn Grovey, who led Arkansas to a pair of Cotton Bowl 
berths, is gone. The Razorbacks had only two scholarship quarter- 
backs during spring drills, Gary Adams and Jason Allen, who com- 
bined to attempt 10 passes last year. 

Last year, Texas A&M showed the country the SWC can still 
pound out the yardage between the tackles. This year, UT should re- 
place A&M as the conference's best rushing team. 

Butch Hadnot, Phil Brown and Adrian Walker combined for

1,498 yards rushing last year with 15 TDs. Hadnot and Brown were 
only freshmen. Hadnot, the bruiser-burner at 214 pounds, was the 
SWC’s Newcomer-of-the-Year and reminds one of a former UT great, 
Earl Campbell. 

Rice raves about junior Trevor Cobb, already a 1,000-yard 
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rusher. The consensus All-SWC performer is just 47 yards shy of the 
school’s career rushing mark. Cobb rushed for 1,325 yards last year 
on 283 carries (4.7) with 10 TDs. 

TCU doesn't run the ball much, only 248 times last year, but 
when the Frogs do, they call on Curtis Modkins. The junior carried 
209 times for 893 yards, the fifth-best total in school history. 

A&M's conference-leading attack lost its 1-2 punch in Darren 
Lewis and Robert Wilson, but no one’s crying for the Aggies. A&M is 
rebuilding but doing it with Parade All-Americans. 

Fifth-year senior Randy Simmons (35 rushes for 179 yards) 
may finally get his chance at tailback, but if redshirt freshman Greg 
Hill is as good as advertised, Simmons may end up at fullback. 

Doug Carter and Keith McAfee are experienced reserves who 
have waited their turn, but heralded freshmen Rodney Thomas or 
Wilbert Biggens may end up taking Richardson’s pitches. 

Tech returns 85 percent of its rushing attack in senior Anthony 
Lynn and sophomore speedster Donald Marshall. Lynn powered his 
way to 884 yards out of the |, while Marshall managed 151 yards in 
the final two games in relief of Lynn. 

The veer is only as good as its fullback, and Baylor believes 
Robert Strait is ready to live up to his prep All-American status. 
Strait, as a redshirt freshman, rushed for 462 yards last year with nine 
TDs. He improved throughout the season, rushing for 78 yards 
against UT in the season finale. 

Tailback E.D. Jackson led Arkansas last year with 596 yards 
but scored only five times. JC transfer Tony Jeffery went through 
spring drills and was impressive enough to allow the Razorbacks to 
transfer Ron Dickerson (391 yards rushing) to the defensive sec- 
ondary. 

SMU's rushing attack is gaining ground as Kevin Love (469 
yards rushing on 131 carries) and Rongea Hill (410 yards on 83 car- 


ries) both rushed for more than 100 yards in the victory over 
Vanderbilt last year. 

The quarterback gets all the attention in UH's run-and-shoot, but 
for the past two years, running back Chuck Weatherspoon picked up the 
tough yards. Weatherspoon, who rushed for 1,097 yards and caught 49 
passes for 560 yards last year, will be impossible to replace. His backup, 
junior TiAndre Sanders, carried 18 times for 80 yards.

Good quarterbacks make good receivers, right? Or is it that 
good receivers make good quarterbacks? 

TCU loves to throw the ball these days. Why not? “Los Tres 
Hombres” — tight end Kelly Blackwell (64 catches for 832 yards), 
wide receiver Stephen Shipley (59 catches for 796 yards) and slot- 
peels Woodley (56 receptions for 653 yards) — are there to 
catch it. 

Texas Tech has the type of receivers to make the Red Raiders 
winners, whether Hall or Gill takes the snaps. 

Seniors Rodney Blackshear and Anthony Stinnett and sopho- 
more Lloyd Hill could give “Los Tres Hombres” a battle. 

Blackshear, an All-American candidate, had 44 catches last 
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year for 973 yards and nine TDs. His 22.1 yards per catch average 
was the best in the country. Stinnitt, a junior college transfer, blos- 
somed late and ended with 21 catches for 354 yards (16.9). Hill, a 
Parade All-American in high school, had 20 catches for 314 yards in 
a three-game stretch before a foot injury slowed him. 

Rice’s Willig should breathe easier when he sees Eric Henley, 
Chris Miller, Louis Balady and Winston LaVan back. Henley had a 
team-high 48 catches last year for 607 yards (12.7) and five TDs. 

Graduated Manny Hazard and Patrick Cooper caught 117 of 
Klingler's passes last year for more than 1,700 yards and 19 TDs, but 
the Cougars still have plenty of weapons. 

Tracy Good (67 catches for 616 yards), Marcus Grant (37 
catches, 662 yards) and Verlond Brown (27 catches for 436 yards) 
should make UH's run-and-shoot go. 

Baylor lost Greg Anderson, but with Melvin Bonner (11 catch- 
es for 277 yards) and Lee Miles (11 catches for 221 yards), the Bears 
have outside speed. 

SMU had only two pass completions longer than 35 yards last 
year and averaged just 9.8 yards per completion. Mustang Jason 
Wolf (55 catches for 462 yards) was ranked No. 18 in the country last 
year in receiving but missed spring drills with an injury. 

Brian Berry started the final seven games for the Mustangs last 
year and had 31 catches. Junior Korey Beard was fourth with 27 
catches, and junior Daniel Echols added 23. 

A&M's Tony Harrison (five catches for 64 yards) is the only 
player on the roster to have caught a pass last year. The Aggie may be 
forced to play as many as three freshmen. 

Texas could be in trouble. Gone are Johnny Walker and twins 
Keith and Kerry Cash. That trio combined for 95 receptions and 10 
TDs last fall. The leading receiver among the returnees is Darrick 
Duke, who caught only seven passes, but two were for scores. Kenny 
Neal, Mike Davis and Graylin Johnson have potential but no experi- 
ence. 

Arkansas might design more passes to the tight end since 
Lyndy Lindsey and Kirk Botkin combined for 26 catches last year, 
amassing 260 yards and five TDs. Sophomore Tracy Caldwell (25 
catches for 429 yards) is a sure thing at split end for the Hogs.

Baylor's decision to return to the veer attack was made easier 
by its experience in the offensive line. 

The Bears rushed for an average of 230.6 yards per game last 
year and return all five starters. 

Guard Monte Jones (6-2, 283) was a consensus All-SWC pick 
while center Scott Baehren (6-2, 267) and guard John Turnpaugh (6- 
3, 295) were on several publications’ second-team units. 

Baylor's tackles will be Craig Bellamy and Adam Arroyo, while 
backup Matthew Gantt started all 11 games. 

Texas has a solid unit led by left tackle Chuck Johnson, a sec- 
ond-team All-SWC pick. However, the Longhorns gave up 32 QB 
sacks last year and will sorely miss All-SWC tackle Stan Thomas. 

Right guard Jeff Boyd is also back for UT while left guard Scott 
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Gooch saw plenty of action. 

Tech returns four linemen led by senior Jason Duvall (6-3, 
275) and junior tackle Charlie Biggurs (6-4, 277). Center Brad Elam 
(6-3, 265) started the last seven games while Bingo Mancillas (6-3, 
265) and Peter Allen (6-1, 270) shared time at the other guard. 

Also returning are four of the five blockers responsible for 
putting Rice's Cobb over the 1,000-yard mark. Gone is center Richard 
Segina, who will be replaced by Kenneth Pinkston. 

Rice may have the best pair of pulling guards in Trey 
Teichelman and Larry Stuppy. Tackle Mike Applebaum is solid, but 
fellow tackle Billy Baldwin has been plagued by weight problems and 
injuries. 

UH graduated four seniors who protected Klingler like a baby 
and will rely on junior college players to fill the void. Right guard 
Mike Gisier (6-4, 305) is the lone starter back, but he’s a dandy. 

A&M rushed for an SWC-record 3,829 yards last year, but the 
lone lineman back is right guard John Ellisor. 

SMU returns two-year starters in left tackle Kyle Carroll, left 
guard Matt Hart, center Matt Wisenbaker and right guard Oscar 
Rosales. The unit needs to improve its pass blocking. The Ponies al- 
lowed 54 sacks last year, 39 in the final six games. 

TCU will have a hard time replacing a four-year starter and a 
pair of three-year starters. Senior guard John Marsh and center David 
Breedlove do return for the Frogs. 

Arkansas, which rushed for fewer than 200 yards per game last 
year, is reshaping its offensive line. The center of that line will remain 
Mark Henry, who was voted second-team All-SWC by several papers.

Texas’ defensive front four will play a big part in the 
Longhorns’ chances of repeating. 

End Shane Dronett, a third-team All-American last year, teams 
up with All-SWC tackle James Patton for an imposing left side. 
Dronett had 73 tackles, 46 of them solos. He had 10 QB sacks and 21 
QB pressures. Patton added 60 tackles, eight QB sacks and 16 QB 
pressures. 

The UT right side wasn't far behind with tackle Tommy Jeter, a 
second-team pick, and part-time starter Bo Robinson. 

Baylor returns three dandy seniors in Santana Dotson, Marcus 
Lowe and Robin Jones. 

Dotson, All-SWC last year, is being touted for the Outland 
Trophy, the Lombardi Award and All-American honors. Dotson will 
play end and tackle. 

UH gave up an average of 480 yards per game last year. The 
Cougar defense should be improved this year, starting with the line. 
UH returns nine linemen who accounted for 197 tackles. 

Two of Rice's leading tacklers last year are back. Diminutive 
nose guard Matt Sign (5-10, 220) had 63 tackles and five QB sacks. 
Tackle Corey Seymour added 42 tackles while Shawn Alberdin had 35 
tackles in seven starts. 

Tech end Mike Liscio had an outstanding season last year, 
recording 12 tackles behind the line. But Lisco needs help, and the 
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Raiders will look at transfers. 

TCU returns Roosevelt Collins and Trunji Bolden at the ends, 
but they lost the four players who manned the middle spots. 

Arkansas had trouble putting pressure on the quarterbacks, 
who completed 66.4 percent of their passes against the Hogs last 
year. Nose guard Owen Kelly and tackle Scott Long anchor the line 
while redshirt freshmen Henry Ford, Terry Spencer, Curtis Thomas 
and Terry Akins are fighting for jobs. 

Byron Bonds started 10 games last year for SMU and led the 
team with 4.5 sacks, the most for the Mustangs since 1985. Uzo 
Okeke, the other end, added 3.5. 

A&M has had trouble finding linemen in its 3-4 alignment in 
recent years because of injuries. Redshirt freshmen Kefa Chatham 
and Eric England, another pair of Parade high school All-Americans, 
might be the answer.

Texas A&M has been supplying the NFL with linebackers for a 
decade, and another pair who will audition for the draft this fall will 
be Anthony Williams and Quentin Coryatt. 

Williams had 113 tackles and Coryatt 92. Outside linebacker 
Marcus Buckley (47 tackles, eight QB pressures) also returns with the 
newcomer in the 3-4, Purdue transfer Steve Solari. 

Outside linebackers Boone Powell and Anthony Curl (103 
tackles) had solid seasons for UT, but the Longhorns must replace 
All-SWC middle linebacker Brian Jones. 

Baylor returns its first four linebackers: Brian Hand, Lee 
Brudere, Curtis Hafford and LeShai Matson. 

Houston returns its two leading tacklers in Eric Blount (123) 
and Ryan McCoy (116). 

Rice might feel good about having Alzono Williams (56 tack- 
les) and Joey Wheeler (54 tackles) back at linebacker, but the Owls 
will have to replace All-SWC performer 0.J. Brigance, who had 109 
tackles. 

Texas Tech's Matt Wingo had 135 tackles last year, the second- 
best mark in the SWC. However, several of the tackles should have 
been made by someone on the line. 

Arkansas returns Mick Thomas, Ty Mason and Shannon 
Wright. Thomas has led the Hogs in tackles two straight years. 
Thomas had 136 tackles and Mason 95. Outside linebackers for the 
Hogs are Darwin Ireland (98 tackles), Tyrone Chatman and Ray Lee 
Johnson. 

SMU linebacker Bill Kiely is a two-time team MVP. He had 144 
tackles last year while outside linebacker Chris Collins had 7.5 sacks. 
Jason Bednarz and Omar Thompson are the other Mustang lineback- 
ers returning. 

TCU returns only one linebacker, Brad Smith, who had 84 
tackles.

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ix straight losing seasons have 
done little to dampen the enthusi- 
asm that makes Jim Wacker tick. 

“We were unbelievable once, and we 
can be again,” said Wacker, coach of the 
Texas Christian University Horned Frogs. 

“Unbelievable” was the buzzword in 
1984 when Wacker led TCU from the depths 
of the Southwest Conference to its first bowl 
game in 25 years and first winning record in 
over a decade. 

The vibrant son of a Lutheran minis- 
ter from Detroit made purple proud again, 
lifting TCU to heights not approached since 
the 1950s. 

TCU won five SWC titles. 
from 1944 to 1959, and the 
names of Davey O’Brien and 
Sammy Baugh became legend. 

But if the glory days had 
indeed returned to the small 
private school in Fort Worth, 
they were short-lived. 

One game into the 1985 
season, Wacker suspended 
seven key players, including 
All-American running back 
Kenneth Davis, for taking pay- 
ments from boosters, a viola- 
tion of NCAA rules. The practice 
was traced to the regime of pre- 
vious coach F.A. Dry. 

It was a bombshell, 
nonetheless. 

The resulting NCAA 
sanctions staggered the pro- 
gram which Wacker had turned 
around in his second season 
after an illustrious tenure at the 
small college level. 

TCU's 8-4 mark in 1984 
remains the school’s only win- 
ning season in the last 31 
years. 

Wacker, 54, maintains a 
hint of bitterness toward the 
NCAA, which he felt was unfair 
to TCU in its investigation. 

He said the university suspended the 
players on advice from the NCAA. 

Then, after lauding TCU for its self- 
disclosure, the NCAA leveled the program 
with what the coach called the “second- 
toughest penalty ever” — second only to 
the “death penalty” handed SMU in 1987. 

“Because of the unfairness of the 
penalty, the way the situation was handled, | 
would never trust the NCAA again to the ex- 
tent that | did back then,” Wacker said. “How 
would | handle it if it happened again? | 
would never be able to tell you. But we'd 
handle it. That much | know.” 
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Wacker said he questioned his own 
decision to suspend the players. 

“The day after it happened, | told the 
investigator from the NCAA | had slept on it, 
and | wasn't sure | was being fair to the 
kids,” Wacker said. “He told me, ‘Jim, you're 
the one guy that's finally made a stand.’ 

“| believed ’em. Would | believe ‘em 
again? No. Burned once, you know, it’s your 
fault. Burned twice, it's my fault.” 

TCU was forced to give back the re- 
ceipts from its 1984 Bluebonnet Bow! ap- 
pearance, was banned from appearing ina 
bowl game in 1986 and was docked 30 
scholarships, 20 in 1986 and 10 in 1987.

The NCAA limit at the time was 30 scholar- 
ships per year. 

“The hypocrisy of it really bothers 
me,” Wacker said. “We had total self-disclo- 
sure and all the violations were by another 
staff. And we lost more scholarships than 
anybody. Now, that never has made a whole 
a lot of sense to me.” 

The shockwaves have not totally sub- 
sided. TCU’s senior class next season will 
be from the class that included just 10 re- 
cruits. Next year's juniors are the class of 20 
signees. 

“We're finally at the point where we're 
getting the scholarships back,” Wacker said. 
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“The problem was it took the guts out of us. 
| know this: We are a lot more competitive 
this year than we have been. We've got a 
better chance to win right now than we have 
at any time since 1984, just simply because 
we are out from underneath the penalty.” 

TCU dipped to 72 scholarship play- 
ers from the NCAA limit of 95 and will be up 
to about 85 this fall. That will be just in time 
for NCAA cutbacks from 95 to 85 over the 
next three years. 

“Well, at least things are starting to 
balance out,” Wacker said. “We can live with 
that.” 

Wacker said TCU's troubles were 
multiplied because, being a private 
school, the high tuition costs cut 
down the number of walk-ons. 

But it also multiplied the sat- 
isfaction of being able to rebuild a 
shattered program. 

Wacker made it look easy in 
winning four small college national 
championships, two NAIA Division 
ll crowns at Texas Lutheran College 
and two NCAA Division II titles at 
Southwest Texas State. After his 
1982 SWT team went 14-0, TCU 
hired him to rekindle a program that 
last won a conference title when 
Dwight Eisenhower was in the 
White House. 

“It looked pretty easy here in 
our second year, too,” he said. “We 
were ona roll, and if the NCAA 
thing had not happened, | believe 
we'd still be up there. | have no 
doubt about that. Now, eventually, 
we'll be back up there again.” 

TCU started 5-1 last season 
before blossoming sophomore 
quarterback Leon Clay broke his 
hand, and the meat of the schedule 
took its toll. The Horned Frogs lost 
their last five games. 

With one season remaining 
on a contract that was extended 

after TCU's Bluebonnet Bowl appearance, 
speculation centered on Wacker's future. 

TCU chancellor Dr. William Tucker 
and athletic director Frank Windegger hud- 
dled and then gave Wacker a one-year 
rollover contract extension. Not an over- 
whelming vote of confidence, but enough to 
make Wacker's enthusiasm bubble over. 

“l agree with what the administration 
did,” Wacker said. “I think it’s realistic. No. 
1, I'm not for tenure, for coaches or for any- 
body. 

“If you don’t produce, and they don't

ther than for a few second-team 

linemen trying to work their 

way into the starting lineup, 
there was little to excite anyone about that 
scrimmage on that sunlit spring training af- 
ternoon at TCU late last March. 

That would have seemed particularly 
true for one Kelly Blackwell. Certainly noth- 
ing Blackwell did or did not do during that 
30-minute session in question would influ- 
ence his involvement in the Horned Frogs’ 
one-back offense in the fall. Not since now- 
assistant coach Dan Sharp had been a piv- 
otal figure in the march of the 1984 team to 
an 8-3 record and a berth in the Bluebonnet 
Bowl had a tight end played so important a 
role in a team’s offensive success as did 
Blackwell in 1990. 

A consensus All-Southwest 
Conference and third-team All America se- 
lection, the 6-foot-3, 240-pound Blackwell 
led the nation in receiving for his position in 
Division |-A. He caught 64 passes for 832 
yards and five touchdowns, 

So what happened on one spring 
training play just didn’t figure for a guy like 
Blackwell. But there's the key. This was not a 
guy like Blackwell. This was the real in- 
your-face item. 

And after all, it was third-and-six, 
which is the same to a tight end as a 3-and- 
2 fast ball is to a home run hitter. 

Blackwell lined up right. Quarterback 
Leon Clay called signals out of a no-backs 
set. Despite the formation chicanery, the 
only person in the stadium who did not 
know that Clay would be looking for 
Blackwell was a defensive tackle who had 
just left the scrimmage and, with his back to 
the field, was just then intent on replenish- 
ing his diminished oxygen supply. 

At the snap, Blackwell headed down- 
field roughly 10 yards. There, he planted his 
right foot and cut across the middle into 
heavy traffic. After checking downfield for an 
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opportunity he could not refuse, Clay pulled 
the trigger to Blackwell, who caught the ri- 
fled pass with a linebacker counting the 
hairs on the back of his neck. 

The linebacker hit an instant after 
Blackwell's arms cradled the package, his 
hands scrambling to find a handle on 
Blackwell's churning body. Then came a 


il 


safety, who met Blackwell's shoulder thrust 
under a full head of steam. The safety suc- 
ceeded in halting Blackwell's momentum but 
failed to knock him off his still-moving, 
though now-tangled feet. 

Blackwell shook off the safety’s hit 
and was regaining a couple yards of lost ar- 
tificial turf when another linebacker and a 
defensive end simultaneously joined the 
fray, finally bringing Blackwell down to earth 
with help from a pursing defensive tackle. 

Blackwell shook himself loose from 
the pile, bounded up and immediately began 
arguing over the spot of the ball, though he 
had picked up the first down with a yard to 
spare. 

When Blackwell steps on the field, 
the lights are always on and the stands are 
always filled. 

“| enjoy running over people,” 
Blackwell had said less than two hours earli- 
er. “It makes me feel good. When it takes

three or four people to bring me down, | 
know I’m doing my job. 

“| think that’s what separates a good 
athlete from a great player, that extra drive.” 
TCU safety Tony Rand, an all- 
Southwest Conference candidate, says he 

cannot remember ever trying to tackle a 
player harder to bring down. 

“I can't think of any,” he said, after a 
long pause to consider the question. 

Head coach Jim Wacker said that in 
30 years of coaching he’s never had a player 
who gained more post-contact yardage or 
who relished more the opportunity. 

“He adds punch to our offense,” 
Wacker said, emphasizing with an appropri- 
ate fist. 

That from a lifelong Veer coach who 
only two seasons ago changed horses to the 
one-back set, incorporating a tight end. 

“Am | glad now we went with the tight end 
instead of the run-and-shoot,” Wacker said. 

The reason TCU does not run a pure 
run-and-shoot offense, preferring a hybrid 
of the style of Miami coach Dennis Erickson, 
is precisely because of Blackwell's presence. 

“We looked at our personnel back 
then, and we saw some pretty solid tight 
ends who were going to be men without a 
country,” said Bob DeBesse, voted SWC 
Offensive Coordinator-of-the-Year by his 
peers last season. “We knew we wanted a 
strong running attack, and we knew we 
wanted Kelly Blackwell on the field. It was a 
natural thing to do. 

“Obviously, Kelly is a very versatile 
tight end. He's the best blocker on the team 
and also led the team in receiving last year. | 
think that says something.” 

So does the style with which 
Blackwell plays. 

“There are few people who can match

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his sheer competitiveness,” DeBesse said. 
“One of the ways the fans see that manifest- 
ed on Saturday is his determination to break 
tackles and make extra yardage. That's not 
so much ability as it is heart.” 

Blackwell and heart are two reasons 
why TCU has a chance to be something bet- 
ter than 5-6 this season. The heart comes 
from the fact that most of the players return 
from a team that streaked to a 5-1 record 
with four second-half comeback victories 
and rose to No. 19 in the United Press 
International coaches’ poll, the Frogs’ only 
ranking since '84. 

Among returning players on the of- 

== fensive side are 

those who caught 
236 of TCU’s 258 
pass completions 
for 2,995 of the 
3,237 yards. 
Besides 
Blackwell, they in- 
clude 6-5 contor- 
tionist junior split 
end Stephen 
Shipley (59 re- 
ceptions, 796 
yards, six touch- 
downs), sopho- 
more slotback 
Richard Woodley 
(56 catches, 653 
yards, four touch- 
downs) and sophomore flanker Kyle 
McPherson. Though he caught only 16 
passes last season, McPherson averaged 
20.3 yards a reception and scored five 
touchdowns. 

TCU was the seventh-best passing 
team in the country last year, averaging 295 
yards and more than 28 points a game. 

Two things stand in the way of TCU's 
improvement in '91: rebuilding an offensive 
line that lost three starters each with three 
years of experience and shoring up a de- 
fense that slowly crumbled in November. 

“Those are two pretty big ifs,” Wacker 
said. “The offensive line is a question mark 
right now. But | believe we will be better de- 
fensively, and that is a big key to how well 
we do this season.” 

Add to that list hitching another ride 
on the magic carpet the Horned Frogs rode 
from the time they twice came from two- 
touchdown deficits in the fourth quarter to 
win at Missouri (20-19) to when the then- 
injured Clay came within one errant pass to 
a wide-open McPherson of bringing the 
Frogs back to victory against Baylor in an

SPRING UPDATE 


As a freshman quarterback, TCU’s Tim Schade has in addition to 
watching hours of video tape of the Horned Frogs’ one-back offense is 
also trying to emulate the best things he has gleaned from watching 
upperclassmen Leon Clay and Matt Vogler operate. Even Schade, 
however, admits he was stretching a point recently when he broke a 
bone in the thumb on his right hand in the Purple-White scrimmage that 
ended spring training. 


“That's going a little far,” he said. Schade is expected to be fine by the 
fall. And if Clay’s recovery from a similar injury last October is any 
indication, he will be better off for the experience. “Coming off that 
broken thumb, | really didn’t expect Leon to have a very good spring,” 
admitted split end Stephen Shipley. “I thought it would take him some 
time to get his confidence back. But Leon picked up right where he left 
off when in the last game he played before he got hurt.” 


Clay’s savvy performance in spring training, punctuated by tight, 
carbon-copy spirals, was apt corroborative evidence of Shipley’s 
testimony to Clay's revival. There was more after the Frogs concluded 
what coach Jim Wacker called the best spring during his 9-year tenure. 
“Leon showed so much poise and confidence last year as a 
sophomore,” Wacker said. “But compared to where he is now as a 
quarterback, he was not even close.” 
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Vogler, now a former NCAA-record setting quarterback and Schade, 
the promising youngster, will have to wait. TCU’s potentially-potent 
offense will follow Clay's strong-armed lead into the 1991 season. 
“Everything seemed clearer to me this spring,” said Clay, who did not 
throw an interception during any spring scrimmage. “And because of 
the continuity at most of the receiver positions, it was like we could read 
each others minds. Now, it’s like | can read the coaches’ minds, though 
| try not to suggest too much. If the offensive line jells, we could be 
better on offense than we were last year.” 


Defensive coordinator Marc Dove believes that despite some 
personnel losses and a pre-spring question at tackle, TCU’s defense 
could in '91 be as good as it was through five games in ’90. But the 
question lingers as to the quality of the offensive line, which lost a trio 
of starters with two years experience in the offense. The unit did make 
marked improvement from the first week of spring to the last. 


“The players really worked and we made progress in some key areas: 
defensive tackle, depth at running back and a real improvement in the 
quarterback situation from a year ago,” Wacker said. “At this point, who 
knows? But (1991) could be a fun, fun season.” No broken bones about 
it. 
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eventual 27-21 loss. Clay, who was then 
ranked No.5 nationally in total offense, was 
lost for the rest of the season when X-rays 
taken the next week revealed a hairline frac- 
ture in his right thumb. 

To that point, TCU’s defense had 
worked with the explosive offense to help 
paint some scintillating finishes. 

In the dramatic comeback over 
Missouri, Rand intercepted and returned a 
pass 21 yards to the TCU 48 to begin the 
clinching touchdown drive. On the ensuing 
kickoff, redshirt freshman Greg Evans stole 
the ball out of the hands of Tigers’ Niu Sale, 
whose 52-yard punt return had given 
Missouri a 19-7 lead with less than nine 
minutes to play. 

Tackle Kenneth Walton caused a fum- 
ble that set up a go-ahead (24-21) field goal 
the next week against Oklahoma State, and 
Evans’ 41-yard scoring interception on the 
first play after the kickoff sealed the 
Cowboys’ fate. 

An interception set up a TD, and re- 
turning defensive tackle Dan Dougherty re- 
turned a midair fumble 38 yards to score in 
a 41-21 victory over SMU. 

Rand blocked a punt on the opening 
series and recovered for a touchdown in 
opening the door to a. 54-26 rout of 
Arkansas. 

“We've got to build on what we had 
for those first five or six games last year,” 
defensive coordinator Marc Doves said. “We 
have to improve our consistency. We inter- 
cepted 18 passes last year, but we ranked 
eighth in pass defense.” 

Though backup Matt Vogler would 
throw for a then-record 769 yards against 
the University of Houston the week after 
Clay was lost, TCU would give up 827 total 
Offense yards, lose 56-35 and not win again 
the rest of the season. 

Vogler suffered a separated shoulder in 
the Houston game. He hung on to play in loss- 
es to Texas Tech and the University of Texas 
while the Frogs desperately held on to the red- 
shirt of promising 6-5 freshman quarterback 
Tim Schade. But as the offensive efficiency and 
spark flickered, so did the defense. TCU scored 
only 20 points total in its final two games 
against SWC powers Texas and Texas A&M. 
The opposition scored 94. 

“| wasn't conscious of anything dying 
the day we lost Leon but, looking back, 
Baylor was the pin that burst our bubble last 
season,” said Blackwell. 

“| don’t know if we felt invincible be- 
fore that, but we felt we could overcome 
anything. You can put 11 athletes out on the 
field, and it doesn’t work if you don’t have 
chemistry. We had that part of last year. Matt 
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is a great passer, but Leon was a big part of 
the magic. 

“We didnt have it by the end ofthe season,” 

Clay is back and throwing better than 
at any time in his career. Despite the ques- 
tion marks, Blackwell believes TCU can re- 
capture the light in a mayonnaise jar. 

“Oh yeah,” he said. “Last year was So good 
for our confidence. That was the first time since I've 
been here that an entire group, not just two or three 
players here and there, believed we could accom- 
plish anything. 

“| want to have the best senior year | 
can have. But my main goal is to help turn 
this program around and get a winning tra- 
dition started here again.” 

Ironically, Blackwell could have been a 
part of any number of winning traditions around 
the country. Every other SWC school came call- 
ing during Blackwell's senior year as well as 
UCLA, Ohio State, lowa and Colorado. 

He instead chose to attend TCU, 25 
miles from his home in suburban North 
Richland Hills. 

“You've got to understand, | don't just 
play for myself,” Blackwell said. “| wanted to 
stay home so my family could enjoy seeing 
me play in college.” 

Ironically, Blackwell doesn’t seem the 
type who would need to rely on a support 
group. His competitive attitude has in the 
past spilled over into face-to-face admoni- 
tions of his teammates. Other players re- 
spect him. They just don't vote for him in 
captains elections. 

That's not news to Blackwell. Nor 
does it disturb him. 

“lL expect a lot from myself, and | ex- 
pect a lot of others,” Blackwell said. 
“Sometimes it doesn’t come across very 
good with teammates, but! feel when you're 
out on the field, you're out there to give your 
best. If you're not giving it, | don’t hesitate to 
be vocal about it. 

“If | hurt people's feelings, | apolo- 


gize. | think my teammates know I'm not 
doing it just to be bad-mouthing them. 

“But you can’t be buddy-buddy with 
everyone,” he said. “Sometimes that doesn’t 
get a response. That's part of life, and that's 
part of sports. Everyone isn’t going to be 
your buddy in the business world. They're 
going to tell you to get your butt moving or 
get out. 

“If we're winning, and we're getting ev- 
erything we can out of everyone, | don’t mind 
not being the most popular guy on the team.” 

Blackwell enters the season with 117 
receptions for 1,393 yards and seven touch- 
downs, a career average of 11.9 yards a 
catch. But of all the passes he’s caught, he 
remembers two he didn’t. Last year, he came 
two passes shy of breaking an SWC receiv- 
ing record for tight ends, held by former 
Texas A&M player Rod Bernstine, who 
played last year with the San Diego 
Chargers. 

“I'd like to break that record this 
year,” Blackwell said. “To go into the last 
game (against A&M) needing only three 
(catches) and to get only one, really hurt. 

“But just to be in that position was 
great for me, coming from 33 (catches) a 
year ago, But | want to keep building.” 

That may be hard to do. Opposition 
defenses will be concentrating harder on 
him than they did a year ago. He knows that. 

“It's going to be much harder to catch 
that many passes this year,” he conceded. 
“That's why I’ve been working on more pre- 
cise routes and why I've set a goal to catch 
every pass thrown to me. 

“| know,” he said, putting up his hand 
like a traffic cop. “Catching everything 
thrown to you is an impossible thing to do. 
But that’s the kind of goal | have to set if I'm 
going to be the best player | can be.” 

In spite of his reputation as a blocker 
— tight end coach Joe Pannunzio figured 
that 80 per cent of TCU’s 237 yards rushing 
ina 31-21 victory over Oklahoma State 
came behind blocks thrown by Blackwell 
and 300-pound strong tackle Bret Alexander 
— and his ability to catch, Blackwell's best 
may not be good enough for the National 
Football League. 

“I'm not the prototype NFL tight end,” 
Blackwell said. “! may not be tall enough or 
fast enough (4.7 range) or strong enough 
(he bench presses 365 pounds), but I'll play 
pro ball because that's something I've want- 
ed in my heart since | was three feet tall and 
could throw or catch a ball. 

“| don’t know where or when, but I'll 
play pro ball,” he said. 

Bet on it taking more than one person 
to argue the point.Q

want you, | don’t want to be here. | like free 
enterprise — where the harder you work 
and the better you do, the more you benefit 
from the fruits of your labor. I'm not sure if 
it's in the best interest for a university to 
have to pay $500,000 to get rid of me or any 
coach.” 

Windegger admitted that few places 
would hang with a coach who has had six 
losing seasons. 

“That's true, but we feel you have to put 
everything into the equation,” he said. “Jim ex- 
cels in every area but winning, and we are hop- 
ing he can still get over the hump.” 

Windegger said there has to be a place 
for a coach who tries to do things right. 

“The bad part is wins and losses are 
the things most coaches are evaluated on,” 
he said. “We need people like Jim Wacker in 
our business.” 

The athletic director said he is con- 
vinced TCU would have cleared the hump 
last year had Clay not been injured. 

Wacker, who brought an impressive 
104-32-1 record to TCU, is only 33-54-2 in 
eight seasons with the Horned Frogs. He 
has yet to beat state powers Texas and Texas 
A&M, but then TCU has not beaten either 
since 1971. 

Furthermore, his four predecessors 
were a combined 28-100-4. 

Wacker questioned his own coaching 
enough to make the dramatic switch from 
the triple option veer to the triple shoot, a 
mix of the run-and-shoot and veer, in 1989. 

Some viewed it as a desperation 
move since Wacker had used the Veer with 
great success for 18 years, beginning in 
1971. He even authored a book on the of- 
fense, “The Explosive Veer Offense.” 

Wacker said the success of Houston's 
John Jenkins with the run-and-shoot 
prompted him to make the change. 

“The change has really been good for 
me,” he said. “I still like the veer offense, but 
this has been one of the most fun things in 
coaching for me. It has been great for my 
development as a football coach and my 
staff's development. The new kid on the 
block is the one-back or no-back offense 
and wide-open, throwing the ball.” 

Wacker pointed to Houston's success 
and said, “John Jenkins is a guru. | don't 
care what anybody says. He has changed the 
face of college football more than any single 
individual.” 

Wacker, who holds a doctorate in ed- 
ucation from Nebraska, said he never has 
had anything more than passing doubts 
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about his ability to coach. 

“Sure, after a bad loss you always 
doubt yourself,” he said. “But, as you reflect 
back on it, you know what we went through 
here. You take away 30 scholarships from 
any major college program and see where 
they'd be right now. 

“And this school didn’t have any win- 
ning tradition to begin with. Over the long 
haul, I've always said, ‘Have patience. You'll 
get there.’ ” 

Some of Wacker's critics contend he 
is out of his league, that his “rah-rah” style 
would be more effective at the smaller 
schools. 

“That doesn't have anything to do 
with it,” Wacker said. “We proved that our 
second year here (going from 1-8-2 to 8-4). 
How in the world do you have the biggest 
turnaround in the country if you don’t know 
what you're doing?” 

His critics can say what they want, 
but Wacker maintains he is running a pro- 
gram that he is proud of. 

He points out that 20 of 21 seniors 
from last year graduated by May. The last 
finished up in summer school. He also 
noted that four of the seven players he boot- 
ed off in 1985 completed their degrees. A 
fifth is about to. Wacker is convinced TCU 
can compete with the big state schools and 
their vast resources. 

“| don't think that's as big a deal, and 
| think we proved that back in ’84,” he said. 
“We had the same resources then as we 
have now. 

“You win with players, and you win 
with coaches who are good teachers and can 
develop talent. 

This is a good school and sells itself. 
That really isn’t a problem here.” 

His voice booming, Wacker contends 
the NCAA membership did little to solve the 
real problems at January's convention, 
where cost containment was a central theme. 

“It's just one guy's opinion, but | be- 
lieve we solved all the non-problems and ig- 
nored the real ones,” Wacker said. “We keep 


passing rules with no way to enforce them 
and police them.” 

Wacker said the “real problems” in- 
clude toughening academic standards na- 
tionwide and addressing cheating on college 
entrance exams. 

SWC presidents voted in December to 
ban admission of athletes who fail to meet 
NCAA Proposition 48 entrance requirements. 

“Why didn't the presidents address 
that as a national issue?” he said. “It's a big 
advantage to the schools who can get those 
athletes in. The other schools are penalized 
for toughening their standards.” 

Regarding cheating on the SAT and 
ACT, Wacker said, “Everybody knows it is 
happening. But was it even discussed at the 
NCAA Convention? No.” 

The coach says he can live with the 
decision to cut back spring training for 
Division I-A schools to 25 days, 10 in 
pads. 

“But there is no policing of the off-sea- 
son program,” he said. “If a coach is willing to 
cheat in the off-season, boy, does he have an 
advantage. Nobody comes to check.” 

Wacker also disagreed with the cut- 
back in scholarships. “That's the one area 
we shouldn't cut back on,” he said. “There 
are a lot more than things we can cut back 
on than scholarships.” 

Wacker said he doesn't want his tone 
to mean everything is negative. We are 
doing some good things. We are at least 
testing for steroids now.” 

Wacker said the view of the NCAA 
Convention is often from the “Ivory Tower.” 

“What people have to realize is that 
we (major college coaches) are in the most 
competitive business in the world,” he said. 
“The reason is the pressure to win and so 
many people getting fired. That's not going 
to change. But let's recognize it for what it is. 
We have got to set up a realistic policing 
policy for the rules we do have, not keep 
adding new ones.” 

Wacker, in his 21st year as a college 
head coach, plans to be around for awhile. 

He returns the majority of players 
from last year's squad, including 13 of 22 
starters, plus both kickers. 

“It's the best chance we've had since 
'84,” he said. “What's going to happen? Who 
knows? But | know this: We're in the best 
position we've been in the last six years.” 

Wacker said he doesn’t want to make 
any brash predictions. 

“But | do believe that unbelievable 
could come back. If we turn it around, it will 
be unbelievable again,” he said. “And that's 
one of the fun things about making it hap- 
pen at a place like TCU."O)

Rice’s RESURRECTION CoNnTINUES

enior quarterback Donald 

Hollas shredded the record 

book at Rice last year, led the 
Owls to within one victory of their first win- 
ning season in 27 years, then packed away 
his cleats and set his sights on an NFL ca- 
reer. 

The magic he brought to South Main 
Street, however, has by no means done a 
vanishing act. 

Not with confident junior Greg Willig 
and redshirt freshman Randall Schultz bat- 
tling to grab the wand and continue the Owls 
along the flight path resulting from their 
“New Set of Wings” in 1990. 

“| think myself and Randall can do 
most of the things that Donald did, and 
there's a few things that we can do individu- 
ally that Donald couldn't do,” said Willig, a 
6-foot-6, 210-pound junior from La Mirada, 
Calif. 

“A lot of people asked coach (Fred 
Goldsmith) after last season if he was going 
to change the offense to take advantage of 
what Greg does or what Randall does. 

“But with the people we have coming 
back — Trevor Cobb, Eric Henley, four of 
the five starting offensive linemen — | think 
either one of us can come in and do the job 
in this offense, win games rather than lose 
games.” 

Such talk has been commonplace on 
this campus throughout the last three 
decades. Rarely has it been more than idle 
chatter. 

That all began to change three years 
ago when Goldsmith was lured away from a 
comfortable position as defensive coordina- 
tor with then two-time defending Southwest 
Conference champion Arkansas. 

A winning attitude came closer to re- 
ality when Hollas, projected last season by 
the National Scouting Combine as the na- 
tion’s second-best collegiate quarterback, 
moved over from the defensive secondary 
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two years ago. 

It crystallized even more last year 
when the Owls, with a 5-6 record, posted the 
best campaign at Rice since 1980 when Ray 
Alborn also had a 5-6 record. 

It became more of a reality with the 
help of Cobb, a 5-9, 175-pound junior who 
became the first Rice running back to rush 


for 1,000 yards in a season. 

“Its hard to say what's the difference 
between a winner and a loser,” says Schultz. 
“But you can just tell Coach Goldsmith has 
got the winner in him. 

“The winning attitude is everything. 
The players believe in him and he believes 
in us.” 

And had Willig, subbing for the in- 
jured Hollas in the season finale, completed 
a come-from-behind finish against Baylor, 
Rice not only would've had a 6-5 record, but 
the Owls would've been in position to gain 
their first bowl berth since 1961. 

The Bears, who led 17-0 at halftime, 
sneaked away with a 17-16 victory. It sepa- 
rated the Owls from their first winning sea- 
son since the legendary Jess Neely fash- 
ioned a 6-4 record in 1963. 

But Willig’s performance that sunny 
afternoon of Nov. 17, 1990, at Rice Stadium 
gave Goldsmith an indication of what he 
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might expect this year — if Willig survives 
the battle with Schultz. 

“More than anything I'm battling my- 
self right now, trying to learn the system,” 
said Schultz, a 6-1, 200-pounder from 
Austin. 

“| sat through the meetings all last 
fall. You can watch on film until the day you 
die. But you've got to get out there and gain 
experience. 

“Although I've had just a few prac- 
tices now and have been getting the ‘reps’ 
(repetitions), I’m just trying to improve as 
much as | can. That's the key for me.” 

“Both of them have had a fine 
spring,” said Goldsmith, who added he'd 
feel comfortable with either at quarterback 
this fall. 

Roughly translated, the 47-year-old 
coach is confident either can complete the 
transformation Goldsmith began three years 
ago. 

“This year,” says Willig, “I think ev- 
erybody realistically thinks we can win, as 
opposed to hoping we could win or wanting 
to win. 

“Now we really believe we can win, 
and the players will go out and do that. 

“It's a world of difference from when | 
came here,” Willig said. “They were coming 
off their 0-11 season back then. 

“There was a new coaching staff. The 
players really didn’t know how to feel, how 
to get ready for the season with those new 
coaches. 

“Coach Goldsmith is so upbeat, so 
positive. They weren't used to that.” 

Schultz grew impatient watching last 
year. “It was hard,” he says. “I had started 
every year since I've been playing football. 

“| never sat on the bench in high 
school. | played as a freshman. So | wasn’t

used to not playing. 

“But it was great to see us do so well. 
All the recruiting promises Coach Goldsmith 
had made, and then to see them come true? 
It was just great.” 

Whoever wins the starting quarter- 
back job — Willig or Schultz — will proba- 
bly only hold it a year. 

Bert Emanuel (6-1, 180), one of the 
more highly-recruited quarterbacks in the 
nation two years ago, has transferred from 
UCLA. 

“He throws the ball on a rope 40, 50 
yards accurately downfield,” one member of 
Rice's sports information staff said of 
Emanuel. “He's the quarterback of the fu- 
ture.” 

Whoever inherits the position this 
season will have a tough time matching the 
talents of Hollas, who equaled the SWC 
record of 11 rushing touchdowns by a quar- 
terback. That's also a Rice school record. 
Hollas also accumulated the second-most 
touchdowns by an Owl in a season; he was 
surpassed only by Dicky Maegle's 12 in 
1954 


Hollas ran for four touchdowns 
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against Texas Tech, setting a record for a 
Rice quarterback. 

He became the first Owl to gain more 
than 2,000 total yards in two different sea- 
sons. 

“There's no question Donald was a 
great quarterback,” says Willig, “and we're 
not going to be able to do a lot of the things 
that he did. 

“But maybe there's things we can do 
to help this team, and we can still be as ef- 
fective offensively.” 

An ankle injury knocked Hollas out of 
the Baylor game in the first half. But Willig, 
who twice in his freshman season filled in 
when Hollas was injured, was ready for the 
Call. 

Tony Barker plucked a fumble out of 
the air shortly after halftime and returned it 
50 yards for a touchdown that brought Rice 
to within 17-10. 

And Willig, with less than two min- 
utes left in the game, twice ran for a first 
down on fourth down to help keep alive a 
64-yard scoring march that gave the Owls a 
chance at victory. 

That drive ended with Nigel 
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Codrington, the SWC indoor high jump 
champion, leaping high to outbattle three 
Baylor defenders and snatch a 34-yard scor- 
ing pass from Willig with 1:03 remaining. 

The Owls, going for a two-point con- 
version, were stopped initially but got new 
life when Baylor was called for offsides. 

Given the extra chance, Rice was 
again stopped when Willig was blindsided 
and sacked while trying to pass. 

That grounded the Owls, but it galva- 
nized Willig who, in his collegiate debut in 
1989, twice tripped and fell with a wide- 
open path to either run or throw for a touch- 
down against Southwestern Louisiana. 

“| had a pretty rough start,” he said, 
“then had a pretty good game later that year 
against Arkansas.” 

Hollas was injured in the first half 
against Arkansas, paving the way for Willig 
to gain his first collegiate start two weeks 
later against the Bears. 

“Although we beat Baylor (6-3), | 
didn't have a very good performance,” says 
Willig. “Houston (65-0 loss in the season fi- 
nale) was dismal. 

“And then to come back my sopho-

SprRING UPDATE 


Rain played havoc with the Rice Owls during spring workouts. But 
third-year coach Fred Goldsmith was confident the goals he set for 
the 22-day session were met. 


“We wanted to make sure of our basic fundamentals and come out of 
the spring with no significant injuries,” said Goldsmith. “And we did 
that. We feel confident we're ready for the fall.” 


Thunder boomers pushed the start of spring drills back two days. 
Another deluge that dropped 10 inches of rain on the Houston area in 
less than 24 hours late in the spring pushed the concluding drill back 
another day. 


It didn’t dampen the efforts of junior Greg Willig. After a slow start, the 
6-foot-6, 210-pounder forged to the front as the heir apparent to Donald 
Hollas, the record-setting quarterback who graduated last year. Willig, 
who is tusseling with redshirt freshman Randall Schultz, had a bad 
outing in the first spring scrimmage, but rebounded to lead the Owls in 
passing. 


Running back Trevor Cobb continued the type of performance that 
last season saw him become the first Owl to rush for 1,000 yards or 
more in a season. Cobb, despite being limited by a sprained ankle, 
rushed for 1,325. 
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Eric Henley appears to have bounced back from the injured ribs that 
limited his performance in 1990. He set a school single-season record 
in 1989 with 81 receptions, third-best nationally, but caught only 43 
passes last year. 


Goldsmith's focus during the spring was on defense, where the Owls 
lost four performers, including record-setting senior linebacker O.J. 
Brigance. “I've still got some concerns on defense,” Goldsmith said, “all 
those big plays O.J. made, and just for us to get bigger and stronger 
up front. 


“If we can have the best 22 players out on the field and stay healthy 
each week, then we'll have a chance every week. That's all you can 
ask for. But | think we definitely have got to get some young and 
talented players to play at the level of some of the older folks at several 
spots on defense.” 


The kicking game is a concern for the Owls as graduated Clint Parsons 
handled all placements and punts. Redshirt freshman Sam Baldwin 
had a good spring and will be the punter. Darrell Richardson, another 
redshirt freshman, will handle placements, even though he missed 
some spring drills to pitch for the Owls’ baseball team. 
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more year and sit most of the year was dis- 
appointing. 

“But to have the kind of game | did 
against Baylor, bring us back, at least give 
us a shot to win, | feel really comfortable.” 

Now Willig will probably have to 
translate that feeling to a position of leader- 
ship with the first-team offense. 

The offense, said Goldsmith, per- 
formed well during spring drills. That's es- 
pecially true of tailback Cobb. 

A junior from nearby Pasadena 
Dobie, Cobb rushed for 1,325 yards and 10 
touchdowns last season. He shattered the 
school record of 945 yards set by Stahle 
Vincent in 1971. 

Against Baylor, Cobb gained only 35 
yards. That increased his career rushing 
total to 1,870 yards. He averaged 120 yards 
per game in 1990 and set a Rice record with 
283 carries. 

He is within reach of the career rush- 
ing record (1,917 yards) set by Kosse 
Johnson from 1951-53. 

Despite a sprained ankle that briefly 
kept Cobb out of spring drills, Goldsmith 
said he showed the same kind of brilliance 
as last year. 

“The whole running game has never 
looked better with our blocking,” Goldsmith 
said. “| hope that's because the offensive 
line has continued to improve and not be- 
cause of a porous defense.” 

The only person missing from the of- 
fensive line is center Rich Segina, who com- 
pleted his eligibility. 

Kenny Pinkston, a 6-2, 270-pound ju- 
nior, and redshirt freshman Bill Goins (6-3, 
260) have shown promise as his replacement. 

Junior tackle Mike Applebaum (6-2, 
260) and senior guard Trey Teichelman (6-3, 
275) will flank either Pinkston or Goins on 
the left side. 

Guard Larry Stuppy (6-4, 265) and 
tackle Joel Dawson (6-4, 245), a pair of se- 
niors, provide the protection on the right side. 

Dawson has been one of the brighter 
surprises. He was moved over from the de- 
fensive line and has jumped ahead of junior 
Billy Baldwin (6-4, 320). 

Baldwin was a disappointment last 
season. The largest player ever recruited at 
Rice, Baldwin injured an ankle during fall 
preseason workouts and never worked him- 
self back into adequate playing shape. 

Another surprise on offense has been 
the move of Otha Latin, a 5-10, 180-pound 
senior, from the defensive secondary to a 
backup position behind senior wingback 
Eric Henley (5-8, 155). 

Latin’s emergence has allowed 
Goldsmith to work Henley, the third-leading 
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receiver in the nation two years ago, at both 
inside and outside receiving positions. 

Sophomore Herschel Crowe (6-2, 
175) continues to impress as the outside re- 
ceiver. 

Junior Louis Balady (5-10, 180) has 
taken over for the graduated Courtney 
Cravin at split end. 

With such an outstanding support cast 
at receiver, Henley should approach the level of 
performance he reached two years ago. 

Henlye had only 48 catches last year 
after posting 81 receptions in 1989. 

Henley should become Rice's all-time 
leading receiver sometime this year. He had 
607 receiving yards as a junior while play- 
ing the middle part of the season with in- 
jured ribs. 

In the last three years, Cobb has 
caught 197 passes for 1,789 yards. David 
Houser owns the school record with 152 
catches for 2,358 yards set during the 1974 
and 1976-78 seasons. 

Tight end has seen a whale of a battle 
develop between senior Tim Winn (6-2, 215) 
and sophomore Kolis Crier (6-1, 225). 

The Owls lost only three players on 
offense. There are four slots to fill on de- 
fense, the biggest being the linebacker posi- 
tion vacated by 0.J. Brigance, who set sin- 
gle-season and career school records for 
tackles. He had 109 stops last season. 

“Tony Barker (6-3, 240) has had an 
excellent spring filling in for O.J.,” said 
Goldsmith. 

But Barker's chief competition, senior 
Richard Duggan (6-1, 215), was used spar- 
ingly in the spring. 

Duggan is recovering from shoulder 
surgery. “He's only been able to hit live for 
four or five days,” said Goldsmith. 

While there are question marks in the 
secondary, Goldsmith got a big boost when 
Nathan Bennett moved from a backup tail- 
back position to free safety. 

“We have a little guy named Trevor 
Cobb who's going to be back there for two 
years,” said Goldsmith. “And we wanted to 
put our best 22 players on the field. 

“That's why we moved Nathan. And 
he's really taken to the position. 

“He covers a tremendous amount of 
ground. He's intercepting balls; he hits you 
like a linebacker. He's just a natural.” 

With veteran Tim Fitzpatrick having 
completed his eligibility, Goldsmith has 
been searching for a second defensive end. 

Doug Shaw (6-3, 220) has moved 
ahead of Deric Rutherford (6-2, 225) at that 
spot in a battle of redshirt freshmen. 

Junior Matt “Stop” Sign (5-10, 230) 
is one of the smaller nose guards in the 


SWC, but he’s one of the best. 

Using extreme speed and quickness, 
Sign was the leading tackler among Owls 
defensive linemen with 63 stops. 

Junior Corey Seymour (6-3, 255) 
continues a steady performance at defensive 
tackle. 

Junior Joey Wheeler (6-1, 215) joins 
Barker at inside linebacker, while junior 
Alonzo Williams (5-11, 200) holds down the 
right outside linebacker slot. 

Junior Antonio Wilson (6-0, 180) and 
sophomore Sean Washington (5-11, 180) 
continue to slug it out at left cornerback. 

Juniot Jarret Palmieri (5-10, 175) 
and freshman Kerry Lewis (5-10, 180) are 
locked in a battle at strong safety. 

While sophomore Bennett (5-11, 
185) has shown well at free safety, he will be 
pressed by senior David Griffin (5-10, 190), 
who missed most of last year with a shoul- 
der injury and is recovering from off-season 
surgery. 

The right cornerback position be- 
longs to 5-8, 180-pound junior Clifford 
Jackson. 

Clint Parsons shook himself out of an 
up-and-down first three years to have a 
solid senior season as the Owls’ place-kick- 
er in 1990. 

Darrell Richardson showed promise 
as his replacement in the spring before don- 
ning a baseball uniform for the Owls. 

“What a phenomenal guy,” said 
Goldsmith. “He walked six guys in one in- 
ning the other night, walked 12 for the 
game, struck out four, and beat the 
University of Texas. 

“That just goes to show you, he hung 
in there through a bad inning. He's not 
going to be fazed by missing a kick. He's 
going to come right back the next time.” 

Richardson will apparently also han- 
dle kickoffs. 

Sam Baldwin was consistent as the 
Owls’ punter this spring. 

No matter the outcome of the quarter- 
back duel, the Owls could improve on their 
5-6 record. 

“Our first priority is a winning sea- 
son,” said Goldsmith, who took over the 
Owls when they were mired in the nation’s 
longest losing streak at 18 games. 

“Then we'll take it from there. We had 
a long way to go in this program. We're get- 
ting over the hump. |'m afraid we're spoiling 
some people a little bit here. 

“But we're going to make it. That's the 
great feeling here now. Our kids know that, 
the staff knows that. 

“People are getting excited and are 
getting behind us again.”

Smith had 59 tackles last year and seven interceptions, giving 
him 18 career thefts. Derrick Frazier (50 tackles, 10 pass deflections) 
returns at the other cornerback and Chris Crooms (64 tackles) at 
safety. 

Patrick Bates, a transfer from UCLA, had an impressive spring 
and nailed down the other spot. 

Houston has a wealth of experience in the secondary. Five 
players who started last year at various times are back, along with 
three others who alternated as starters, and two reserves. 

Jerry Parks led the Cougars with 99 tackles, Kenny Perry 
added 56, John Brown 50 and Daniel Johnson 49. Parks also had a 
team-high eight interceptions. 

Strong safety Lance Gunn, an All-SWC performer, will try to 
become UT's vocal leader in the secondary, replacing All-American 
Stanley Richard. Gunn had 43 solo tackles last year, broke up 14 
passes and had three interceptions. Gunn is fronted by returning 
starters at the corners, Mark Berry and second-team All-SWC pick 
Grady Cavness. Van Malone, a two-year letterman, will take Richard's 
spot. 

Tech's Tracy Saul had 12 interceptions last year, returning 
them 304 yards. Saul will be joined by Brian Dubiski (76 tackles), 
who has 24 career starts. 

Rice needs a healthy David Griffin at strong safety. Griffin, an 
All-SWC player as a sophomore, started only six games last year be- 
cause of a shoulder injury. Clifford Jackson (18 tackles) and Antonio 
Wilson (36 tackles) split playing time a year ago. 

TCU returns safety Tony Rand (a team-high 110 tackles) and 
cornerback Anthony Hickman (77 tackles). 

SMU picked off 12 passes last year, including four by corner- 
back Marcello Simmons, the most by a Pony since 1985. All-SWC 
free safety Cary Brabham finished with 112 tackles. 

Baylor is thin in the secondary with only strong safety Michael 
McFarland returning. 

Arkansas returns secondary starters in Michael James, Rick 
David and Curtis Banks, but the Razorbacks allowed 2,430 yards 
passing. 

KICKING GAME 

All Tech needed for one of the best kicking units in the country 
was a punter. Transfer Mark Bounds ended a short search. 

Bounds averaged 46.3 yards at West Texas State last year to 
earn Little All-American honors. He joins place-kicker Lin Elliott, who 
was 14 of 17 in field goals. 

Tech's Blackshear led the SWC in kickoff returns, averaging 
25.9 yards. Saul led the league in punt returns at 11.3 yards per ef- 
fort.

longest was from only 39 yards. Punter Charles Langston averaged 
39.3 yards on 47 kicks. Sure-handed Parks averaged 10.9 yards per 
punt return. 

Arkansas’ demise can't be traced to kicking. Todd Wright was 
11 of 14 in field goals, making him 31 of 37, the best start in school 
history. Punter Pete Raether averaged 40.4 yards. 

Kicker Jeff Ireland and punter Kent Brentham return for Baylor, 
but neither had eye-popping numbers. Ireland was 10 of 15 in field 
goals and Brentham averaged 34.4 yards per punt. The Bears have a 
weapon in backup defensive back Trooper Taylor, who has returned 
49 kickoffs in his career for 979 yards. 

TCU expects to improve with place-kicker Jeff Wilkinson, 
punter Kevin Cordesman and returner Toby Morey back. Wilkinson, a 
walk-on, hit 11 of 17 field goals, including a school-record eight 
straight. Cordesman hit 21 punts out inside the 20. Morey set a 
school record with 615 yards in kickoff returns. 

Left-footed Marc Lewis took over SMU’s punting duties last 
year and averaged 38.7 yards. Beard has 1,033 career yards in kick- 
offs, while place-kicker Russell Anderson was 7 of 10 in field goals. 

A&M graduated its place-kicker, punter, deep snapper and two 
return men. Terry Venetoulias, highly recruited a year ago, will battle 
incoming freshman Keith Waguespack for place-kicking duties. 
Freshman Sean Terry will be the punter. 

Texas had the league's best 1-2 kicking punch last year in 
place-kicker Michael Pollak and punter Alex Waits, bu 
Redshirt freshman Jason Ziegler or sophomore Craig Dickey will be 
the kicker against Mississippi State, and Gardere, an All-State punter 
in high school, will try his hand at kicking. 

Last year, Rice had Clint Parsons kickoff, punt and place kick.

year that the probation problems were behind them and, 
apparently, the high school recruits were listening. 

The state of Texas, always an annual stop for recruiters from 
Oklahoma, Notre Dame, Louisiana State, UCLA and Nebraska, had 
been hit even harder in recent years. NCAA probation or the fear of 
probation at several SWC schools sent the state’s top high school 
players elsewhere. 

Top recruits from Texas opted for stable programs, ones with a 
chance of going to a bowl game and appearing on television. 

The SWC coaches fought back, getting together to do a cas- 
sette tape, telling recruits to stay at home, even if it meant signing 
with a rival school. That, along with the fact that every SWC school is 
eligible for television and a bowl game this season, may be the rea- 
son the recruits stayed home in record numbers. 

Even Arkansas’ defection to the Southeast Conference — the 
Razorbacks begin SEC play in 1992 — didn’t dampen a bumper re- 
cruiting haul by Texas A&M, Texas, Baylor and Arkansas. 

Of the state's Top 10 recruits, only two left the SWC. Sugar 
Land Willowridge wide receiver Mike Miller signed with Notre Dame, 
and Clear Lake quarterback Ryan Huffman went to LSU. 

A&M, which lost by one point to league champ Texas on the 
field, claimed victory in the SWC recruiting derby. 

The Aggies, emphasizing Lone Star talent, signed 17 of the 
conference's Top 75. Arkansas signed 13, while Baylor and Texas 
signed 11 each.

The Aggies, coming off an impressive Holiday Bow! blowout 
of Brigham Young, needed a big signing day. 

A&M returns only two starters on offense, and the Aggies only 
signed 14 players last year. 

The Aggies lost All-American running back Darren Lewis to 
graduation, and junior fullback Robert Wilson declared for the draft, 
wiping out the conference's top rushing unit. 

A&M pulled off a running back coup by signing Aldine 
MacArthur's Wilbert Biggens and Groveton’s Rodney Thomas. 
Thomas, the Class 2A Player-of-the-Year, could play as a freshman. 
Biggens rushed for 1,878 yards with 28 TDs, and his prep coach, 
Bob Alpert, swears Biggens will return the opening kickoff when 
A&M lines up to play LSU opening night. 

The Aggies filled another urgent need on the defensive line 
with the addition of Cypress Creek’s Sam Adams, the top-rated player 
in the state. 

A&M also recruited to fill needs at quarterback and in the kick- 
ing game. 

Bucky Richardson, last year’s hero in the Holiday Bowl, is a 
senior, and A&M has no established replacement waiting in the 
wings. 

A&M signed the state’s No. 1 quarterback in Tommy Preston, 
who happened to play in College Station in the shadow of Kyle Field. 
Preston reminds league followers of Kevin Murray, A&M's last All- 
SWC signal-caller. Just for good measure, the Aggies also signed 
Wen Miller out of San Diego, one of California’s top-rated quarter- 

acks. 
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“You can never have too many quarterbacks,” A&M coach R.C. 
Slocum said. “If you ever get caught without a quarterback, you don't 
win.’ 

The Aggies also got help at wide receiver and in the offensive 
line. 

“One of the things I’m pleased with is, across the board, we 
got some help,” Slocum said. 

A&M signed four receivers, led by 200-pound Chris Sanders 
of Austin LBJ, who runs a 4.6 in the 40-yard dash. 

The Aggies return only four scholarship receivers, so at least 
two of the freshmen will play. 

“We obviously need receivers to come in and play,” Slocum 
said. “Some of these receivers will line up and play by default.”

Texas’ rise to SWC supremacy was the result of three straight 
banner recruiting classes. 

The Longhorns had another Top 15 class nationally and, for 
good measure, filled some holes. 

Texas signed 22 players, seven of them offensive linemen. The 


| Horns start three seniors and two juniors from tackle-to-tackle and 


desperately needed depth. 

UT signed five consensus Top 75 offensive linemen: Blake 
Brockermeyer of Fort Worth Arlington Heights, John Elmore of 
Sherman, Joe Phillips of Midland, Toby Peveto of Texas City and Jay 
Boulware of Irving Nimitz. 

“We needed offensive linemen because we'll graduate some 
next year,” UT coach David McWilliams said. 

UT also needed help at linebacker and found it in Irving's 
Duane Vacek, who has a chance to play as a freshman. 

Even though the Longhorns return their top three rushers, UT 
signed a gem in McKinney running back James Thornton, the Class 
4A Player-of-the-Year. Thornton, who rushed for 2,008 yards with 28 
TDs, combines power and speed. 

Texas signed a trio of consensus Top 75 players in the defen- 
sive line in Dominic Bustamante of Calallen, Troy McMahon of Klein 
Oak and Shane Rink of Cypress Creek. 

Texas’ class did have a couple of weaknesses. UT tried to re- 
cruit nationwide with its Top 10 ranking and Cotton Bowl berth, but 
the Longhorns came up empty. Texas also failed to land depth at tight 
end, wide receiver and defensive back.

The rest of the SWC can be glad Grant Teaff didn’t go to a bowl 
game. If he had, no telling what kind of recruits he'd have convinced 
to come to Waco. 

Recruiting analyst Max Emfinger calls Baylor's 25-player class

Teaff was aided by the construction of an $8-million training 
facility. He said it was an advantage to finally recruit against A&M 
and UT on even-facility terms. 

The Bears needed help at tailback with the graduation losses

and they got it.

Teaff is also high on McCullough, 
who rushed for almost 1,600 yards. 

Teaff is excited about sleeper quarterback Tony Moore of Katy 
Taylor, who is projected as a backup to J.J. Joe in Baylor's return to 
the veer offense. 

Baylor needed help on the defensive line and found it in tack- 
les Steve Strahan of 5A State Champion Aldine and Charles Horton 
of Dallas Carter. Teaff said Baylor didn’t have a chance to land 
Adams, but the Bears were big winners with Strahan and Horton. 

Baylor also signed a James Francis-type player in Chapel Hill 
defensive end Chad Boyd, who led his team to the 4 A State 
Championship as a junior. Boyd was 4 A’s Defensive Player-of-the- 
Year last year. 

The Bears also added an experienced hand in defensive end

Bradley, with 4.38 speed in 
the 40-yard dash, broke O.J. Simpson's national junior college 
records for touchdowns and all-purpose yardage. 

The Razorbacks, losing three-year starter Quinn Grovey to 
graduation, signed three possible quarterbacks: Kotto Cotton of North 
Little Rock, Doyle Preston of Mount Vernon, Texas, and Wilson Scott 
of Houston Madison. 

Arkansas didn’t have a Top 20 recruiting class, just rating high 
school talent, but the Hogs moved up the ladder thanks to JC talent. 

Three JC players signed at mid-term who should play imme- 
diately are running back Tony Jeffrey, nose guard Darren Cooley and 
linebacker Jerry Freese. They count toward last year's recruiting class 
but will pay dividends for this class. 

The Razorbacks kept the state's biggest names at home.

Arkansas had its typical success in Texas. The Razorbacks 
picked up Lufkin defensive tackle Vernon Wade, Sugar Land 
Clements linebacker Trent Knapp, Grand Prairie wide receiver Brian 
Brown and Mayde Creek defensive back Del Delco, all of whom were 
Top 75 players. Brown was a Parade All-American. 

Nationally, Arkansas signed coveted wide receiver Vincent 
RAS of Birmingham, Ala., and offensive tackle Tony Nagy of Tulsa,

The Red Raiders were young last year and paid the price, los- 
ing three games by less than a touchdown in a 4-7 finish. 

Coach Spike Dykes went to the junior colleges, trying to give 
the Red Raiders experience. 

“We have to shore up our defense,” Dykes said. “We have to 
protect the football better on offense as far as turnovers are con- 
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cerned, and we have to get more consistent and functional in our 
kicking game.” 

The Red Raiders added six JC transfers on defense and picked 
up a gem in punter Mark Bounds of West Texas State, which dropped 
football. Bounds averaged 46.3 yards per punt last year, breaking a 
23-year-old Division II record. 

All three defensive linemen Tech signed were from JCs:

Reavy To MAKE A DENT IN THE SWC

ive minutes after he was named 
Fi: coach at Southern 
Methodist University, Tom 
Rossley set the tone for what he intends to 
accomplish as the Mustangs’ leader. 

Rossley sought out quarterback Mike 
Romo, the player he recruited to operate the run- 
and-shoot offense, and gave him a high five. 

Rossley wants to see a lot of excite- 
ment and high fives at the Hilltop. He wants 
to look down the sideline and see high fives 
after a good play. He wants to look up in the 
stands and see the fans doing the-wave and 
high fiving. 

“My dream is to see President (A. 
Kenneth) Pye give someone a high five,” 
Rossley said. 

Rossley, who was the SMU offensive 
coordinator from 1988-89, can realize his 
dream if his players excell both in the class- 
room and on the field. 

Rossley, who spent 22 seasons as an 
assistant coach on the high school and col- 
legiate levels and in a bevy of professional 
leagues, will get his first shot at running his 
own program. The former Atlanta Falcons 
quarterbacks coach replaces an SMU living 
legend, Forrest Gregg, who was head coach 
and athletic director last year and reluctantly 
resigned his coaching position when Pye 
said Gregg could not hold both jobs. But 
Gregg’s presence will not fade away. His 
specially reserved parking space in front of 
the football office remains in its original 
place next to Rossley’s. And alumni and fans 
will remember Gregg as the man who left the 
Green Bay Packers to rebuild his alma 
mater’s program after it received the NCAA's 
so-called Death Penalty. 

It may take years for SMU to emerge 
from the shadow of those NCAA-imposed 
sanctions. 

As the Mustangs enter the third sea- 
son of an arduous rebuilding process, 
Rossley may have the toughest job in the 
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country. His team is still looking for its first 
SWC victory since returning to football. 
Along with a tough admissions poli- 
cy, SMU is still several players away from 
challenging for a conference title. The 
Mustangs also have the smallest stadium in 
the SWC in 23,783-seat Ownby Stadium. 
Rossley knew he had a tough job 


when he came in, and that realization was 
strengthened in the spring. 

What if you had a spring practice and 
nobody showed up? Or worse yet, what if 
you had a spring practice, and they couldn't 
show up because of injuries? 

That is what Rossley faced in his first 
spring practice as head coach. Several SMU 
players, including six starters, missed part 
or all of spring practice because of injuries. 

Despite the obstacles, the Mustangs 
have come further than most people thought 
they could. SMU won two games in its first 
season back from the NCAA grave (against 
NCAA Division I-AA Connecticut and North 
Texas) and beat Vanderbilt, 44-7, in its 1990 
season opener. It marked the program's first 
victory over a Division I-A program since 1986. 

The goal for the Mustangs this sea- 
son is one SWC victory and, if all goes well, 
a record around .500. SMU has experience. 
The Mustangs return 55 lettermen, including

20 starters. Several players are two-year 
Starters. 

“| think we finally feel like we're 
grown up,” safety Cary Brabham said. 
“We're starting to play like a team. We've 
been together for two years, and we're start- 
ing to communicate better. Winning a con- 
ference game is our first priority. Then we'll 
take steps from there.” 

Rossley will be his own offensive co- 
ordinator. Among the reasons Rossley was 
hired were his ability to give the Mustangs a 
spark and his knowledge of the run-and- 
shoot. 

Rossley was a hit on the rubber 
chicken circuit when he suggested General 
“Stormin” Norman Schwarzkopf as an offen- 
sive coordinator. 

“He is the best run-and-shoot man | 
know,” Rossley said. 

The SMU offense had a frustrating 
1990 season. The Mustangs showed early 
promise but never gained consistency. 
Romo set a school record with six touch- 
down passes against Vanderbilt. The rest of 
the season, Romo tried to set a school 
record for running backwards. 

Romo improved his touchdown-to- 
interception ratio (19-13), threw for 2,434 
yards and raised his completion percentage 
to 60.7. But he battled knee and ankle in- 
juries toward the end of the season. 

The Mustangs never came close to 
establishing their offense. SMU often found 
itself moving the ball only to have an inter- 
ception or penalty stop the drive. Then there 
were times, such as in games against Baylor 
and Texas, when SMU didn’t move the ball 
at all. 

Rossley will plug in a shotgun forma- 
tion in the run-and-shoot and throw deep 
more often. Last season, under former offen- 
sive coordinator Larry Kueck, SMU had only

While Romo and eight other starters 
return, the Mustangs will have difficulty re- 
placing wide receiver Michael Bowen and 
tackle Tre Giller. 

The loss of Bowen hurts the 
Mustangs not just on the field but also off. 
Bowen was SMU's leading receiver last sea- 
son, but he was a cocky player who was 
even disliked by some of his teammates. 
Nevertheless, he gave the Mustangs an air 
of confidence that Rossley likes. 

The receiving burden is in the hands 
of Jason Wolf and Brian Berry. Wolf strug- 
gled through last season with an ankle in- 
jury that required surgery after the season. 
Still, he caught 55 passes for 462 yards and 
six touchdowns. Berry became a much- 
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Omar Thompson has good speed, but the converted running back is still learning the position. 


needed deep threat as a freshman last sea- 
son with 31 receptions for 363 yards. 

Berry, who runs track, is the player 
who best fits Rossley’s desire to extend the 
field and throw deep. However, the 
Mustangs are looking for other help. 

Andy Bergfeld, who started as a 
freshman, was a disappointment last season 
with just six receptions at the outside receiv- 
er spot. Korey Beard was fourth on the team 
with 27 catches for 302 yards, but he moved 
to defensive back. Derwin Ware, who injured 
his shoulder, got open but dropped several 
passes. 

Daniel Echols made a successful 
transition from cornerback to receiver and 
had 23 receptions for 282 yards and two 
touchdowns. At the other wide receiver spot, 
Arthur Jordan showed promise before he 
missed the last two games with a knee in- 
jury. Jordan has excellent speed, but more 
important to SMU's run-and-shoot is his 
quickness. If Jordan, who missed spring 
practice, can return and improve, the 
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Mustangs will have the type of speed de- 
fenses have to respect. 

The Mustangs added some speed with 
recruits James Whitmore and Erwin Wilburn. 
Whitmore was one of the top receivers in 
Houston, and Wilburn was one of the top hur- 
dlers in California before moving to Texas. The 
crucial question is how long it will take for the 
freshmen to get used to the offense. 

“If you have to depend on incoming 
freshmen to help your team, you're in trou- 
ble,” Rossley said. “We're going in with the 
philosophy that they won't have to con- 
tribute right away. If they do later, that is 
fine.” A further reason for concern is the 
running game. The Mustangs, who rushed 
for 52.6 yards a game in 1989, improved 
that category by just seven yards last season 
and had only three touchdowns on the 
ground. The combination of Kevin Love and 
Rongea Hill rushed for 879 yards. 

Love is a strong, straight-ahead run- 
ner with few moves. Hill is a quicker and 
faster runner who has to improve his block-

SPRING UPDATE 


SMU coach Tom Rossley called the spring a success despite losing 
23 players to injury before the spring game. In fact, a lineup of the 
injured players, which included 10 starters, probably could have 
defeated both squads in the annual Blue-Red spring game. All of the 
injured starters, which include offensive lineman Matt Hart, receiver 
Jason Wolf, quarterback Mike Romo, defensive linemen Kenny Rea 
and Byron Bonds and linebackers Chris Collins, Bill Kiely and Mike 
Henderson, cornerback Marcello Simmons and safety Mark 
Martinez, are expected to be back at full strength to start the season. 


The standout of the spring was Marcus Malonson, who switched from 
defensive back to wide receiver. Malonson had 13 receptions for 229 
yards and two touchdowns in the Blue-Red game. Malonson caught a 
70-yard touchdown pass from quarterback Dan Freiburger on the first 
play of the scrimmage. 


Other spring moves include WR Korey Beard to DB, DB Michael 
Artmore to RB and WR Larry Wilson to RB. 


SMU will not replace offensive coordinator Larry Kueck. Rossley 
decided to be his own offensive coordinator and will not hire another 
position coach. It means SMU will not have to drop a coach when a 
NCAA-imposed 10 percent cut of staff goes into effect in 1992. 
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WR Derwin Ware, DB Korey Beard and RB Kevin Love all sat out 
the later part of spring practice to concentrate on academics. 


Receiver Jason Wolf will get an opportunity to play offense and 
defense for the Mustangs during fall practices Coach Tom Rossley 
said. If the experiment works, Wolf would see action at free safety. Wolf 
played defensive back for two years at Brother Rice High School in 
Farmington Hills, Mich. If Wolf doesn’t pan out on defense, he will 
remain on offense. Rossley, who said he wanted to try different ideas 
in his first season, coached Gordie Lockbaum, who played running 
back and defensive back when both were at Holy Cross. Wolf set a 
freshman record for receptions with 61 catches. However, he was 
recruited by Michigan, Michigan State and UCLA as a defensive back. 


Rossley will have an opportunity to work with a player he has been 
familiar with for 18 years — his son Mick. Mick Rossley, one of the 
Dallas area’s top receivers, chose football over baseball several weeks 
after the first signing day. Mick was an all-state outfielder at Highland 
Park. The Mustangs also added Calvin Burdick, a punter-quarterback 
from Homestead, Fla. and Danny Ledbetter, a linebacker transferring 
from Auburn. Ledbetter will sit out the 1991 season and will have two 
years of eligibility remaining. 
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ing. To improve the rushing game, Rossley 
has moved redshirt freshman Larry Wilson 
to S-back and moved sophomore Michael 
Artmore from cornerback to S-back. Wilson, 
who runs on the SMU sprint relay team, will 
give the Mustangs some much-needed 
speed. Artmore rushed for over 1,200 yards 
as a senior at Beaumont Central High 
School. 

The offensive line is experienced, re- 
turning four starters, but right tackle is a big 
question mark. The Mustangs lost two-year 
starter Giller, who was their best lineman 
last season. Robby Risko will move into that 
role with an inexperienced Rob Paschall 
backing him up. If he catches on to the 
blocking schemes fast enough, freshman 
Shawn Couch may see time in that spot. 

But, see the previous comment about 
incoming freshmen. 

The line was inconsistent last season 
and did not fare well against bigger and 
more physical defensive lines. Romo was 
sacked nine times against Texas and, after 
the game, said he noticed the cloud forma- 
tions. Problem was, it was a clear day. 

The Mustangs allowed 54 sacks, with 
39 coming in the last six games. SMU was 
also unable to drive opponents oif the ball 
on run-blocking when it was necessary. 

Rossley said he is putting more re- 
sponsibility for sack control on the quarter- 
backs. If there is no play, throw it away. 
Anything but the interception. The run-and- 
shoot will be more like scatter-shooting. It 
may miss more than it hits. But when it hits, 
it will be a big play. 

Defensively, SMU is doing a better 
job preventing the big play. The Mustangs 
improved immensely last year, playing 
longer against the opponent's first-team of- 
fense. In SMU's first year back, the opposi- 
tion was running out-of-bounds and up the 
middle to avoid scoring. 

Last season, the Mustangs played 
TCU, Rice and Texas A&M into the fourth 
quarter. Even Houston, which became the 
strongest offensive team in NCAA history 
with a 95-21 pasting of SMU in 1989, 

had to settle for a 44-17 victory. 

Still, the Mustangs’ biggest problems 
are depth and speed. SMU did a better job 
of getting to the play but, by the fourth quar- 
ter, were often too worn to make the big 
stop. 

The defense faltered when injuries 
mounted. The Mustangs lost nose tackle 
Kenny Rea in the third game of the season 
with a knee injury. At the time, Rea was their 
most consistent player and helped take the 
pressure off an overused linebacking corps. 

Byron Bonds became an impact play- 
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er as a freshman defensive end. He led the 
team in sacks with 4.5 and led all linemen in 
tackles with 46. Junior Uzo Okeke was second 
in sacks with 3.5 and had 44 tackles. 
Sophomore Chad Patton played well at times. 

The linebacker corps and the sec- 
ondary were quite battered by the end of the 
season. Junior Bill Kiely was second in the 
SWC in tackles with 144. Brabham slowed 
down towards the end of the season, in part 
because of the battering. 

The good news about the linebackers 
is they have played together for two seasons 
and are one of the deepest positions on the 
team. Jason Bednarz was a solid inside 
linebacker, and Chris Collins had a knack for 
making the big play. 

The other outside linebacker spot was 
shaky. Omar Thompson has good speed, 
but the converted running back is still 
learning the position. Mike Henderson is a 
very quick outside linebacker, but shoulder 
injuries and an inability to lift weights dur- 
ing the off-season make his durability 
questionable. 

Adam Voyles and Byron Slaughter 
showed promise late in their freshman sea- 
sons. Scott Fly missed last year with an in- 
jury but may be a factor this season. 

Cornerback Marcello Simmons may 
have been the most improved defender. 
Simmons had four interceptions, the most 
by an SMU player since 1986. Brabham, a 
solid player, is SMU's best candidate for All- 
SWC on defense. But Brabham has spent 
two seasons making more tackles than any 
coach would want his safety to make. 

The other cornerback spot is up for 
grabs. As part of an experiment, Rossley 
switched the roles of wide receiver Beard 
and cornerback Marcus Malonson. If the ex- 
periment works, SMU will have a bigger 
player in the secondary with good speed. 
What it gives up is experience. 

Strong safety has not been a solid 
position for the Mustangs. Malcolm 
Borlenghi would have been a possible solu- 
tion, but he was lost before the start of the 
1990 season with a career-ending neck in- 
jury. Mark Martinez is a hard hitter and an 
overachiever in that role. 

Overachieving will be the mantra of 
the Mustangs in 1991. They are still a year 
or two away from true competitiveness, but 
they don't see it that way. 

“There are no excuses anymore,” 
Simmons said. “We know we can win 
games. Coach Rossley has come in and 
given us a new attitude. We're going to have 
fun, but we're going to be serious. 

“We want to win more than one confer- 
ence game. We want to win several games."

Strait has finally come into his own. 

Unless one of the highly recruited fresh- 
man tailbacks can handle the job, David Mims 
(400 yards) could be the key Bear. Baylor has a 
solid offensive line, no matter who carries the ball. 

Baylor's defense, the best in the SWC 
last year, returns seven starters led by linemen 
Santana Dotson and Robin Jones. 

“This team feels it can compete for the 
championship, and that's what our goal is,” 
Baylor coach Grant Teaff said. 

In Fort Worth, Texas Christian is looking 
for a few good linemen to complement its 
wealth of skilled talent. Eighteen players either 
ran, caught or threw the ball for the Frogs last 
year. Amazingly, all but one return. 

Quarterback Leon Clay, running back 
Curtis Modkins and receivers Kelly Blackwell, 
Stephen Shipley and Richard Woodley are 
Frogs that can play for anyone. 

However, TCU lost three offensive line- 
men who had combined to start for 10 years of 
experience, and they also lost both defensive 
tackles. Replacing them will be critical if TCU is 
to match its start last year (5-1) or its finish (0- 
5). 

Texas Tech has the offensive weapons to 
win the title as well, but last year’s league-lead- 
ing 38 turnovers will have to be sliced in half. 

Injuries to quarterback Jamie Gill forced 
the Red Raiders to use freshman Robert Hall, 
who had flashes of greatness. But settling on 
one quarterback might cut down on those 
turnovers. 

Running back Anthony Lynn and re- 
ceivers Rodney Blackshear and Lloyd Hill 
helped the Red Raiders average 29 points and 
377 yards per game. 

Tech needs help from its transfers to 
shore up a spotty defense. They allowed an 
average of 420.4 yards per game and graduated 
six players. 

Rice, not long ago a pushover for any- 
one, came within a two-point conversion of a 
winning season. Another of Rice's losses was 
24-22 to Houston. 

Rice has firepower in running back 
Trevor Cobb and wide receiver Eric Henley but 
needs Randall Schultz or Greg Willig to come 
through at quarterback. 

With Rice improved, Arkansas and 
SMU will fight to avoid the cellar. 

Arkansas will field the conference's 
youngest team, starting as few as six seniors 
and very few juniors. 

SMU returns 20 starters, but the Ponies, 
still recovering from the Death Penalty, are al- 
most void of seniors.
